ALABAMA.

SENATORS. 

OSCAR W. UNDERWOOD, Democrat, of Birmingham, was born in Louisville, 
Jefferson County, Ky., May 6, 1862; was educated at Rugby School, Louisville, Ky., 
and the University of Virginia, was elected a Member of the House of Representatives 
to the Fifty-fourth, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth, 
Sixtieth, Sixty-first, Sixty-second, and Sixty-third Congresses, and elected a Member 
of the United States Senate for term beginning March 4, 1915, and reelected for term 
beginning March 4, 1921. 

JAMES THOMAS HEFLIN, Democrat, of Lafayette, was born at Louina, Ran- 
dolph County, Ala., April 9, 1869, was educated in the common schools of Randolph 
County, at the Southern University, Greensboro, Ala., and at the A. and M. College, 
Auburn, Ala.; studied law at Lafayette, Ala., imder Judge N. D. Denson, and was 
admitted to the bar January 12, 1893; when first elected to Congress he gave up the 
law practice and since that date has devoted his time to the study of public questions; 
was married to Minnie Kate Schuessler (deceased), of Lafayette, Ala., December 18, 
1895, and has one child — J, Thomas Heflin, jr.; was elected mayor of Lafayette 
March 16, 1893, and reelected, holding this office two terms, was register in chancery 
two years, resigning in 1896 to accept the Democratic nomination from Chambers 
County to the legislature; was elected in 1896 and reelected to the legislature in 
1898, was a member of the Democratic State executive committee from 1896 to 1902; 
was a delegate in the constitutional convention of Alabama in 1901; was elected 
secretary of state in November, 1902, for a term of four years; resigned that office 
May 1, 1904; was elected, without opposition. May 10, 1904, to fill the unexpired term 
of Hon. Charles W. Thompson, deceased, in the Fifty-eighth Congress; also elected 
to the Fifty-ninth, Sixtieth, Sixty-first, Sixty-second, Sixty-third, Sixty-fourth, and 
Sixty-fifth Congresses, and reelected to the Sixty-sixth Congress. He was nominated 
May 11, 1920, in the State Democratic primary for the office of United States Senator 
from Alabama to fill out the imexpired term of Senator John H. Bankhead. He 
resigned his position as Representative from the fltfth congressional district in the 
Sixty-sixth Congress on November 1, 1920, and was elected on the following day, 
November 2, to serve as United States Senator from the State of Alabama until March 
4, 1925. He was nominated without opposition in the Alabama primary May 13 to 
succeed himself as United States Senator from Alabama. Was elected November 4, 
1924, for the full term of six years beginning March 4, 1925.

of Alabama 1911-1919; he married Miss Cornelia Hixon, of Hixon, Ala,, October 20, 
1915, and they have one child — Cornelia, 7 yearn old; elected to the Sixty-sixth, 
Sixty-seventh, and Sixty-eighth Congresses. He is a member of A T O, Knights of 
Pythias, Loyal Order of Moose, Elk, and Masonic fraternities.

University of Michigan; entered prac- 
tice of law in Montgomery in October, 1916, and continued practice there until 
elected to Congress, with the exception of the time of the World War; elected presi- 
dent of the Montgomery Board of Education, March, 1917, the youngest president of 
a school board in the country; served in the Army during the World War from August, 
1917, to January, 1919; member of the American Legion ; elected without (^position 
to Congress on August 14, 1923, to fill out the unexpired term of Judge John R. Tyson, 
deceased; unmarried Nominated and elected to the Sixty-ninth Congress without 
opposition.

member ot State Democratic executive committee; delegate to party conventions, 
and a delegate to the Democratic national convention in Baltimore in 1912; was 
married December 27, 1900, to Miss Sallie Mae Thompson, of Tuskegee, Ala.; is a 
widower and has five children — Margaret Thompson, Mable Massey, Myra Mitchell, 
Porter Collinsworth, and Sallie Mae; was nominated for Congress June 29, 1914, was 
elected to the Sixty-fourth Congress without opposition, and nominated and elected 
to the Sixty-fifth, Sixty-sixth, Sixty-seventh, Sixty-eighth, and Sixty-ninth 
CongreBses,

Received education in public schools, and one year at Alabama PresWterian College 
at Anniston. With Alabama National Guard 1904 to 1914 with the Pelham Guards 
of Anniston. Elected in 1916 to the ofiSce of clerk of the Circuit Court of Calhoun 
County, taking office in January, 1917. Resigned in May, 1917, to enter the first 
Officers’ Training Camp. Commissioned August 14, 1917, as captain of Infantry. 
Assigned to Eighty-second Division, Company G, Three hundred and twenty-sixth 
Infantry. With that outfit until wounded October 11, 1918, before St. Jnvin, France. 
Decorated with the American Distinguished Service Cross. Promoted to major of 
Infantry. Discharged July 26, 1920. Member Baptist Church, Oxford, Ala.; Ameri- 
can Le^on; honorary member Civitan Club, Anniston, Ala. Believer in fratemai- 
ism, being a member of several leading fraternities. Married Miss Martha Ruth 
Burton, of Oxford, Ala., and they have one son. Made unsuccessful race for 
Congress in 1920 against Hon. Fred L. Blackmon. Upon the death of Mr. Blackmon, 
again made race for Congress, winning Democratic nomination April 12, 1921, and 
being elected June 7, 1921, for the nnexpired period of the Sixty-seventh Congress. 
Reelected to the Sixty-eighth and Sixty-ninth Congresses.

judicial circuit of Alabama, resigning in December, 1920, upon his election to Con- 

f ess , is a member of the Baptist Church, and was moderator of the East Liberty 
aptist Association; is a Knight Templar and Shdner and a Knight of Pythias* 
fifth in descent from John Sevier, the governor of the State of Franklin, and six 
times governor of Tennessee, noted Indian fighter, and hero of Kings Mountain* 
mamed Miss Frances Collins, daughter of George E. and Jane Craig Collins, of Lafay- 
ette, Ala. ; has three children — George Randolph, Marion, and Sarah Frances.

He also attended the 
University of Virmnia, and is a member of the honorary scholaiship fraternity, Phi 
Beta Kappa In his early manhood he moved to Tuscaloosa, Ala , and entered the 
practice of law. From 1898-1909 he was solicitor for the sixth judicial circuit of Ala- 
bama. He resigned the office of solicitor in 1909 to accept a post as dean of the law 
school of the University of Alabama, and resigned the deansmp in 1913 to become a 
candidate for Congress On his election to the Sixty-fouith Congress he retired from 
the firm of Oliver, Verner & Rice to devote his entire time to his congressional 
duties, reelected to the Sixty-fifth, Sixty-sixth, Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth 
Congresses.

In 1898 he was 
elected judge of the circuit court of the eleventh judicial circuit, and reelected in 1904 
without opposition; was a presidential elector in 1896; has served in both branches 
of the Alabama Legislature, having been speaker of the house, and author of the 
bill which created the State highway commission in 1911 ; is a member of the Methodist 
Church, Masonic order, ICuights of Pythias, Knights of Honor, Woodmen of the World, 
and B. P. O. E.; was married in 1887 to Miss Luie Olopper, of Tuscumbia, and they 
have two children — Mrs. Lottie Almon Johnson and Ciopper Almon; was elected to 
the Sixty-fourth Congress, and reelected to the Sixty-fifth, Sixty-sixth, Sixty-seventh, 
Sixty-eighth and Sixty-ninth Congresses

Coconino County; is marrie<L was elected Delegate to the Sixty-first Congress; was 
elected to the United States Senate November 2, 1920, by a majority of nearly 7,000 
votes over his opponent, Marcus A. Smith.

^ herokee Nation; was educated in Lynchburg, Va., Baltimoie, Md , and at Wash- 
ington and Lee University, Lexington, Va ; married Baisey Deane Hester, daughter 
of Capt. Geoige B. Hester, December 31, 1889; has served as law^^'er, banker, and 
business man; was a member of the Democratic national committee from 1892 to 
1896, was member of subcommittee that drew the Democratic national jilatform in 
1896, and has always actively served in Democratic campaigns, is an Episcopalian; 
Mason, 32'^, Mystic Shrine, Knight Templar; AT Q; B K* Elk, Moose; M. W, A , etc. 
University degrees* M A , LL. D. IMr. Owen was elected United States Senator by 
the unanimous vote of the Democrats of the Legislature of Oklahoma December 11, 
1907, and took his seat December 16, 1907. Renominated August 6, 1912, by 35.600 
majority; reelected November 5, 1912, by a plurality of 42,989 votes, exceeding rhe 
plurality of the national ticket by 14,619 votes. Wdien elected Senator by the Okla- 
homa Legislature he received the vote of every member, eveiy member being piesent 
and voting.

JOHN WILLIAM HARRELD, of Oklahoma City, Okla , was born near Morgan- 
town, Ky , January 24, 1872, the son of T. N. and Martha (Helm) Haireld; educated 
in the schools of Kentucky and at National Noimal University at Lebanon, Ohio, 
began the practice of law at Morgantown, Ky , in 1895; practiced 11 years there, 
moved to Ardmore, Okla., in 1906, and practiced 11 years there; retired from prac- 
tice in 1917 and moved to Oklahoma City, Okla.; was county attorney of Butler 
County, Ky . , 4 years, and referee in bankruptcy in a district of 13 counties in southern 
Oklahoma for 6 years; married Laura Ward, of Morgantown, Ky.; has one son, Ward; 
was elected to Congress on Republican ticket at a special electionheld Novembers, 
1919, to fill the unexpired term of Joseph B Thompson, deceased, over OlaudeWeaver, 
Democratic nominee. Elected to the United States Senate November 2, 1920, ovei 
Hon. Scott Ferris, Democratic nominee. Is now chairman of Senate Indian Affairs 
Committee.

during the World War, resmning to take up his duties as a Member of the Sixty-sixth 
Congress; married Sarah Oelestine Lally, Wilkes-Barre, Pa., August 1, 1900; has 
family of 11 children — 8 boys and 3 girls — ^Andrew Augustine, John Joseph, James 
Aloysius, Walter Charles, Edw^ard Dominic, Matthew, Lawrence, Robert, Marie Eliza- 
beth, Catherine, and Sarah Oelestine.

nated tor United States Senator at the primary election in September, 1908, receiving 
at that time the laigest vote ever given for this office in his State, was renominated 
August 25, 1914, and again in 1920; his term of service will expire March 3, 1927 

NATHANIEL BARKSDALE DIAL, Democrat, of Lauiens, S. G., was born on his 
father’s farm near Laurens April 24, 1862, he received the usual common-school 
education, later attending Richmond College and Vanderbilt UnLmrsity; in 1882-83 
he took a law course at the University of Virginia, entering immediately upon the 
practice of his profession at his home town In addition to Mr. Dial’s law practice 
and faiming interests, early in his career he began to encourage bxdlding enteipnses 
and institutions for developing the resources of his section, having aided in terming and 
operating banks, tmst companies, warehouses, hydroelectric plants, cotton mills, and 
various other manufacturmg enterprises.

Jasper Talbert and Senator B R. Tillman, in tliia election he received around 30,000 
votes, but was defeated by Senator Tillman, he was again a candidate for this office in

the race was run between the others. Dial carrying 42 out of the 45 counties in the

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

(Population Dec 31,1918), 10,350,040 ) 

ISAURO GABALDON, lawyer, of Nueva Ecija; was born in San Isidro, Nueva 
Eci]a, P. I., December 8, 1875; educated in public schools in Tebar, Cuenca 
Province, Spain, and then in the colleges of Quintansr-del-Rey and Villa-niieva-de- 
ia-Jara, in the Province of Cuenca, Spain, wheiehe giadiiated with the degiee of 
bachelor of arts in the year 1893 ; he then studied law in the Central University' 
(Universidad Central), of Madrid, Spain, and transfeiied to the University of Santo 
Tonifis, Manila, P I , where he obtained his degree of bachelor of laws in 1900; 
he was married in the same year to Bernarda Tinio; he practiced law from 1903 
until 1906, when he was elected governor of the Proidnee of Nueva Ecija, and again 
from 1912 fco 191G; he was among the membeis of the First Philippine Assembly, 
elected in 1907; leelected for the same ottice in 3 909; elected senator in 1916 
for the third senatorial district of the Philippines, comprising the Provinces of Tar- 
lac, Biilacan, Pampanga, and Nueva Ecija; during his term in the Philippine As- 
sembly he was member of the committees on police, accounts, and agriciiltiiie, and 
chairman of the committee on provincial and municipal governments; and in the 
senate, member of the committees on agriculture, .commerce and communications, 
railroads, and rules of the senate, and chairman of the committee on accounts of the 
same office; elected Resident Commissioner to the United States in 1920 by the Phil- 
ippine Legislatuie; reelected February, 1923, for a term of three years 

PEDRO GUEVAPtA, Nationalist, lawyer, of vSanta Cruz, was born at Santa Cruz, 
Laguna Province, February 23, 1879 ; received early education in Atoneo Municipal 
and San Juan de Letran, Manila, from which he graduated at the head of his class in 
1806, receiving A B. degree; studied law at La Jiirisprudencia and was admitted to 
the Philippine bar in 1909; joined the foices fighting against Spain, and in 1897 took 
an important part in promoting the peace agreement of Biak-na-bato, bpt shortly 
thereafter, the revolution having again broken out, he rejoined the Filipino forces, 
remaining in service throughout the Spanish-American War and the Philippine 
insurrection, being one of the leaders of the Filipino forces at the battle of Mabitac, 
Lagima Province, attaining the rank of lieutenant colonel ; served on the military staff 
which conferred with General Summers for a definite settlement of peace, which was 
accomplished, with the signing of the peace agreement he accepted a position in the 
organization created for the purpose of maintaining peace, serving five years ; resigned 
to enter the field of journalism, becoming editor of Soberania Nacional, a newspaper 
devoted to the cause of Pliilippine independence ; was at different times city editor 
of Vida Filipina, La Independencia, Los Obreros, and El Hijo del Siglo ; also served 
as special correspondent of El Ideal and El Debate ; served as head of the Marine 
Union of the Philippines; in 1907 was municipal councilor of San Felipe Neri; in 
1909 was elected representative of the second district of Laguna and reelected in 1912 ; 
was elected to the senate in 1916 from the fourth district, which comprises the city of 
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Manila and the Provinces of La Laguna, Rizal, and Bataan, and reelected in 1919- 
while serving in the Philippine Legislature was the author of many important laws: 
has always been deeply interested in educational development in the Philippines! 
being chairman of the senate committee on public instruction and member of the 
board of regents of the University of the Philippines ; before his election as Philippina 
Resident Commissioner served as chairman of the committee hnance of the 
Philippine Senate

Began news- 
paper work in 1879 as Washington coi respondent of the Detroit Post-Tribune; served 
in the Washington office of the Chicago Times and as conespondent of the Detioit 
Evening News and Detroit Evening Journal, in 1887 was appointed on the staff of 
the Wamington bureau of the New Yoik Sun, and in 1889 was made chief of the bioeau; 
resigned in 1904 to become editor in chief of the PioAudenee Journal, and was its 
Washington cox respondent in 1919, when elected Bergeant at Arms.

Barry was an assistant director of publicity of the Republican national committee, 
and in 1912 and 19 Jl 6 the dhectoi.

THE CAPITOL BUILDING. 

The Capitol is situated in latitude 38'=' 53' 20.4" north and longitude 77"^ 00' 35.7" 
west from Greenwich. It fronts east and stands on a plateau SS feet above the lei^el 
of the Pofcomac. 

ORIGINAL BUILDING. 

The southeast corner stone of xhe original building was laid on the IStli oi 
September, 1793, by President Washington, with Masonic ceiemoriies. It is con- 
structed oi sandstone from quaiiies oh Aquia Greek, Va The oiigmai desitifs 
weie prepared by Dr, William Thornton, and the work was done uiidei^ the dueetnii 
cf Stephen H. Hallet, James Hoban, Geoige Hadfieid, and B. II. Lairobe, aichitec ts 
The north wing was finished in 1800 and the south wing in IS 11. A wooden pas:^agt- 
way connected them. On the 24th of August, 1814, the intemor oi boih wings was 
destroyed by fire, set by the British. The damage to the building was immediatelv 
repaired. In 1838 the central portion of the building was commenced, imdor the 
architectural superintendence qt Charles Buifinch. The original building was finally 
completed in 1827. Its cost, including the grading of the giounds, alterations, anil 
repairs, up to 1827, was $2,433,844.13. 

EXTENSIONS. 

The corner stone of the extensions was laid on the 4th of July, 1853 , by President 
Fillmore, Daniel Webster otficiatiog as orator. This woik was prosecut-ea under the 
architectural direction of Thomas tJ. Walter till 18G5, wneii lie resigned, and it was 
completed under xhe supervision of Edward Clark. The material used in the walls 
is y nite marble from the quarries at Lee, Mass., and that in the cohl^u^‘^ iiom the 
quanies at Cockeysvilie, Md. The House extension was first occupied for legislative 
puj'xioses December 16, 1857, and the Senate Januarv” 4, 1859. 

I'he value of the Capitol Building and Grounds, October 14. 1911, was as follows 
Buildmg, $15,000,000; grounds, $10,400,000; total, $25,400,000. 

DIMENSIONS OE THE BUILDING 

The entire length of the building from north to south is 751 feet 4 inches, and its 
greatest dimension from east to west, 350 feet. The area coivred by the building is 
153,112 square feel. 

DOME 

The Dome of the original central building was constructed of wood, covered with 
copper. This was replaced in 1850 by the present structure of cast iron It was 
completed in 1865. The entire weight ot iron used is 8,909,200 pounds. 

The Dome is crowned by a bronze statue of Freedom, which is 19 feet 6 inches 
high and weighs 12,985 pounds. It was modeled by Crawdord. The height of the 
Dome above the base line of the east front is 287 feet 5 inches. The height from the 
top of the balustrade of the building is 217 feet 11 inches. The greatest diameter 
at the base is 135 feet 5 inches . . - ^ 

The Botunda is 97 feet 0 inches in diameter, and its height from the fioor to the 

top oi the canopy is 180 feet 3 inches. ^ ^ , 

The Senate Chamber is 33 3 feet 3 inches in length by 80 feet 3 inches in width and 

36 feet in height. The galleries will accommodate 3,000 persons. 

The Bepresentatives’ Hall is 139 feet in length by 93 feet in wddth and 36 feet in 
height. 

The room BOW occupied by the Supreme Court was, until 185% occupied as the 
Senate Chamber. Previous to that time the court occupied the room immediately 
beneath, now used as a law library*

JOHN WINGATE WEEKS, of West Newton, Mass. (2100 Sixteenth Street), was 
born in Lancaster, N. H., April 11, 1860; graduated at the United States Naval 
Academy in 1881; served in the United States Navy from graduation until 1883;

OFFICIAL DUTIES. 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 

SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Tlie Secretary of State is cliarged, under the direction of the President, with the 
duties appertaining to correspondence with the public ^ministers and the consuls of 
the^ United States and with the representatives of foreign powers accredited to the 
United States, and to negotiations of whatever character relating to the foreistn affairs 
of the U lilted States. He is also the medium of correspondence between the President 
and the clnef executives of the several States of the U nited States, he has the custody 
of the seal of the United States, and countersigns and afiixes such seal lo all tTenth^s 
Executive proclamations, to various commissions, and to warrants for the extradition 
of fugitives from 3 iistice. He is regarded as the first in rank among the iiiembt*rs 01 the 
Cabinet. He is also the custodian of the treaties made with foreign States, and of the 
laws of the United States. He ^ants and issues passports, and exec|uaturs to foieign 
consuls in the United States are issued through his office. He publishes the laws and 
resolutions of Congress, amendments to the Constitution, and proclamations declaring 
the admission of new States into the Union. 

UNDERSECRETARY OP STATE. 

The Undersecretary of State is the principal assistant of the Secretary’- of State in 
the discharge of his various functions, aiding in the formulation and execution of the 
foieign policies of the Government, in the reception of representatives of foreign 
governments, etc. In matters which do not require the personal attention of the 
Secretary of State he acts for the Secretary of State, and in the absence of the Secretary 
of State he becomes the Acting Secretary of State. The Undersecretary of State is 
charged with the general direction of the work of the Department of State and of the 
foreign service, and is chairman of the Foreign Service Personnel Board. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARIES OP STATE. 

An Assistant Secretary is chaiged with all matters pertaining to foreign commercial 
policy, commercial treaties, transportation and communication, etc., and supervises 
the Office of the Economic Adviser. In the absence of the Secretarj^ of State and the 
Undersecretary of State he becomes the Acting Secretary of State. 

An Assistant Secretary has supervision over the Division of Passport Control, the 
Office of Coordination and Peview, and the Vis 4 Office. Makes decisions in citizen- 
ship and other cases involving complex questions of law and policy. Is consulted 
by the officers of the department upon matters of diplomatic procedure and general 
questions of international law and policy, particularly when involving the traditional 
practice of the Department of State. 

An Assistant Secretary is charged with the administration of the department, 
administrative matters concerning international conferences and commissions, and 
with matters pertaining to ceremonial and protocol. Has supervision over the office 
of the chief clerk, the Division of Publications, the Bureau of Accounts, and the 
Bureau of Indexes and Archives. Is charged with the presentation to the President 
of ambassadors and ministers of foreign countries newly accredited to the United 
States. Is a member of the Foreign Service Personnel Board. 

An Assistant Secretary directs the Consular Service and all consular activities in 
connection with the work of the several bureaus and divisions of the department; 
his office has charge of censoring, grading, and criticizing of commercial and econormc 
reports; drafting of correspondence on consular trade assistance and reporting; dis- 
tribution of commercial and economic reports to the Department of Commerce and 
such other Government departments and organizations and non-Govemment organ- 
i zations as may properly receive them. Is also the Budget officer of the Department 
of State and is charged with the supervision of the preparation of all estimates of 
appropriations for the department and for the foreign service and of their presentation 
to Congress. Supervises the expenditures made from the appropriation for Emer- 
gencies arising in the Diplomatic and Consular Service.’ ’ Is a member of the Foreign 
Service Personnel Board. 
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OPFtC'K OF THE SOLH'fTOR. 

Deals witli questions of municipal and international law; JUandles claims of citizens 
of the United States against foreign governments and of nationals of foieigii countries 
against the United States; matters pertaining to international extradition; the pro- 
tection of interests of American citizens in foreign countries; rights of aliens in the 
United States; international arbitrations; and drafting and interpretation of treaties. 

FOREXON SERVICE PERSONNEL BOARD 

Preparation of efficiency records of foreign ser\dce officers; submission to the Secre- 
tary of State of names of foreign service officers recommended for advancement in the 
service, for designation as counselois of embassy or legation, and for promotion to 
the grade of minister; recommendations to the Secretaiy of State regarding the 
assignment of foreign serAuce officers to posts and theii* transfer fi’om one bianch of 
the seivice to the other according to the needs of the service; recommendations to 
the Secretaiy of State regarding sepaiations from the service. The office of the 
executive committee of the Foreign Service Personnel Boaid is charged with the 
receiiit and custody of all ajiplications for appointment in the foreign seiviee and 
with arranging for examinations for entrance to the foreign service, (lorrespoudence 
relating thereto.

OFFICE OP THE CHIEF CLERK, 

Geneial supeivision of the clerks and other employees of the department and of 
routine departmental matters; purchase of supplies; custody of the pioperty of the 
department; supervision and assignment of office rooms and space ; issuance of passes, 
when required, to persons entitled to enter the building; authentic‘ation of applica- 
tions for automobile licenses of foreign diplomatic officers residing in Washmgtou, 
coiTespondence on departmental matters; leaves of absence and sick leave; prcpa* 
ration and custody of efficiency records of the department. The chief clerk signs 
authentications and such other papers as the Secretary of State may diiect. The 
appointment section of his office has charge of the receipt and custody of applicatioijs 
for appointment in the departmental seivice and of the indorsements of applicants; 
correspondence relating thereto; preparation of nominations to the Senate of foreign 
seivice officers and other officeis commissioned by the Department of State whose 
appointments are subject to confirmation by the Senate; issuance of commissions, 
exequaturs, and waiTants of extradition ; bonding of foreign service officers and other 
officers accountable to the department for moneys received or expended; preparation 
of copy for the department register, diplomatic and consular list, and mailing list; 
editing, proof reading, and distribution of the same; civil service and departmental 
personnel matteis; oaths of office; custody of the seal of the United States. 

DI\HSION OF FAR EASTERN AFFAIRS. 

General supervision, under the secretaries, of relations, diplomatic and consular, 
political and economic, with China and leased territories, Japan, Siam, the Far East- 
ern possessions of European nations (in conjunction with the Division of Western 
European Affairs), and Siberia fin conjunction with the Division of Eastern Euro- 
pean Affairs). 

DIVISION OF LATIN- AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

General supervision, under the secretaries, of relations, diplomatic and consular, 
political and economic, with Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, Uruguay, and Venezuela.

DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY, 


SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 

The Secretary of the Treasury is charged by law with the management of the 
national finances. He prepares plans for the improvement of the revenue and for 
the support of the public credit; superintends the collection of the revenue, and 
directs the forms of keeping and rendering public accounts and of making returns; 
grants warrants for all moneys drawn from the Treasury in pursuance of appropriations 
made by law, and for the payment of moneys into the Treasury ; and submits a report 
annually to Congress on the condition of the public finances and the results of 
activities under his supervision. He controls the construction and maintenance of 
public braidings; the coinage and printing of money; the administration of the 
Ccast Guard and the Public Health branches of the public service, and furnishes 
generally such information as may be required by either branch of Congress on all 
matters pertaining to the foregoing. He is ex officio chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, created by act approved December 23, 1913, known as the Federal Reserve 
Act, ex officio chairman of the Federal Farm Loan Board, created by act approved 
July 17, 1916, known as the Federal Farm Loan Act; chairman of the World War 
Foreign Debt Commission; honorary chairman of the United States section of the 
Inter- American High Commission; chairman Rock Creek and Potomac Parkway 
Commission; member board of trustees, Postal Savings System; member board of 
trustees, Smithsoman Institution; member Federal Narcotics Control Board; chair- 
man board of directors. War Finance Corporation. 

UNDERSECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

To the Undersecretary and the Assistant Secretary in Charge of Fiscal Offilces, 
who acts under the intermediate supervision of the Undersecretary, are assigned 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the fiscal bureaus, offices, and 
divisions, as follows: Bureau of the Budget; Commissioner of Accounts and Deposits; 
Division of Bookkeeping and Warrants; Division of Deposits; Treasurer of the 
Umted States; Comptroller of the Currency; Federal Farm Loan Bureau; Section 
of Statistics: Government Actuary; Commissioner of the Public Debt; Division of 
Loans and Currency; Register of the Treasury; Division of Public Debt Accounts 
^d Audit; Division of P^er Oustod^r; Savings Division; Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing; Mint Bureau; Secret Service Division; Disbursing Clerk. 

The Undersecretary also is charged with the supervision of the finances, and is 
authorized to act, for and by direction of the Secretary, in any branch of the depart- 
ment, and represents the Secretary in dealings with the Federal Reserve Board, 
the War Fin£>nee Corporation, and the Farm Loan Board. 
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SECRETARIES OP THE TEEASERY. 

To tJie Assistant Secretary in Charere of Fiscal Offices, acting under tiie interniediate 
supervision of tlie IJndersecretary, is assigned super\dsion of matters relating to ilie 
dscal bureaus, offices, and diffisions as indicated under the duties of the Uiider- 
secretarv'. 

To tlie Assistant Secretary in Chaige of Foreign Loans and Miscellaneous is assigned 
tlie geneial supervision of all matters pertaining to foreign loans, and payiiieiiTs, 
advances, and loans to the railroads under the Transportation Act, 1920, and the 
folio wing bureaus and divusions: Chief cleik* Di\usion of Mail and Files; Bureau of 
Supply; General Supply Committee: Di\’ision of Appointments; Section of Surety 
Bonds: Bureau of the Public Health Ser\uce; BBusion of Printing. 

To the Assistant Secretary in Charge of the Collection of the Revenues is assigned 
the general supervision of the Bureau of Internal Revenue; the Prohibition Unit; 
the t'listoms Ser^uce; the Coast Guard: the Siipendsing ArchitecCs Office. 

CHIEF ( LERK. 

The chief clerk is the chief executive officer of the Secretary, and, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary, the Undersecretary, and Assistant Secretaries, is charged with 
the enforcement of departmental regulations general in their nature is hy law super- 
intendent of the Treasury Building, and in addition superintends the Winder, ox, 
Butler, Auditors’, and Treasury Annex Buildings, and all other Treasury build- 
ings in the District of Columbia except the Bureau of Engra\ung and Printing; has 
direct charge of motor trucks belonging to the department; the direction of engineers, 
machinists," watchmen, firemen, laborers, and other employees connected with the 
maintenance and protection of the Treasiirv Building and annexes; the expenditure 
of appropriations for contingent expenses, the administrative control of appi opr lat ions 
made for Government exhibits at vaiious expositions; handles otfers in compiomise 
cases; the custody of the records, files, and library of the Secretaiy's office, the custody 
of all sites for proposed public liuildings in Washington: the handling of requests for 
certified copies of official papers, and the charge of all business of the Secretary’s 
office unassigned. 

FISCAL BUREAUS AXB OFFICES. 

COMPTROLLER OF THE CUBREXCY 

The Comptroller of the Currency is the chief officer of that bureau of the Treasury 
Department which is charged with the execution of all laws passed hy Congress 
relating to the issue and regulation of the national currency, generally known as 
national-bank notes, secured bv United States bonds: and under the supervisicn of 
the Federal Reserve Board is also in charge of the issue of circulating notes to Federal 
reserve hanks. , _ 

In addition to these powers the comptroller exercises general super\nsion oyer all 
national banks throughout the United States, including Alaska and Hawaii, in the 
matter of their organization and regulation. He is vested w ith the power to appoint 
and through the courts to enforce penalties prescribed for violations of the 
national -hank act. " The comptroller, with the approval of the F^ecretary of the 
Treasury, also appoints all national-bank examiners. Under the Federal reserve act 
he executed and issued the certificates or charters for the Federal reserve banks. The 
Comptroller of the Currency is ex officio a member of the Federal Reserve Board. 

Reports of condition of all national hanks are made to the comptroller not less 
frequently than three times a year by the banks, and also periodically by the national- 
bank examiners appointed by him. ^ ^ t 

His powers are exercised under the general super^usion of the Secretary ot the 
Treasury, but under the law his annual report is made direct to Congress; all otlmr 
bureaus of the Treasury Department report to Congress through the ^Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

TREASURER OF THE imETED STATES. 

The Treasurer of the United States is charged with the receipt and disbursement 
of all public moneys that may be deposited in the Treasn^ at Washington aiffi in 
the national-bank depositories; is redemption agent for national-bank notes, Federal 
reserve bank notes, and Federal reserve notes; is trustee for bonds held to secure 
national-bank circulation and public deports in national banks, and lx>nds hem to 
secure postal savings in banks; is custodian of nuscellancoiiB trust funds; is fiscal

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agent for paying interest on the public debt and for paying the land-purchase bonds 
of the Philippine Islands, principal and interest; is treasurer of the board of trustees 
of the Postal Savings System; and is ex officio commissioner of the sinking fund of 
the District of Columbia. 

BUKEAU OE THE BUDGET. 

The Bureau of the Budget was created by the act approved June 10, 1921. It is 
in the Treasury Department but not under the jurisdiction or direction of that depart- 
ment. The bureau is under the immediate direction of the President. Under rules and 
regulations prescribed by the President, the bureau prepares for him the annual budget 
and such supplemental or deficiency estimates as the President may recommend 
from time to time to Congress, To this end the bureau has the authority, under the 
act, “to assemble, correlate, revise, reduce, or increase the estimates of the several 
departments and establishments.” (Sec. 207.) The act requires the head of each 
department and establishment to appoint a budget officer whose duty it is to prepare, 
under his direction, the departmental estimates of appropriations and such supple- 
mental or deficiency estimates as may be required. (Sec. 214.) This official is a 
sort of liaison officer between the department and the Bureau of the Budget. The 
bureau deals directly with them in the routine work of preparing the budget. The 
estimates are prepared and submitted to the bureau in such form, manner, and detail 
as the President prescribes. (Sec. 216.) On or before September 15 of each year 
the head of each department and establishment revises his estimates and submits 
them to the bureau. (Sec. 215.) 

The bureau is authorized, when directed by the President, to make detailed studies 
of the departments and establishments for the purpose of enabling the President to 
determine what changes should be made, in the interest of economy and efficiency, 
in “(1) the existing organization of activities, and methods of business of such depart- 
ments or establishments, (2) the appropriations therefor, (3) the assignment of partic- 
ular activities to particular services, or (4) the regrouping of services.” (Sec. 209.) 
Each department and establishment is required, under regulations by the President, 
to famish to the bureau such information as the bureau may from time to time require. 
Officials of the bureau are given the authority to have access, for the purposes of 
examination, to the books, papers, and records of any department or establishment. 
(Sec. 213.) 

The office of chief coordinator was created by Circular No. 15, Bureau of the Budget, 
July 27, 1921, and the duties of this office were later enlarged by the following Budget 
circulars, Nos, 22, 23, 25, 26, 35, 41, 42, 47, 52, 54, and Executive Order No. 3578, 
dated The White House, November 8, 1921. 

Subject to general supervision by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, the 
chief coordinator handles all questions of coordination arising through the applica- 
tion of the policies of the Ib-esident and of the Congress to the routine business activities 
of the executive branch of the Government. 

COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The Commissioner of Internal Bevenue, under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, has general superintendence of the assessment and collection of all 
internal-revenue taxes ; the enforcement of internal-revenue laws; the enforcement 
of the national prohibition act and the Harrison Narcotic Act; the selection, com- 
pensation, and assignment to duty of all internal-revenue officers and employees, 
and the preparation and distribution of instructions, regulations, forms, blanks, 
stationery, stamps, etc. 

DIRECTOR OF THE MINT. 

The Director of the Mint has general supervision of all the mints and assay offices 
of the United States. He prescribes the rules, to be approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for the transaction of business at the mints and assay offices, receives daily 
reports of their operations, directs the coinage to be executed, reviews the accounts, 
authorizes all expenditures, superintends the annual settlements of the several insti- 
tutions, and makes special examinations of them when deemed necessary. All 
appointments, removals, and transfers in the mints and assay offices are subj'ect to 
his approval. 

Tests of the weight and fineness of coins struck at the mints are made in the assay 
laboratory under his charge. He publishes quarterly an estimate of the value of 
the standard coins of foreign countries for custom house and other public purposes. 
An annual report is prepared by the director, giving the operations of the mint service 
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for the fiscal year, ^printed in the Finance Report of the Secretary of the Treasury', 
and giinng the statistics of the production of the precious metals in the IJnited States 
and the YTorld for the calendar year. 

THE FEDEEA.L FAHM LOAK BOARD. 

The Federal Farm Loan Board is charged with, the administration of the Federal 
faim loan act and that portion of the agricultural credits act of March 4, 1923, pro- 
\iding for the establishment and operation of the Federal intei mediate credit banks 
It established the twelve Federal land banks and the twelve Federal intc-miediate 
credit banks, fixed their respective districts, conducted elections for their directors so 
chosen, and appointed others as by law pwided, supervises the operations of these 
banks, appoints their registrars and appraisers, and has power to giant charters to 
national farm loan associations and joint stock land banks, which are likewi.se subject 
to its Bupeiwision. It is the duty of the board to piepaie amortization tables and to 
disseminate by its publications and through the press articles setting forth to borrower 
and investor the advantages of the laws estal dishing these "^ianks It may authorize 
Federal land banks to appoint agents for making loans to farmers in localities which 
fail to organize national farm loan associations, and has power to fix ie\'ise and alter 
rates of interest charged by Federal land and intermediate credit banks; to grant or 
refuse to Federal land banks or joint stock land banks authority to make any bond 
issue; to grant or refuse to Federal inteimediate credit banks to make any debenture 
issue ; to control charges made against borrowers for expenses incident to obtainiiig 
loans; and to exercise such incidental powers as are necessary or reqmsite to fulfill its 
duties and carry out the purpose of the Federal farm loan act and the agricultural 
credits act. 

BEGIS-TER OF THE TREASITRY. 

The Register of the Treasury receives, examines, records, and files all paid and can- 
celed secuiities representing" the inteiest and piincipal of the public debt of the 
IJnited Slates, and keeps records of the outstanding^ principal of such indebtedness. 
He examines and approves for credit in the public debt account the Treasurer’s 
monthly report of paid interest coupons, redeemed and purchased securities, and cer- 
tifies to and transmits such accounts to the Comptroller Geneial of the United States. 

BUREAU OP PNGRAVUTG AlTD PRINTING. 

The Bureau of Engra\’ing and Printing designs, engiaves, and prints for the Govern- 
ment all United States bonds, certificates of indebtedness, Treasury notes, United 
States currency, national bank cm’rency, Federal reserve notes, Federal Farm Loan 
and Joint Stock Land Bank bonds; revenue, customs, and postage stamps; disbursing 
officer’s, pension, retirement, and interest checks; liquor pernnts, passports, drafts, 
warrants, transportation requests; certificates, commissions, and licenses for vaiioiis 
purposes; and many other classes of engraved work for governmental use. It also 
designs, engraves, and prints, bonds, currency, revenue, and postage stamps as author- 
ized by the Bureau of Insular Affairs for the insular possessions of the Government. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUREAUS, 

PUBLIC BCEALTH SERVICE. 

The bureau of the Public Health Service at Washington comprises seven divisions, 
and the chief clerk’s office, the operations of which are coordinated and are under 
the immediate supervision of the Surgeon General. 

The Bi^dsion of Scientific Research conducts the scientific investigations of the 
service. Intensive studies of diseases of man, including anthrax, botulism, influenza, 
malaria, pellagra, plague, pneumonia, tuberculosis, and typhoid fever; of child, 
school, mental, and industrial hygiene; of public health administration; of mor- 
bidity; of milk; and of stream pollution and sewage are carried on from special 
headquarters in the field in cooperation with State and local health authorities. 
Technical and purely laboratory studies are conducted at the Hygienic laboratory 
in Washington, at special field laboratories, and at the leprosy investigation station 
in Hawaii, the latter being carried on in connection with the medical treatment 
of lepers. Information thus obtained is disseminated through publications, corre- 
spondence, lectures, and conferences with h^Ith authorities concerning the results 
of field studies in their jurisdictions. Through the division the department enforces 
the act of July 1, 1902, to regulate the sale of viruses, serums,, toxins, and analogous 
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prodxicts, inckidiug arsplienamine Tlie division is in charge of control measures of 
trachoma, through the establishment of hospitals and clinics, in the Appalachian 
^Mountain district and other points where the disease is prevalent. The Surgeon 
General is requned by law to call an annual conference of State and Territorial health 
authorities, and special confeiences may also be called at any time. For advice in 
respect to scientific investigations he may convene the advisory board of the Hygienic 
Laboratory. 

Through the Division of Foreign and Insular Quarantine and Immigration the 
Surgeon General enforces the national quarantine laws and prepaies regulations 
relating thereto and is vested with the administration of the national quarantine 
stations. In accordance with a specific act of Congress, officers of the United States 
Public Health Service conduct the medical examination of all aliens entering the 
United States and its insular possessions. There are a total of 99 quarantine stations 
m the United States and its insular possessions, and arriving aliens are given medical 
inspection at 85 ports (exclusive of insular possessions). For the purpose of en- 
forcing the provisions of the United States Quarantine Begulations applicable to 
vessels depaiting from foreign ports to the United States, 38 medical officem of the 
Public Health Service are assigned to 36 American consulates in older to j)revent 
the transmission of contagious or infectious diseases into the United States. 

The Division of Domestic Quarantine carries out measures to suppress epidemics, 
such as plague and typhus fever, and measures to prevent the spread of epidemic 
diseases in the United States. The latter includes — 

1. Enforcement of the Intel state Quarantine Regulations of the United States. 

2. Development of State departments of health, especially divisions of communi- 
cable diseases and sanitary engineering 

3. Control over water supplies used for drinking and culinary purxioses on railroads, 
vessels, and other interstate carriers. 

4. Sanitation of the National Parks in cooperation with the National Park Service. 

5. Rural sanitation and measures against trachoma. 

The Division of Sanitary Reports and Statistics collects and publishes information 
regarding the prevalence and geographic distribution of diseases dangerous to the 
public health in the United States and foreign countries. Court decisions, laws, 
regulations, and ordinances pertaining to the public health are compiled, digested, 
and published. Its publications contain articles on subjects relating to the iiublic 
health. The diffision issues the Public Health Repoits (weekly) and supplements 
to, and reprints from the Public Health Puejiorts. The section on Public Health 
Education cooperates with State, local, and volunteer health agencies to extend 
health educational service throughout the United States, This involves the prepara- 
tion and distribution of bulletins, stereopticon slides,^ moving pictures, exhibits, 
posters, placards, and charts on subjects relating to public health. 

Through the Division of Marine Hospitals and Relief, hos^iital care and treatment 
is provided for beneficiaries at 25 marine hospitals. Medical exammation and hos- 
pital and outpatient treatment is provided at 119 other relief stations of the service. 
The beneficiaries include seamen and officers of registered, enrolled, or licenvsed mer- 
chant vessels of the United States and of the Coast Guaid and Lighthouse Service; 
keepers and assistant keepers of lighthouses and keepers and surfmen of the United 
States Coast Guaid; seamen employed on United States Army transports and other 
vessels belonging to the United States Army, ‘when not enlisted men, including vessels 
of the Engineer Corps of the Army; civil employees injured while in the performance 
of their duty; lepeis in accordance with public act No. 299, Sixty-sixth Congress; 
seamen employed on vessels of the Mississippi River Commission ; officers and crews 
of vessels of the Bureau of Fisheries and the Coast and Geodetic Survey, patients 
for special studies and investigation; and disabled veterans of the^ World War who 
are patients of the LTiuted States Veterans’ Bureau. Physical examinations are made 
of employees of and axiplicants to the United States Coast Guard to detect color blind- 
ness in masters, mates, and pilots; patients of the United States Veterans’ Bm^eau; 
claimants under the United States Employees Compensation Commission; and appli- 
cants for and employees occupying positions in the classified civil service. The medi- 
cal evidence of disability in claims for benefits against the United States Coast Guard 
is also reviewed. Free medical advice for ships at sea is also furnished for trans- 
mission by radio, and courses of instruction in the principles of first aid for the benefit 
of applicants applying to the Steamboat Inspection Service, Department of Commerce, 
for original license as master, mate, pilot, or engineer are being inaugurated. 

Under the supervision of the Surgeon General, the Division of Personnel and 
Accounts transacts all bureau matters relating to the appointment, promotion, transfer, 
resignation, or other change in status of service personnel, convenes boards for the

examination or discipline of medical officers, and maintains all perse nnel records. 
Throngli the Section of Finance and Accounts of this di\'ision all a]»prot>riatioriS for 
the service are allotted, all vouchers covering expenditures examined, and ah expendi- 
Tuies recorded. 

The Division of Venereal Diseases was created by act of Confess in July. lOlS, 

« 1 ? to stndy and investigate the cause, treatment, and prevention of veneieal dis- 
eases; (2 I to cooperate with State boards or departments of health for the prevention 
and contiol of such diseases within the States and (oy to control and prevcnit the 
spread of these diseases in inter-^tate traffic."’ ^The dimsion is orsranized to carry out 
the duties assigned to it by the act. Cooperative venereal disease clinics have*heen 
established in"" appioxima'toly 475 locations. At these clinics venereally infected 
persons ai*e receiving modein scientific treatment and are controlled by laboratory 
methods. State boards of health are being cooperated ’^vith by the sei-^dce in 4S 
States which have qualified to receive their shaie of allotments under the act of Febru- 
HTX 17 1922, A compi ehensive nation-wide campaign for securing the necessary 
educational publicity regarding the seriousness of venereal diseases is being carried 
on, Hundieds of various agencies aie cooperating with the Public Health Seivnce 
in the extension of this work. Interstate c^narantine regulations to prevent the 
spread of these diseases in intei state traffic have been promulgated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

The generaf inspection 3ei\’ice carries out all special investigations and makes 
inspections of all activities of the service. 

The chief clerk has charge of the following: tl) Appointments, promotions, and 
discipline of the clerical personnel of the bureau. 12^ Time records and leaves of 
absence. iS) Office quarters occupied by the bureau in Washington, and equip- 
ment therein. (4^ Furnishing supplies of stationert^ and blanks to the bureau and 
field stations. The official files of the bureau and the leceipt and dispatch of 

mail. I G The bureau libraiw. (7 ^ Procuring of printing through the Government 
Printing Office and ‘^upe^^'i&ion of the appropriation therefor. "& Improvement of 
office m^ethods. 

COA-^T GVAF.D 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard is charged by law with the administra- 
tion of the Coast Guard, under the direction of the Secretary^ of the Treasury’ in 
tim e of peace and under the direction of the Secretarv of the Navy in time of War. 
Headquarters are located at present in the Darby Building, Fourteenth and E Streets. 
The act of January 28, 1915, pro^nded that the Coast ^C4uard be created in lieu 
of the then existing Revenue Cutter Service and the Life Saving Service, and to be 
composed of those two organizations. It also pioxi-ded that it shall constitute a part 
of the niilitaiy forces of the United States, and shall operate under the Treasury 
Department in time of peace and operate as a part of the Na^w. subiect to the orders 
of the Secretary of the Navy, in time of war or w’hen the Piesident shall so direct. 

In general, the duties of "the Coast Guard may be classified as follows: Rendering 
assistance to vessels in distress and saving life and property; destruction or removal 
of wrecks, derelicts, and other floating dangers to navigation* extending medical aid 
to Aineiican vessels engaged in deep-sea fisheries; protection of the customs revenue; 
operating as a part of the Navy in time of war or wffien the President shall direct; 
enfoi cement of law and regulations governing anchorage of vessels in navugable 
waters; enforcement of law relating to quarantine and neutrality; suppiession^ of 
mutinies on merchant vessels; enforcement of naxugation and other laws governing 
merchant vessels and motor boats; enforcement of law to provide for safetv^ of life on 
navigable waters during regattas and marine parades, protection of game and the seal 
and other fisheries in Alaska, etc.; enforcement of sponge fishing laws. 

To assist the Commandant in conducting the business of his office theie are 
established at headquarters an inspector, havdng cognizance of matters relating to 
the inspection of vessels, stations, boats, and all other property, and the following: 

Diti-sion of operations* Havung cognizance of matteis relating to the operations 
and personnel oi the sertdee. 

Division of materiel: Having cognizance of matteis relating to supplies, outfits, 
equipment, accounts, and the files. 

Office of construction and repair: Having cognizance of matters relating to the 
construction of and repairs to the hulls of vessels and boats, stations, wharves, and 
all other property. , . 

Office of engineer in chief: Having cognizance ot matters relating to the construc- 
tion of and repairs to the motive power of vessels and boats and the machinery of all 
other property. 
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Under tiie direction of tlie Commandant statistics are prepared of casualties to 
vessels of the United States, He is also required to acquaint himself, as far as prac- 
ticable, with all means employed in foreign countries which may seem to affect 
advantageously the inteiests of the Coast Guard, and to cause to be properly investi- 
gated all plans, devices, and inventions for the improvement of life-saving apparatus 
for use at the stations which may appear to be meritorious and available. 

SUPERVISINQ ARCHITECT 

Subject to the direction and approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, the duties 
performed by the Supervising Architect embrace the following Securing cessions 
from States of jurisdiction over sites and the payment for the same, preparation of 
drawings, estimates, specifications, etc , for, and the supeiintendence of the work of, 
constructing, rebuilding, extending, or repairing public buildings, the care, main- 
tenance, and repair of public buildings, the direction of the operating force in public 
buildings, and the supply of furniture, carpets, lighting fixtures, mechanical equip- 
ment, safes, and miscellaneous supplies for use of custodians’ and engineers’ forces in 
the care of public buildings 

BUREAU OF SUPPLY 

The Bureau of Supply has charge of all of the functions in connection with the 
purchase of equipment and supplies formerly carried on by offices, divisions, serv- 
ices, and bureaus in the Treasury Department in Washington and in the field, except 
those of the Bureau of the Mint, Coast Guard, and Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. The bureau fuither has control over the storage and distribution of stocks of 
stationery, etc , belonging to the department Accounting for the funds allotted to 
the bureau for the purchase of supplies, together with the approval for the payment 
of vouchers, is also a function of this bureau The bureau exercises supervision over 
the activities of the General Supply Committee. 

GENERAL SUPPLY COMMITTEE. 

The General Supply Committee was created by the act of June 17, 1910 (36 Stat. 
531), m lieu of the Board of Awards provided for m section 3709 of the Bevised 
Statutes as amended, and is composed of officers, one from each of the executive 
departments, designated by the head thereof. The Superintendent of Supplies, who 
is appomted by the Secretary of the Treasury, is ex officio secretary of the General 
Supply Committee, and he conducts all correspondence, supervises the preparation 
of all contracts, and performs such other duties as the Secretary of theTreasuiy may 
direct. It is the duty of the General Supply Committee to make an annual schedule 
of required miscellaneous supplies for the use of each of the executive departments 
and other Government establishments in Washington, to standardize such supplies 
eliminating all unnecessary grades and varieties, and to solicit bids based upon 
formulas and specifications drawn up by such experts in the service of the Govern- 
ment as the committee may see fit to call upon, who shall render whatever ^sistance 
they may lequire, provided that the articles intended to he purchased in this manner 
shall be those in common use by or suitable to the ordinary needs of two or more such 
departments or establishments . Every purchase or drawing of such supplies from the 
contractor is immediately reported to said committee. No disbursing officer may be 
a member of the committee. ^ 

By the Executive order of December 3, 1918, and Treasury Department Regula- 
tions, dated December 10, 1918, the General Supply Goi^ittee has direct charge 
of the transfer and sale of surplus office material, supplys, and equipment in the 
hands of the executive departments and other establishments of the Government in 
the District of Columbia, and is required to keep a record of all material received 
and disposed of by it. 

The Executive order of August 27, 1919, carrying into effect the provisions of the 
act of July 11, 1919, designates the General Supply Committee as the central agency 
to maintain records of all material, supplies, and equipment available throughout 
the United States because of the cessation of war activities. To the committee are 
directed all inquiries from the various governmental establishments regarding the 
availability of such surplus supplies and equipment.

DEPARTMENT OF WAR, 


SEGBETABT OF 'WAB. 

The Secietary of War is head of the War Depaitment, and performs such duties as 
are required of him by law or may be enjoined upon him by the President concerning 
the niilitaiy service. 

He IS charged by law with the super\T.sion of all estimates of appropriations for the 
expenses of the department, including the ]SIilitary Establishment, of all purchases 
of Army supplies; of all expenditmes for the support, transportation, and maintenance 
of the Army, and of such expenditures of a citdl nature as*may be placed by Congress 
under his direction. 

He also has supervision of the United States ^Military Academy at West Point and 
of military education in the Army, of the various battle-field commissions, and of the 
publication of the Official E-ecords of the War of the Rebellion. 

He has charge of all matters relating to national defense and seacoast fortifications, 
Army ordnance, river and harbor improvements, the prevention of obstruction to 
namgation, and the establishment of harbor lines; and all plans and locations of 
bridges authorized by Congress to be constructed over the navigable waters of the 
United States require his approval. He also has charge of the establishment or aban- 
donment of military posts; of ail matters relating to leases, revocable licenses, and 
all other privileges upon lands under the control of the War Department; and with 
the operation of certain transportation facilities on the inland, canal, and coastwise 
waterways, and the construction of terminal facilities for the interchange of traffic 
between those transportation facilities and other carriers. 

ASSISTANT SECBETABY OF WAR. 

The Assistant Secretary is charged with supermsing and acting upon the procure- 
ment and manufacture of supplies and the purchase and lease of real estate, includ- 
ing licenses for temporary use of land under War Department control; approval of 
expenditures from funds allotted* the approval of purchase vouchers; requests on 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue warrants to disbursing officers; plans for the 
mobilization of materials and industry for war; claims against the War Department; 
the sale of surplus supplies, equipment, plants, land, or other facilities; approval 
of inventory and inspection reports; approval of routine expenditures from the appro- 
priation “Contingencies of the Army”, approval of expenditures for militay posts; 
authorizing of advertising; use of patent rights by the War Department and Army; 
matters relating to military parks; matters relatiiig to national cemeteries; matters 
relating to river and harbor works, and the activities relating to the National Associa- 
tion for the Promotion of Rifle Practice; and civilian marksmanship. 

ASSISTANT ANB CHIEF OEERE:. 

The Assistant and Chief Clerk of the War Department is the head of the Office of 
the Secretary of War, and as such has charge of the records and files, and supervision 
of the receipt, distribution, and transmission of the official mail and correspondence 
of that office. By law he is authorized to sign such official papers and documents as 
the Secretary of War may direct. He is charged with supervising and acting upon 
appointments, promotions, transfers, and separations in the ci-vdl service and other 
matters affecting civilian employees in and under the War Department in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere; printing and binding and newspaper advertising for the War 
Department and the Army; expenditures from War Department appropriations for 
contingent expenses, stationery, and postage; the War Department telephone service, 
and the War Department post office; allotment of office space assigned for the use of 
the War Department in the District of Columbia; and performs such other duties 
as may be required by the Secretary of War. 

WAR DEPARTMENT GENERAL STAFF. 

The War Department General Staff is organized under the provisions of the act 
approved June 4, 1920. 

The Chief of Staff is the immediate adviser of the Secretary of War on all matters 
relating to the Military Establishment and is charged by the Secretary of War with 
the planning, development, and execution of the Army program. He causes the War 
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Department General Staff to prepare the necessary plans for recmiting, mobilizing, 
organizing, supplying, equipping, and training the Army for use in the national de- 
fense and for demobilization. As the agent and in the name of the Secretary of War, 
he issues such orders as "will insure that the plans of the War Department are har- 
moniously executed by all branches and agencies of the Military Establishment and 
that the Army program is carried out si>eedily and efficiently. 

The War Department General Staff is charged^ with the preparation of plans as 
outlined above, including those for the mobilization of the manhood of the ISI'ation 
in an emergency. It investigates and reports upon questions affecting the efficiency 
of all branches of the Army and their state of preparation for military operations 
Assisted by an appropriate number of reserve officers (as prescribed in sec. 5, act 
of June 4, 1920), it formulates all policies and regulations affecting the organization, 
distribution, and training of the National Guard and the Organized Reserves, and 
all pohcies and regulations affecting the appointment, assignment, promotion, and 
discharge of reserve officers. It performs such other military duties not otherwise 
assigned by law as may be from time to time prescribed by the President, and 
renders professional aid and assistance to the Secretary of War and the^ Chief of Staff. 

The Deputy Chief of Staff assists the Chief of Staff and acts for him in his absence. 
He reports directly to the Secretary of War in all matters nob involving the establish- 
ment of important policies. In addition to his other duties, he is chaiged with super- 
vision over the activities of all the divisions of the War Department General Staff. 

The War Department Geneial Staff includes the following divisions, each division 
being under the immediate control of an Assistant Chief of Staff: Personnel Division 
(First Division); Military Intelligence Division (Second Division); Operations and 
Training Division (Third Division); Supply Division (Fourth Division); War Plans 
Division. For the ffist four divisions, the abbreviations G-1, G-2, G-3, G-4, respec- 
tively, are prescribed. The prescribed abbreviation for the War Plans Division is 
W. P. D The chiefs of the several divisions of the War Department General Staff 
will be designated as Assistant Chiefs of Staff; the prescribed abbreviation A. C. of 
S. is followed by the prescribed abbreviation of the division. 

The Personnel Division is charged, in general, with those duties of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff which relate to the personnel of the Army as individuals. It is 
specifically charged with the preparation of plans and policies and the supervision 
of activities concerning the procurement, classification, assignment, piomotion, 
transfer, retirement, and discharge, in peace and war, of all personnel or the Army 
of the United States, including the Regular Army, the National Guard, the Organized 
Reserves, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Enlisted Reserve Corps, and the Citizens 
Military Training Camps, measures for conserving man power; replacements of per- 
sonnel, Army regulations, uniform regulations, and such general regulations as espe- 
cially concern individuals or matters of routine not specifically assmned to other 
sections, decorations, religious, recreational, and morale work; the Red Cross and simi- 
lar agencies, with the exception of such part or parts of said agencies as may he wholly 
devoted to hospital and medical relief work; enemy aliens, prisoners of war, and con- 
scientious objectors, including their security. 

The Military Intelligence Division is charged, in general, with those duties of the 
War Department General Staff which relate to the collection, evaluation, and dis- 
semination of military information. It is specifically charged with the preparation 
of plana and policies and the supervision of all activities concerning: Military topo- 
graphical surveys and maps, including their reproduction and distribution; the 
custody of the General Staff map and photogra^oh collection; military attaches, ob- 
servers, and foreign-language students; intelligence personnel of all units, liaison 
■with other intelligence agencies of the Government and with duly accredited foreign 
military attach<^s and missions; codes and ciphers; translations, relations with the 
press, censorship in time of war. 

The Operations and Training Division is charged, in general, -with those duties of 
the War Department General Staff which relate to the organization, training, and 
operation of the military forces not expressly assigned to the War Plans Diwsion. It 
is specifically charged with the preparation of plans and policies and the supervision 
of activities concerning Organization, including Tables of Organization, for all 
branches of the Army of the United States; assignments of units to higher organizations; 
BO much of Tables of Eg^uipment as relate to the allotment of major items of equip- 
paent to units and the distribution of such items within units; distribution and train- 
ing, including educational and vocational training of the Army of the United States, 
the National Guard, and Organized Reserves; location of units of the Regular Army 
and Organized Reserves; all drill and service regulations, field service regulations, 
and General Staff manuals, speijial service schools and general service schools, in- 
cluding the Army War College, and the Command and General Staff School; military 
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traimng in civilian institutions and in civilian tiaiiiing camps, priorities in assigning 
leplacements and equipment and important priorities affecting mobilization, move- 
ment of troops’ military" police 

The Snpplv Division is charged in general with those duties of the War Depaii- 
ment General Staff which relate to the supply of the Army and with the preparation 
of basic supply plans. It is specificallv charged t^ath the preparation of plans and 
policies and the supervision of acti\'ities concerning’ Distribution storage, and 
issue of supplies; transportation by land and water iiicludmg ports of embaihation 
and their necessaiy aiixiliaiies, traffic contiol; tables of equipment the quantities 
and types of military supplies required for the use of the Army and essential to the 
military program; inventions, leasing of War Department facilities and issuing of 
revocable licenses; hospitalization and evacuation of men and animals, including 
such agencies or parts of agencies as may be wholly devoted to hospital and medical 
relief work; distribution and movement of supply, technical, and labor tioops not 
employed as combat units , property responsibility and accountability, the deteinii- 
nation and statement of plans and policies govei*mng the piepaiation of estimates 
for funds for nulilary purposes and priorities peiaaining thereto and. 'when necessar\" 
wdth -the restatement of such priorities to govern the expenditure of all funds appro- 
priated, the foimulation of policies and projects governing the procurement of real 
estate in connection with the training, shelter, and housing of troops, and with the 
storage distribution, and issue of supplies, policies relative to the procurement, 
construction, repair, maintenance, and disposition of buildings and all utilities con- 
nected therewith. 

The War Plans Di\ision is charged, in general, with those duties of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff which relate to the formulation of plans foi the use in the theater 
of tvar of the militaiw forces, separately or in conj'unction with the naval foices, in 
the national defense- It is speciticallv charged with the pieparation of plans and 
policies and the supeiwision of acti\iiies concerning; Location and armament of coast 
and land foitifications; estimate of foices reqmied^and times at which they may be 
needed under various possible conditions necessitating the use of troops in the" na- 
tional defense; the initial strategical deployment; actual opeiations in the theatei of 
war; consultation with G-3 and G— 1 on major items of equipment; peace maneu- 
vers, terrain exercises, and staff rides involving units higher than a diti-sion; and 
joint Army and Navy exercises. The War Plans Di^dsion is so organized as to en- 
able it, in*tlie event of mobilization, to furnish the nucleus of the General Staff per- 
sonnel for each of the General Staff Di\dsions required at the General Headquarters 
in the Field 

OiFICE OF THE CHIEF OF CAVALBY 

The Chief of Cavaby is tinder the supermsion of the Chief of Staff in all matters 
relating to his arm, and furnishes the Chief of Staff with information and advice 
on all questions affecting the Cavalry. He exercises direct supervision and control 
of Fort" Riley, Kans., includmg the"Cavaliw’ School, the Cavaliy Board, and certain 
troops and installations theieat designated by the Secretaiy of Wai. He formulates 
and develops the tactical doctrine of his arm in accordance with the WAr Department 
doctrine- ^ By means of the agen cies at his disposition he prepares the necessar\^ man- 
uals, training literature, and training memoranda relating to the employment, instruc- 
tion, and training of his arm and to the care and use of materiel and equipment. He 
cooperates with the chiefs of supply serAuces in developing the armameni and equip- 
ment of his arm and submits to the Chief of Staff such recommendation as to the 
armament and equipment as may be necessary-. He submits to the Chief of Staff 
recommendations as to the organization of units of his arm, and such recommenda- 
tions as to the training and instruction of units of his arm, including units of his arm 
of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, as he may consider advisable. He confers 
with the rppropriate agencies of the War Department in all matters connected wT-tli 
the orga.iiizalion, training and instruction, equipment, and general administration and 
efficiency of the personnel and the organizations of his arm in the Organized Reserves 
and the National Guard. He cooperates wdth the personnel bureau 'of The Adjutant 
General’s Office and lecommends officers of his arm to be detailed as students at 
service schools, at technical, professional, and other educational Institutions, and for 
similar ditties, and makes recommendations for the appointment, assignment, 
Transfer, examination, and retirement in all cases of officers and warrant officers and, 
in cases not covered by regulations, of noncommissioned officers and other enlisted 
men of Ms arm. He or his represen tat Wes visit such places as may be necessary in 
coT'nection with the efficiency of his arm. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF OF WmXJD ABTILLERY . 

The Chief of Field Artillery is under the supervision of the Chief of Staff in all 
matteis relating to his arm. He furnishes the Chief of Staff information and advice 
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on all questions affecting Ms particular arm. He exercises direct supervision and 
control of the special service schools and the special boards of his arm. He formulates 
and develops the tactical doctrine of his arm in accordance -with the War Department 
doctrine which requires that the Army be trained for offensive combat He prepares 
the necessary manuals, training literature, and training memoranda relating to the 
employment, instruction, and training of his arm, and to the care and use of material 
and equipment which, after being submitted to the Chief of Staff and approved by 
the Secretary of War, are distributed by The Adjutant General of the Army to the 
service for its information and guidance He cooperates with the chiefs of supply 
services in developing the armament and equipment of his arm. He submits to the 
Chief of Staff such recommendations as to armament and equipment as are necessary; 
recommendations as to the organization of units of his arm , lecommendations as to the 
training and instruction of units of his arm, including units of his arm of the Officers’ 
Training Corps, as he may consider advisable. He confers with the appropriate 
agencies of the War Department in all matters connected with the organization, 
tiaining and instruction, ecjuipment, and general administration and efficiency of 
the peisonnel and organizations of his arm in the Organized Reserves and National 
Guard He cooperates with the personnel bureau of The Adjutant General’s Office, 
and recommends officers of his arm to be detailed as students at service schools, 
at technical, professional, and other educational institutions, and for other similar 
duties, and makes recommendations for the appointment, assignment, transfer, exam- 
ination, and retirement in all cases of officers and warrant officers and, in cases not 
covered by regulations, of noncommissioned officers and other enlisted men of his arm. 

OFFICE OP THE CHIEP OF COAST ARTILLERY. 

The Chief of Coast Artillery is charged with the dut^r of keeping the Chief of Staff 
advised and informed m respect to all questions affecting the Coast Artillery Corps. 
He exercises direct supervision and control over the Coast Artillery School, Coast Ar- 
tillery Board, and the torpedo depot. United States Army, Fort Totten, N. Y. He 
formulates and develops the tactical doctrine of Coast Artillery in accordance with 
the War Department doctrine He prepares the necessary manuals training litera- 
ture, and training memoranda relating to the employment, instruction, and traimng 
of Coast Artillery, and to the care and use of material and equipment. He cooperates 
with the chiefs of supply services in developing the armament and equipment of 
Coast Artillery. He submits to the CMef of Staff recommendations as to the organiza- 
tion and assignment of units of Coast Artillery, including those of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves He confers with the proper agencies of the War 
Department in all matters connected with the organization, training, equip- 
ment, instruction, and general administration and efficiency of the personnel 
and organizations of the Coast Artillery, including similar units of the National Guard, 
Organized Reserves, and Coast Artillery units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
He cooperates with the personnel bureau of The Adjutant General’s Office and recom- 
mends officers of the Coast Artillery to be detailed as students at service schools, at 
technicaj, professional, and other educational institutions, and for other similar duties, 
and makes recommendations for the appointment, assignment, transfer, examina- 
tion, and retirement in all cases of officers, warrant officers, and noncommissioned 
staff officers and, in cases not covered by regulations, of other noncommissioned 
officers and other enlisted men of the Coast Artillery Corps He classifies the regular 
and reserve commissioned personnel of his arm in accordance wfith methods prescribed 
by the Secretary of War Under direction of the Secretary of War, he has immediate 
charge of the purchase, manufacture, maintenance, and test of submarine mine 
materiel and of its distribution to the Coast Artillery Corps He submits to the Chief 
of Staff recommendations as to the character, number, and methods of mounting 
armament deemed necessary in any harbor-defense project 

The Coast Artillery Corps mil furnish the artillery for all fixed and movable elements 
of land and coast fortifications, all submarine mines, all railway artillery, all anti- 
aircraft artillery, and all trench mortar artillery for use with fixed defenses and with 
armies in the field. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF OF INFANTRY 

The Chief of Infantry is changed with the duty of keeping the CMef of Staffi advised 
and informed on all questions affecting the Infantry. He exercises direct supervision 
and control over the special service schools and the special boards of his arm. He 
formulates and develops the tactical doctrine of the Infantry in accordance with the 
War Department doctrine and prepares the necessary manuals, training literature, 
and training memoranda relating to the employment, instruction, and training of 
his arm and of the care and use or material and equipment. He cooperates with the 
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cMefs of supply services in developing the armament and equipment of the Infantry 
and submits to the Chief of Staff such recommendations as to armament and equip- 
ment as may be necessary. He submits to the Chief of Staff recommendations as to 
the oiganization of Infantry units and also as to their training and instruction, includ- 
ing units of the Infantry Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. He confers with the 
appropriate agencies of the War Department in all matters connected with the organ- 
ization, training and instruction, equipment, and general administration and effi- 
ciency of the personnel and organizations of his arm in the Organized Resen^es and 
is ational Guard. He cooperates with the personnel bureau of The Adjutant General’s 
Office and lecommends officeis to he detailed as students at seiuuce schools, _ at 
technical, professional, and other educational institutions, and for other similar 
duties, and makes leconimendations for the appointment, assignment, transfer, 
examination, and retirement in all cases of officers, warrant officers, and, in cases 
not covered by regulations, of noncommissioned officers and other enlisted men of 
the Infantry. He or his representatives wait such places as may be necessary in 
connection with the efficiency of his arm 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS 

The Chief of Chaplains coordinates and 8uper\’ises the work of chaplains and develops 
plans for the moral and spiritual betterment of the Army. He exercises direct 
superffision over the Chaplains’ School and such projects for the instruction of chaplains 
as may be considered necessary to secure a properly trained personnel. He investi- 
gates the qualifications of all candidates for appointments as chaplains. 

MiniTARV BUREAUS. 

The chiefs of the military ]>ureaiis of the War Department* aie, with the exception 
of the Chief of the Militia bureau, officers of the Regular Array of the United States 
and a part of the JMiiitaiy^ Esta]>lishment. The Chief of the Militia Bureau is appointed 
by selection from lists of present and former National Guard oificers who hold com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

The Adjutant General is charged with the duty of recording, authenticating, and 
communicating to troops and indi^i.duals in the military ser^dce all orders, instruc- 
tions, and regulations issued l^y the Secretary of War through the Chief of Stafi, or 
otherwise; of preparmg and distributii^ commissions; of compiling and issuing the 
Army Register and the Army List and Directory; of consolidating the general returns 
of the Aumy ; of arranging and preser\'ing the reports of officers of the Army detailed 
to visit encampments of miiitia; of compiling and maintaining a list showing the 
names of officers of the Army on detached seryice; of managing the recruiting serffice; 
of handling matters pertaining to the'“education and recreation of the soldier; and of 
conducting correspondence concerning the military serffice generally, including such 
as pertains to mihtary training camps, rifie practice, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and the Enlisted Re^rve Corps. He is vested by 
law with the government and control, under the direction of the Secretary of War, of 
the United States Disciplinary Barracks and its branches and of all offenders sent 
thereto for confinement and detention; and is charged with the duty of issuing and 
recording orders from the War Department remitting or mitigating sentences of 
general prisoners or honorably restormg them to duty. The Adjutant General is 
also vested by law with the charge, under the Secretary of War, “ of the military and 
hospital records of the volunteer armies and the pension and other business of the 
War Department connected therewith”; of pubiisEiing War Department regulation, 
manuals, and miscellaneous documents pertaining to the military serffice and dia- 
tributmg those publications to the Army; and of obtaining, compiling, and keeping con- 
tinually up to dale all available information as to the names, ages, addresses, occupa- 
tions, and quahfications for appointment as co m missioned oflicers of the Army, in 
time of war or other emergency, of men of suitable ages who, by reason of having 
receiv’^ed military training in civulian educational institutions or elsewhere, may be 
regarded as qualified and available for appointment as such commissioned officeiB. 
He also has charge of the records of the permanent Military Establishment and of all 
War Department business pertaining thereto, including the consideration of applica- 
tions for the congressional medal ot honor, the distinguished-service cr<^, and the 
distinguished-service medal; for the benefits of the act of Congress approved April 
27, 1916, establishing the Army and Navy medal-of-honor roll; for certificates of 
military serv^ice, and certificates authorizing the purchase of servdce medals; and for 
removal of charges of desertion and the issue of discharge certificates to such soldiers 
fiLnally charged with de^rtion as are entitled to relief under the terms of existing law. 
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The aiciii\ es of The Adjutant General’s Office include all military recoi ds of the Revo- 
lutionary War in the possession of the General Government; the records of all organi- 
zations, officers, and enlisted men that have been in the military service of the 
United States since the Revolutionary War, including those pertaining to the volun- 
teer and drafted forces and the National Guard while in the active service of the 
United States, the records of the movements and operations of troops; the medical 
and hospital records of the Armv; reports of physical examination c^ recruits and 
identillcation records, the records of the Provost Marshal General s Bureau of the 
Civil War period; the lecords of the Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, and Aban- 
doned T.ands a considerable collection of the Confedeiate records, including those 
pertaining to the legislative, executive, and judicial branches of the Confederate 
Government, and the records kept by draft boards and State headquarters while 
operating under the prolusions of the selective-service law approved May 18, 1917. 

The Personnel Bureau of The Adjutant General’s Office is charged by law, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War, with the operating 
functions of procurement, assignment, promotion, transfer, retirement, and discharge 
of all officers and enlisted men of the Army, with the proviso that territorial con^ 
manders and the cluefs of the several branches of the Army shall be charged with 
such of the above-described duties within their respective jurisdictions as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War. -r- i ^ Ar-i u. 

The Inspector Geneial, with his assistants, inspects the united States Military 
Academy, the service schools, garrisoned posts and commands, camps of maneuver 
and instruction, staff officers at corps area, department, and diffision headquarters; 
general hospitals, armories and arsenals, quartermaster, ordnance, medical, torpedo, 
signal, and engineer depots, recruit depots and recruiting stations; the disciplinary 
barracks and its branches; and miiitaiy prisoners in United States penitentiary, 
Beav eii worth, Ivans ; ungarrisoned posts; national cemeteries; United States Army 
transports, cable boats, .mine planters, and harbor boats, unserviceable property; 
money accounts of all disbursing officers of the Army; Soldiers’ Home, District of 
Oohimbia, and the headquarters and 10 branches of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers, the National Guard as required by ihe act of June 3, 1916; the 
several national military parks; also makes such special investigations and such 
annual inspections of troops as may he ordered, and conducts the survey of business 
methods and War Department activities. , 

The Judge Advocate General is the official legal adviser of the Secretary ot War, 
the Chief of Staff, the War Department and its bureaus, and the entire IMilitary 
Establishment He advises concerning the legal correctness of military administra- 
tion, including disciplinary action, matters affecting the rights and mutual relation- 
ship of the personnel of the Army, and the financial contractual, and other business 
affairs of the War Department and the Army The functions of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department include not only those of the Judge Advocate General and of 
his office in Washington but also those of judge advocates seivmg as staff ofticers at 
the headquarters of army, corps area, department, corjis, division, and separate 
brigade commanders, and at the headquarters of othei officers exercising general 
court-martial jurisdiction. 

“The Quartermaster General, under the authority of the Secretary of war, snail be 
charged with the pui chase and procurement for the Army of all supplies of standard 
manufacture and of all supplies cosnmon to two or more branches but not with the 
purcliase or the procurement of special or technical articles to be used or issued ex- 
clusively by other supply departments; with the direction of all work pertaining to 
the construction, maintenance, and repair of buildings, structures, and utilities other 
than fortifications conned cd with the Army, with the storage and issue of supplies, 
with the operation of utilities; with the acquisition of all real estate and the issue of 
licenses in connection with Government reservations, vutli the transportation of 
the Army by land and water, including the transportation of troops and supplies by 
mechanical or animal means, with tlic furnishing of means of transportation of all 
classes and kinds required by the Army, and wuth such other duties not otherwise 
assigned by law as the Secretary of War may prescribe* Frooidcd^ That special and 
technical aitieles used or issued exclusively by other branches of the service may 
be purchased or procured with the approval of the Assistant Secretary of War by the 
branches using or issuing such articles, and the chief of each branch may be charged 
with the storage and issue of property pertaining thereto Provided further. That 
utilities pertaining exclusively to any branch of the Army may be operated by such 
branches.” (Sec. 9, act June 3, 1916, as amended by act June 4, 1920 ) 

Executive office — In charge of administration of Quartermaster General’s Office; 
investigations, preparation of consolidated war plans; preparation of consolidated 
requirements ^compilation of information on raw products and industrial conditions; 
general control over appropriations; in charge of matters relating to legislation, pre- 
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pares final drafts of tables of basic allowances and tables of equipment; supervises 
btaiidardization, including preparation of specifications and drawings for same. 
Supply set vice — Has charge of ail duties pertaining to the procurement, storage, and 
distribution of supplies. Construction service. — Is charged with the construction, 
maintenance, and repair of all buildings, structures, and utilities of the Army ^ other 
than permanent fortifications'). Transportation service. — Is charged with the trans- 
portation of the Army by land and water. Remount sen ice. — Is charged with the 
pm chase of horses and mules required in connection with the operations of the Army 
and control of remount depots and stations. Adniimsirative service. — ^Handles all 
administrative matters of general nature not aligned elsewhere; prepares proposed 
orders, circulars, regulations, bulletins, and similar papers for publication and dis- 
tributes those authorized; compiles and prepares history of Quartermaster Corps, 
and annual report of Quartermaster General’s Office; acts on and handles all requests 
for legal advice and interpretation of laws and reviews contracts; handles all claims, 
and matters pertaining to patents; in charge of the civilian personnel of the Quarter- 
master General’s Ofiice. Personyiel service — Has charge of all matters pertaining to 
commissioned, enlisted, and civilian personnel of the Quartermaster Corps, Ce?n€- 
terial division — Has supervision over all matters pertaining to cemeteries, including 
interments, disinterments, and bringing home of remains of officers, enlisted men, 
and civilian employees who were killed in action or died in possessions of the ITnited 
States or in foreign countries. 

1. The Chief of Finance is charged with the disbursement of all funds of the War 
Department and has responsibility for and authority over such funds, also the exami- 
nation and recording of money accounts, the auditing of property accounts, and ivith 
such other fiscal and accounting duties as may be recpiired by law or assigned to 
him by the Secretary of Wm:. 

2. The Chief of Finance is also Budget officer for the War Department and in this 
capacity is charged with the preparation of estimates for the War Department. 

The Surgeon General is the ad\dser of the War Department upon ail medical and 
sanitary affairs of the Army. He has administrative control of the ^Medical Depart- 
ment; the designation of the stations of the commissioned personnel and civilian 
employees of the Medical Department and the issuance of orders and instructions 
relating to their professional duties; the instruction and control of the enlisted force 
of the Medical Department and of the Army ISTurse Corps. The Army Medical 
Museum, the Army Medical Library, and the "general hospitals are under his direct 
control. 

The Chief of Engineers is charged under the direction of the War Department, -with 
control in technical matters over all of the Corps of Engineers and with the command of 
such portions of the corps as are not placed by the War Department under some terri- 
torial command nor assigned to some tactical unit containing other than Engineer 
troops. The duties of the Corps of Engineers comprise reconnoitering and surveying 
for mihtary purposes, including the laTyfing out of camps; the preparation, reprociuc- 
tion. and ^.istribution of military maps of the Dnited States and its possessions, in- 
cluding cooperation with other Government and private mapping agencies, and in 
field operations of maps of the theater of operations; selection and acquisition of sites, 
and preparation of plans and estimates for mihtary defenses; construction and repair 
ot fortifications and their accessories, including submarine mine systems, inslallation 
and maintenance of searchlights and electric power and lighting systems, installation 
of fire-control systems, and the maintenance pertaining to such latter systems which 
involve structural work; planning and superposing defensii'e or offen^ve worlrs of 
troops in the field , military demolitions; rmfitary mining; military camouflage; mili- 
t^y bridges; water supply of troops in the field; examination of routes of communica- 
tion for supplies and for inilitary movements, and, within a theater of military opera- 
tions, all general construction and road work, including maintenance and repair 
/except telegraph and telephone lines), and the construction, operation, and main- 
tenance of all railways, utilities, ferries, canal boats, or other means of inland water 
Transportation. It collects, arranges, and preserp^es all correspondence, reports, 
memoirs, estimates, plans, drapvings, and models which concern or relate in any way 
to the sep^eral duties abop-^e enumerated. The Corps of Engineers is also charged with 
the dep^elopment, procurement, storage, and issue of certain classes of supplies and 
equipment. 

Givil duties committed to the Chief of Engineers under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War are principally as follows: The execution of work ordered by Congress 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors, and other navigable waters of the United 
States, including examinations and surveys; administration and enforcement of laws 
for the protection and preservation of such waters, the establishment of harbor lines, 
establishment of anchorage grounds, of regulations for the use, administration, and 
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navigation of sucli waters, regulations for the operation of drawbridges; removal of 
•wrecks and other obstructions to navigation; approval of plans of bridges and dams; 
issuance of permits for structures, or for dredging, dumping, or other work in navigable 
waters; investigation and supervision, in cooperation with the Federal Water Power 
Commission, of power projects affecting navigable waters of the United States; super- 
•vision of operations affecting the scenic grandeur of Niagara Falls; surveying and 
charting the Great Lakes; improvement and care of public buildings and grounds in 
the District of Columbia, including among others, the Executive Mansion, Potomac 
Park, and Pock Creek Park; care and maintenance of the Washington Monument 
and the Lincoln Memorial; reclamation and development of Anacostia Piver and 
Flats, D. C., maintenance and repair of the Washington Aqueduct; increasing the 
water supply of Washington, D. C ; the construction of monuments and memorials; 
and with general supervision of the work of the Board of Poad Commissioners for 
Alaska. 

The Chief of Ordnance is in command of the Ordnance Department, whose duties are* 
to design, procure, store, supply, and maintain the ordnance and ordnance stores of 
the Umted States Army, including artillery, artillery ammumtion, small arms, bombs, 
and all munitions of war which may be reqmred for the foitifi cations of the Army, 
the armies of the field, and for the whole body of the militia of the Umon. ^ The Ord- 
nance Department pei forms all the technical engineering work necessary to investigate 
and construct experimental ordnance mat^nel for the adoption by the Army; prepares 
the necessary regulations for proof, inspection, storing, and for maintaimng this 
materiel, as well as the detailed information necessary for the manufacture of mum- 
tions, lor inspection of them, and for maintaimng reserves prescribed by higher 
authority. 

The Chief Signal Officer has immediate charge, under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, of the development of all signal equipment; of books, papers, and all signal 
devices, includmg such meteorological instruments as are necessary for military 
purposes; of the procurement, preservation, and distribution of such of the before- 
mentioned supplies as are assigned to the Signal Corps for procurement and dis- 
tribution by existing orders and regulations; of the coordination of the training of 
the personnel assigned to signal duties; of the construction, repair, and operation 
of all permanent military signal lines and equipment not excepted by regulations, 
the transmission of messages for the Army, by telegraph or otherwise, and of all other 
duties usually pertaining to military signalmg, the direction of the Signal Corps of 
the Army and the control of the officers and enlisted men and employees attached 
thereto, of the supply, installation, repair, and operation of military cables, tele- 
graph and telephone lines, radio and meteorological apparatus and stations not 
excepted by regulations; of the supply, repair, and operation of field tele^aph 
trains; of the preparation and revision of the War Department telegraph code; of 
general supervision of military radio operations and the enforcement of regulations 
concerning the same; of the coordination and standardization of all radio operations 
of the Army and the assignment of call letters, wave lengths, systems, and audible 
tones thereto, of the procurement and supply of photographs and motion pictures 
directed by the General Staff Corps, and m general of all photographic and cine- 
matographic work of the Army not specifically assigned to other branches. 

The Chief of the Air Service is charged, under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, "with the duty of procuring, by manufacture or purchase, maintaining, and 
operating all aircraft, aircraft engines, and aircraft equipment for the Army, including 
balloons and airplanes, all appliances and facilities necessary to the operation and 
maintenance of said aircraft; of installing, maintaining, and operating all radio appa- 
ratus and signaling systems within Air Service activities; of establishing, maintaining, 
and operating all flying fields, aviation stations, repair and supply depots, etc.; of 
training and operating organizations, officers, enlisted men of the Air Service, and 
candidates for aviation service in matters pertaining to military aviation; "with the 
supervision, control, and direction over the Biueau of Aircraft Production — ^the 
Bureau of Aircraft Production functioning only on matters in connection with the 
cancellation of contracts and with the approval or authority for funds. 

To the Bureau of Insular Affairs, under the immediate direction of the Secretary 
of War, is assigned all matters pertaining to civil government in the island posses- 
sions of the Umted States subject to the jurisdiction of the War Departanent, the Phil- 
ippine Islands and Porto Bico being the ones so subject at the present time. The bu- 
reau is also the repository of the civil records of the government of occupation of Cuba 
(January 1, 1899, to May 20, 1902), and had assigned to it matters pertaining to the pro- 
vimonal government of Cuba (September 29, 1906, to January 28, 1909). It is charged 
with the purchase and shipment of supplies for the Philippine Islands and Porto Bico; 
makes appointments of persons in the United States to the civil service of the 
Philippines and Porto Rico and arranges their transportation. It gathers statistice 
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of insular imports and exports, shipping, and immigration Under the conTeiition of 
Fehruar^." 8, 1907, and the general regulations of the President of the United States 
issued thereunder, the bureau has immediate super^i.sion and control of the Donunican 
receivership for the collection of customs revenues and pa\uneiit of the interest and 
principal of the adjusted lionded indebtedness of the Dominican Repuldic, and in 
some respects acts as the agent in the United States of the receivership. Bnefly, 
the bureau looks after the interests of the Philip }uiie Islands and Porto Rico in t&e 
United States and is their representative before the executive departments and 
the public here It makes studies of questions relating to linancial matters, tariffs, 
navigation, land laws, etc ; also commercial and industrial possibilities, as applied 
to those islands, and makes such recommendations as mav be necessary 

The Militia Bureau of the War Department is established by law to facilitate the 
administration and to promote the development of the National Duard while not in the 
ser^nce of the Umted States It is vested with all the administrative duties (coordi- 
nating with department and coips area commanders) involving the organization, 
armament, instruction, equipment, discipline, training, and inspection of the National 
Guard, the conduct of camps of instruction of the National Guard and the administra- 
tive duties connected vith the preparation of the National Guaid for parucipation in 
field exercises and maneuA-eis of the Regular Army, the mobilization of the National 
Guard in time of peace; and all matters pertaining to the National Guard not in 
Federal serince, National Guard Reserve, and the unorganized militia of the United 
States not herein generally enumerated which do not under existing lavs, regula- 
tions, orders, or practice come within the jurisdiction of the General Staff or any 
division or bureau of the War Department, and which shall not operate to dives 
any bureau or di'vdsion of the War Department of duties now properly belonging to it 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF OF THE CIIEMICAI WAHFAHE SERVICE 

The Chief of the Chemical Warfaie Seivnce is chaiged with the investigation, 
development, manufacture, or procurement and supply to the Army of all smoke and 
incendiary materials, all toxic gases, and all gas defense aiipliances , the research, 
design, and experimentation connected vdth chemical warfare and its material , and 
chemical projectile-filling plants and proving grounds, the super fusion of the training 
of the Army in chemical warfaie, both offensive and defensive, including the neces- 
sary schools of instruction; the organization, eompment, training, and operation of 
special gas troops ; and such other duties as the President may from time to time pre- 
scribe. 

INLAXB AND COASTWISE WATERWAYS SERVICE. 

The Inland Waterways Coipoiation is charged wiih the direction of the duties 
incident to the development of national inland waterway transportation as delegated 
to the Secretarj^ of War under the transportation act of 1920, and by Public 185, 
approved June 3, 1924. This corporation supermses the maintenance of barge lines 
operated by the Government on several important water routes ; investigates types 
of floating and terminal equipment suitable for various waterways, as well as tariff 
and interchange airangements between lail and water carriers and other matteis 
tending to promote and encourage waterway trafiSc; and in general functions as the 
official governmental inland waterways bureau, 

WAR CBEHITS BOARD. 

The board was appointed by the Secretary of War to administer the granting of 
advances of money to War Department contractors under authority of section 5, 
public act No. 64, Sixty-fifth Congress, which reads as follows: 

“Sec. 5, That the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy are authorized, 
during the period of the existing emergency, from appropriations avaalahle therefor, 
xo advance payments to contractors for supplies for their respective departments in 
amounts not exceeding thirty per centum of the contract price of such supplies: 
Provided, That such advances shall be made upon such terms as the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy, respectively, shall prescribe, and they shall require 
adequate security for the protection of the Government for the payments so made/’ 

BOARD OF ENGINEERS FOR RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

The Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors is a permanent body created by the 
river and harbor act of June 13, 1902. To it are referred for consideration and recom- 
mendation all reports upon examinations and surveys provided for by Congress, and aU 
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projects or changes in projects for -works of river and harbor improvement upon which 
report is desired by the Chief of Engineers, United States Army. It is further the duty 
of the board, upon request by the Committee on Commerce of the Senate, or by the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Representatives in the same manner, 
to examine and report through the Chief of Engineers upon any examinations, surveys, 
or projects for the improvememc of rivers and harbors. ^ In its investigations the board 
gives consideration to all engineering, commercial, navigation, and economic questions 
involved in determining the advisability of undertalcing such improvements at the 
expense of the United States. The work of the board has been extended to include 
passing upon the plans of local authorities for terminal improvements in order to 
determine their adequacy under the provisions of section 1 of the river and harbor 
act of March 2, 1919; ad-vising and assisting local port authorities in planning the 
layout and equipment of terminal facilities; and the designing of floating plant for 
use in the prosecution of projects for river and harbor improvement. The statistical 
division of the board is engaged on the investigations authorized by the transportation 
act of 1920, with a -view to the promotion of water transportation, and the investiga- 
tions of ports authorized by the merchant marine act to be made in cooperation with 
the Shipping Board. Its duties also include the compilation, publication, and dis- 
tribution of useful statistics, data, and information concerning ports and water trans- 
portation. 

THE ARMY WAR COLLEGE. 

The Army War Oollege, located at Washington Barracks, is one of the general 
service schools of the Army It is the highest unit in the military educational 
system. Its object is to train selected officers for duty in the War Department 
General Staff and for high command in accordance with the doctrine and methods 
approved by the War Department. 

WAR TRANSACTIONS BOARD. 

By direction of the President this board was appointed by the Secretary of War 
to cooperate with a similar organization created in the Department of Justice, in 
making a survey of the transactions involved in or growung out of the late war, with 
a view to the development and disposition as promptly as possible of such of said 
transactions as may justify or require investigation or action by the Department of 
Justice. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

The Attorney General is the head of the Department of Justice (see sec. 346, R. S.) 
and as such is the chief law officer of the Federal Government. He represents the 
United States in legal matters generally and gives advice and opinions when requested 
by the President or by the heads of the executive departments. 

He appears in the Supreme Court of the United States in cases of exceptional gravity 
and importance; exercises general superintendence and direction over United States 
district attorneys and marshals in the various judicial districts of the United States, 
and provides special counsel for the United States in cases of exceptional importance 
or when the character of the interests involved requires such action. (See sec. 354, 
R. S., as amended by act of February 27, 1877, 19 Stat., 241-; secs. 356, 357, and 358, 
R. S. , act of June 30, 1906, 34 Stat. 816- ; secs. 360, 361, 362, 363, 364, 365, and 366 R. S.) 

SOLICITOR GENERAL. 

The Solicitor General assists the Attorney General in the execution of his duties and, 
by special provision of law, exercises all such duties in case of a vacancy in the office 
of the Attorney General, or his absence or disability. 

Under the direction of the Attorney General, the Solicitor General has special charge 
of die business of and appears for and represents the Government in the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

When requested by the Attorney General, the Solicitor General prepares opinions 
rendered to the President and the heads of the executive departments, and may con- 
duct and argue any case in which the United S-tates is interested, in any court of the 
United States, or may attend to the interests of the Government in any State court or 
elsewhere, conferring with and directing the law officers of -the Government through- 
out the country in the performance of their duties when occasion requires, (See secs. 
347 and 349, R. S.)

ASSISTANT TO THE ATTOKNEY OENEEAU. 

The Assistant to tlie Attorney General has special charge of all suits and ullier matieis 
arising under the Federal antitrust la'ws and performs such duties as may be leqiiired 
of him by the Attorney General. 

In addition he has, under current assignments, charge of Alien Properly,- Fiistridian 
matters and also inyestigations and prosecutions of alleged frauds in war coiiliects, 
as ivell as Shipping Board litigation (excepting admiralty). (Originally aiithorizefl 
under act of March 3, 1903, sec. 1, 32 Stat. 1062. Salary?- increased to S9,000 per annum 
by act of August 22, 1913. 38 Stat. 218.) 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEYS GENERAXr. 

The seyeral Assistant Attorneys General assist the Attorney General in the per- 
formance of his duties and when directed prepare legal opinions and under assignment 
by the Solicitor General assist in the argument of cases in the Supreme Court. In 
addition thereto each, under the organization of the department, has special duties, 
respectively, as follows* 

ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

The administrative assistant exercises, by order of the Attorney General, siipei- 
vision over all of the major units of organization of the department, including the 
Division of Investigation, chief clerk and administrative assistant, general agent, 
disbursing clerk, superintendent of prisons, pardon attorney; and also general super- 
\iLsion, as above, over United States attorneys and marshals. 

This officer has charge of authorizations for appointments and the salaries pertaining 
thereto, when not otherwise fixed by law, also promotions and demotions both in the 
department and the field, as well as all other departmental administrative matters. 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL IN CHARGE OP CLAIMS AGAINST THE UNITED STATES. 

This assistant has charge generally of claims against the United Stales in the Court 
of Claims and in the district courts. When assigned thereto by the Solicitor General, 
he is also charged with the preparation of briefs and argument of such cases on appeal 
in the Supreme Court of the United States. 

One of the most important branches of this work is the defense of cla i ms against the 
Government involving the use by it of patented inventions, trade-marks and copy- 
rights, also interference proceedings in patent matters and claims arising under the 
settlement of war contracts. 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL IN CHARGE OP PUBLIC LAND MATTERS, PUBLIC LANDS 

DIVISION. 

This assistant has charge of all suits and proceedings under the public land laws, 
including those instituted to set aside conveyances of allotted lands, cases involving 
water rights, reclamation and irrigation projects, oil lands and forest reserves, boundary 
disputes, Indian litigation, and also condemnation proceedings instituted by the 
Government. . , , , ^ 

He also has charge of the examination of titles to land acquired by the United fetates 
and titles and land litigation in the District of Columbia. (See act of July 16, 1914, 
38 Stat. 497.) 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL IN CHARGE OP ADMIRALTY, FINANCE, ETC. 

This assistant has charge of litigation involving admiralty, finance, foreign relations, 
and insular affairs, including civil proceedings under the national hanking act, the 
Federal reserve act, the Federal farm loan act, and other like litigation; also minor 
regulations of commerce, such as those regulating hours of service, safety appli- 
ances on railroads, quarantine acts, pure food, meat inspection, game bird, insecti- 
cide and fungicide acts, etc. 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL IN CHARGE OP CRIMINAL MATTERS, 

This assistant has charge of criminal cases generally, including^ matters involving 
criminal practice and procedure, such as questions concerning indictments, grand 
juries, search warrants, passports, alien enemies, extradition, etc. ; also cases invol\dng 
crimes on the high seas, crimes arising under the national banking act and under the 
naturalization laws, and generally directs district attorneys with respect to the con- 
duct of criminal cases

This assiatant is specifically charged with the genesul conduce of cases under the 
national prohibition acts and also those involving taxation, war risk insurance, Fed- 
eral employees^ compensation, and civil pensions. 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAl^ IN CHARGE OF CtJSTOM.'> HATTERS 

This assistant has charge of protecting the interests of the Government in matteiB 
of reappraisement and classification of imported goods before the several boards of 
United ?^tates General Appraisers and the Court of Customs Appeals 

('HTEF CLERK AND AHMINISTRATn'E ASSfSTANT 

Under the Assistant Attorney General in charge of administrative matters, the 
chief clerk and administrative assistant has direct administrative control over the 
clerical and subclerical forces; responsibility for tbe enforcement of general depart- 
mental regulations, expenditures from contingent appropriations; the piirc^hase and 
distribution ol departmental and field supplies, the preparation of the Annual Heport 
of the Attorney Geneial and other publications and recpiisitions upon the Public 
Printer He also performs such legal and administrative functions as may be assigned. 

GENERAIi AGENT. 

The office of the general agent has charge, under the direction of the Administra- 
tive Assistant Attorney General, of the Division of Accounts, the field examiners, 
estimates, deficiencies, and all fiscal matters generally of the department and the 
courts 

This office siipervdses the examination and investigation conducted by the field 
examiners o£ the offices and records of Federal courts. The general agent is the 
budget officer of the Department of Justice, and the estimates of appropnatioiis and 
deficiencies are prepared under his direction for submission to the Budget Bureau. 

The Division of Accounts, which is in charge of the general agent, operates under 
and by virtue of specific statutes The division has charge, among other matters, 
of the preparation of pay rolls and the examination and^ audit of all accounts. 

There is compiled in the Division of Accounts the statistical information required 
by law showing the business transacted in the courts of the United States, 

DIVISION OF INVESTIGATION 

The director of this division has general charge, under the supervision of the 
Administrative Assistant Attorney General, of the investigation of alleged offenses 
against the laws of the United States, excepting those arising under national prohibi- 
tion and counterfeiting laws, which are otherwise provided for by special legislation. 

He also directs the work of the special agents and bank accountants who are em- 
ployed for the purpose of detecting crimes and collecting evidence for use in pro- 
posed or pending suits or prosecutions. 

SUPERINTENDENT OP PRISONS, 

The superintendent of prisons, under the supervision of the Administrative Assistant 
Attorney General, has charge of all matters directly relating to United States prisons 
and prisoners, including the maintenance of mxch prisoners in State and Federal 
penitentiaries, reform schools, and county jails. 

The superintendent is also in charge of the construction work of the Federal peni- 
tentiaries at Leavenworth, Kans^ and McNeil Island, Wash., as well as the manage- 
ment of the textile mill of the Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga. 

The superintendent of prisons is ex officio president of the boards of parole for the 
United States penitentiaries and the president of the board of parole for United States 
prisoners in each State or county institution in which United States prisoners are 
confined. 

APPOINTMENT CLERK 

The appointment clerk has charge, under the supervision of the Administrative 
Assistant Attorney General, of all matters relating to applications for positions, rec- 
ommendations and appointmenis, including certifications by the Oi^dl Service 
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fJommission, conducts correspondence peitainino: Tluoeto pLerares iioininatioris for 
snbmisbion to the Senate; also commissions and appoiiitmenTs for tise oJk*er3 and 
emplovees of the department in "Washington, and for Unit^nl Srate^ atloiPeis inar- 
shais. and other couit ofiicers. 

This oliice also compiles the register of the Department of Justice inclodiiig the 
oflices of the United States courts » and matter relating to that depaitment tor the 
Oltifial Register of the United States, the Congiessionai Directory ftc 

DIKBITRSIVO CLERIC 

The disbursing clerk, under the diiection of the Administrative Assistant 
VtTorne 3 ’ Ueiieral, pays all vouchers, claims, pat" rolls, and accounts, prepared in. 
and audited and approved for payment by the Ditdsion of Accounts, from the appro- 
priations for the department proper. He also paj’-s the salaries of Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States and the iiidges and other officials of the courts in 
the District of Columbia, as well as the salaries of judges retired under the proxTsions 
of the judicial code. ^ ^ 

The disbursing clerk is also authorized and directed to certny to the biiroau of 
Pensions of the Interior Department all applications for lefund of deductions frean 
salaries under the profusions of the retirement act of IMay 22, Uj20 

ATTOn.NfET IK CHARGE OP PARUOKS. 

The attorney in charge of pardons has, under the immediate direction of the Admin- 
isTnitive Assistant Attorney General, charge of all applications for Executive clem- 
enev, except those of the Army and 

Ue conducts all correspondence with respect thereto and prepares memoranda and 
recommendations for submission to the Attorney General and the Executive. 

soLlf ITOR'-, r.XnrrTIVE lUlPARTMKNTft. 

The solicitors for several of the executive departments, under the provisions of sec- 
tions 349 (as amended) and 350, Refused Statutes, exercise their functions under the 
super\dsion of the Attorney General. They are the Solicitor for the Department of 
dio Interior, the Solicitor tor the Department of State, the Solicitor of the Treasiirj.’^ 
the Solicitor of Internal Revenue, the Solicitor for the Department of Commorce. and 
the Solicitor for the Department of Labor. 

sf>LilClTOR OK THE THE l^URY 

TTie solicitor is the chief law officer of the Treasury" Department, and Ms duties are 
to adAuse the officials of that department as to legal questions arising therein; to 
itpprove bonds of the United States treasurers, collectors of internal revenue, other 
officials, and to examine all contracts of, and official bonds filed in, the Treasury 
Department. He also examines titles to life-saving station sites and renders such 
other legal services in connection with the administrative work of the Treasury 
Department as may be required of him. 

SOLICITOR op IKTERNAL REl'ENUE. 

The solicitor is the legal adviser to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue and is 
especially charged with duties under section 3229, Revised Statutes of the United 
Statf-s, incident to the compromise of internal-revenue cases. 


SOLICITOR FOR THE UBPARTMENT OE COMMERCE. 

The solicitor is the cMef law officer of the Department of Commerce, and his duties 
are to act as legal adviser for the officials of tnat department, to prepare and examm© 
all contracts and bonds entered into or required by said department; and to render 
such legal serAdees in connection with the administrative ivork of said department 
as may be required of him, 

SOniGiTOR FOR THE OEPARTMENT OP LABOR. 


The solicitor is the chief law officer of the Department of Labor , and his duties aw 
to act as legal adviser to the officials of that department to prepare and examine aU 
contracts and bonds entered into or required by said department ; and to reiMer auch 
legal services as may be required by the head of said department in connection with 
the admimstratiA"e work thereof. 
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SOIilGlTOR, POE, THE HEPAETMENT OP STATE. 

Tlie solicitor is the chief law ofhcer of the Department of State, and is charged with 
advising the officials of that department as to questions of international law, passes 
upon claims of citizens of the United States against foreign governments, and claims 
of subjects of foreign governments against the United States This office also handles 
applications for the extradition of criminals. 

SOL.LCITOR POE THE INTERXOE DEPAETMENT. 

The solicitor is the chief law officer of the Interior Department, and when requested 
he advises the officials of that department upon questions of law arising in the admin- 
istration of the department, all appeals from the various Inireaiis are sent to his office 
for consideiation; oral arguments are heard by him in the more important cases, and 
decisions prepared under his supervision. 

POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

POSTMASTER GENBE 

The Postmaster Geneial is the executive head of the Federal Postal Sendee. He 
appoints all officers and employees of the Post Office Department, except the four 
Assistant Postmasters Geneial, the pureha,sing agent, and the Compti oiler, who are 
presidential appointees. With the exception of postmasters of the lirst, second, and 
third classes, who aie likewise presidential appointees, he appoints all postmasters and 
all other officers and employees of the ser\dce at large Subject to the approval of the 
President, he makes postal treaties with foieign Governments. He awards and^ exe- 
cutes contracts and directs the management of the Foreign Mail Service. He is the 
executive head of Postal Savings, and ex officio chairman of the board of trustees. 

CHIEF CLEEK. 

The cliief clerk of the Post, Office Department is charged with the general super- 
intendence and assignment of the clerical and subclerical forces of the department 
and the consideration of applications for leave of absence of such employees, the 
caie, maintenance 2 and operation of the department and other buildings used in 
connection therewith and the care of all fuinitm*e and public property located in 
these buildings; of advertising; the supervision of requisitions upon the Treasury 
and the expenditure of the appropriations for the depptmental service; the keeping 
of the journals and order books; the furnishing of stationery supplies for the depart- 
mental service ; the consideration and signing of requisitions upon the Public Printer 
for the printing and binding required in the Postal Service and the department; 
the receiving, and inspecting on receipt, of the blanks required in the Post Office 
Department; the supervision of the receipt and inspection of supplies for the Post 
Office Department and the Postal Service which are delivered in Washington; gen- 
eral supermtendence of the publication and distiibution of the Official Postal Guide; 
the fixing of rates subject to the approval of the Postmaster General for the trans- 
mission of telegrams for all government departments; the miscellaneous business 
correspondence of the Postmaster General’s office; and miscellaneous correspondence 
of the department not assigned to other offices; the giving of careful consideration 
to all matters affecting the proper adnumstration of the civil service rules and regu- 
lations; the review of efficiency ratings of each and every employee in the depart- 
ment when promotions are being made ; the supervision and control of fourteen appio- 
priations; responsibility for the carrying out of the provisions of the reclassification 
and retirement acts;liason officer between the department and the personnel classi- 
fication board. The following sections are under the supervision of the cMcf clerk: 
Assistant chief clerk; disbursing clerk; board of inspection; appointment clerk; 
committee on form blanks; mail and supplies; printing; division of traffic; general 
files, telephones; telegraphs; charwomen; laborer force; watchmen force; mechanical 
force; carpenter force, and elevator force. 

SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE ATTOENEY GENEEAL, AND EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT TO THE 

POSTMASTER GENERAL. 

The special assistant to the Attorney General is charged with the duty of assisting 
in the defense of cases against the United States arising out of the transportation of 
the mails, and in other matters affecting the postal revenues. These include suits 
in the Federal courts, involving claims of the railroads and other contractors for the 
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carriage of the mails; the representation oi the Postmabter Geneial and the prepa- 
ration and presentation oi the department's cases in proeecdiBes before the Iiiter«'tate 
Commerce Commission for the determination by the coiiinnssioii oi ilie n-f 

adjustment of raiiioad inail pay and the fixing of fair and leasrna'uie laies for the 
transportation of the mails and for serinces in connection therewith by laili.'vnls and 
urban and interurban electric railway common carriers, and in other 
petition by the Postmaster Ctenerai to the commission: the represent a lion o, rlie 
Postmaster General in hearings before the depaitmeiit on orders cbainrino: the mode 
of tiaiispoiting peiiodical mail matter and in connect ion with ie\i.ews of such 
orders by the Court ot Appeals of the District of Columbia. 

The executive assistant to the Postmaster Geneiai assists in mattei«f of pLins and 
policies and in correlating the woik ui the depaitmeni. lie is the persona! repie- 
sentative of the Postmasiei Geneial in the execution of orders and tlie inauguration 
of policies, supeiintends the special functions oi the depaifment correlaiing costs 
and leveniies ot the seinnce, rep^'esents the Postmaster « general when w* d.»ec ted, 
before committees of Congiess on geueial po^^tal maneis and those no? imder Jurig- 
diction of others. When so selected and diiected he rcpreseriTs the master 
General in Intel national Postal Congiesses He ai-'» conducts ciicli as may 

be specially assigned by the Postmaster tleneral. 

SOLICITOR FOR THU POST OPPICJC UEPAliTMUNT. 

The solicitor is charged with the duty of ghnng opinions to the Postmaster General 
and the heads of the several offices of the depaitment upon questioos of law arising 
upon the construction of the postal laws and regulations, or otliorwise, in the course 
of business in the Postal Sermce; with the consideration and submission ^^wich adtuce^ 
to the Postmaster General of claims for damage don 3 to pere^ns or property b\' or 
through the opeiaiion of the Post Oilice Bejvai-tmeni, and of all claims ofyicisiiuasters 
for losses by tiie, burglarv, or other unavoidable casualty, and of ail ceivih.aaiuns Oy 
the Compti oiler for the Post Oliice Department of eases of proposed tempi ornise of 
liabilities to the United Staples, and of the remission of fines, peiialues, and fuifeitm’es 
under the statutes; wfith the giving of advice, wheii desired, in the pu-epara aon of 
coirespondence with the Department of Justice and other departments, including the 
Court of Claims, involving questions of law or relating to prosecutions or suits affecting 
or arising out of the Postal Service, and with assisting when desiied in the iirosecution 
or defense of such cases, and the maintenance of suitable records of opinions rendered 
affecting the Post Office Department and the Postal Service; and with the considera- 
tion of applications for pardon for crimes committed against the postal laws which 
may be referred to the department; with the prejiaration and submission {with, advice) 
to the Postmaster General of all appeals to him from the heads of the offices of the 
department pending upon questions of law; with the determining of cpie^tions as 
to the delivery of mail the ownership of which is 111 dispute; wnth the heaimg and 
consideration of cases relating to lotteries and the misuse of the mails in iurtherance 
of schemes to defraud the public ; with the consideration of all questions relating to 
the mailability of alleged indecent, obscene, scurrilous, or defamatory matter; with 
determining the legal acceptability of securities offered by banks to secure postal 
savings deposits; with the examining and, when necessary, drafting of all contracts 
of the department; with the enforcement of laws making uiimailable matter contain- 
ing any adveitisement of intoxicating liquors or solicitation _ of an order for such 
liquors when addiessed to places where it is unlaw'ful to adi. ertise or solicit orclera for 
such liquors; with the legal work incident to the enforcement of those previsions of 
the espionage law wliich concern the Post Office Department; and with such other 
like duties as may from time to time be required by tlie Postmaster General. 

PURCHASmO AGENT. 

The purchasing agent supervises the i>urchase of ail supplies both for the Post 
Office Department proper and for all branches of the Postal Service. He reiiews all 
requisitions and authorizations for supplies and, if pioper, honors the same He 
passes upon the sufficiency and propriety of all specifications for proposals for sup- 
plies; prepares the advertisments and forms for proposals necessary to the making 
of contracts for supplies; reviews the reports of the committees on awards and. recom- 
mends to the Postmaster General such action as in his judgment should be taken 
theieon. 

CHIEF INSPECTOR. 

The chief inspector supervises the work of post-office inspectors and of the 15 
divisions of post-office inspectors. Applications for permission to take the examina- 
tion for the position of post-office inspector and correspondence in connection with 
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such, applications; appointment and pi emotion of and charges^ against inspectors 
should he addressed to him. To his ofhee are referred all complaints of losses in the 
mails and all reported violations of the postal laws, such as theft and tampering with 
the mail; forgery of money orders; mailing of poisons, intoxicating liquors, and 
infernal machines; mailing of indecent, obscene, scurrilous, and defamatory matter; 
and complaints of the fraudulent use of the mails through stock selling or other 
schemes To him is charged the preparation and issue of all cases for investigation 
of any and all phases of the Postal Service. Administrative matters, such as charges 
against postal employees of all classes except inspectors, establishment of or changes 
in ruial or star routes, should be addressed to the proper bureau of the depaitment 
and if investigation by an inspector is necessarjr to a determination of the questions 
at issue such bureau will make the request for investigation on the chief inspector 
To him is charged the custody of money and property collected or received by in- 
spectors and the restoration thereof to the proper parties or owners, and the consid- 
eration and adjustment of accounts of inspectors for salaries and expenses. 

FIRST ASSISTANT POSTMASTER aSNERAL 

The Fitst Assistant Postmaster Geneial has charge of the following di\T.sions, to 
which are assigned the duties specified: 

Post office service, — ^The computing for annual adjustment of salaries of postmasters 
at presidential ofdces, the organization and management of post offices of the first 
and second classes, the appointment, disciplining, and fixing salaries of assistant 
postmasters, supervisory officers, clerks, special clerks, watchmen, messengers, 
faboiers, printers, mechanics, and skilled laborers,^ and of city and village letter 
caniers; the establishment, maintenance, supervision, and extension of city and 
village delivery and collection service; allowances for clerk hire at first, second, and 
tliird class offices, and for mail separations and ‘‘unusual conditions’^ at fourth-class 
offices, and for miscellaneous ser\dce items at first and second class offices, such as 
telephone and water rentals, laundry, towel service, and all rnatters concerning the 
special-delivery service, and the hours of business at presidential offices. 

The div%sion of postmasters' appointments. — ^The preparation of cases for the establish- 
ment, change of name, and discontinuance of post offices; the appointment of post- 
masters and keeping a record of such appointments; the obtaining, recording, and 
filing of bonds and oaths of office and issuance of postmasters’ commissions; the 
consideration of charges and complaints against postmasteis; and the regulation of 
hours of business and change of site of post offices of the fourth class. 

The dimsion of post office quarters, — ^The selection, equipping, and leasing of quarters 
for presidential post offices and stations thereof (except those located in Federal 
buildings which are under the jurisdiction of the Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
Department) ; the leasing and equipment of post-office garages; the fixing of allowances 
for rent, light, and heat at presidential post offices and stations thereof; the fixing 
of allowances for janitor and cleanmg service, and the establishment, maintenance, 
and discontinuance of contract stations. 

The division of motor vehicle service. — ^The authorization, operation, and maintenance 
of the (rovemment-owned motor vehicle service, including the appointment and 
discipline of the personnel employed in connection therewith; requisitions for 
materials, supplies, and garage equipment and correspondence pertaining thereto; 
requests for allowances for rent, light, fuel, power, water, telejmone service, etc.; 
the monthly and quarterly reports and correspondence pertaining to the accounting 
system; the preparation of advertisements inviting proposals for the transportation 
of the mails in cities by means of screen wagons and pneumatic tubes, and the drafting 
of orders awarding such service, including the preparation of contracts therefor; the 
fixing of allowances for the hire of vehicles used in the delivery and collection service, 
the examination of reports and the preparation of orders making deductions and 
imposing fines for nonperformance of service and other delinquencies on the part ot 
contractors. 

The division of dead letters and dead parcel post. — ^The treatment of all unmailable 
and undelivered mail matter which is sent to it and the general supervision of the 
treatment of all such matter sent to its respective branches and to post offices at the 
several division headquarters of the Railway Mail Service for disposition; the enforce- 
ment of the prompt sending of such matter according to the regulations, the correcting 
of errors of postmasters connected with the nondelivery of mail matter sent to the 
Division of Dead Tetters or its respective branches, and the investigation, by corre- 
spondence, of complaints made with reference thereto , the verification and allowance 
of claims for credit by postmasters for postage-due stamps affixed to undelivered 
matter; the examination and forwarding or return of all letters which have failed of 
d^very; the impectioii and return to the country of origin of undelivered foreign 
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aiatiei, recording and restoradon to owners of letter^ and parccds wiiieli c\>iitaiii 
valuable in closures; care and disposition of all money, negotiable paper, and other 
valuable articles found in undelivered matter, and correspondence, 'botb foreign and 
domestic, relating to these subjects 

SErOXJD ASSISTAXT POSTMASTER GENERAL. 

The ^Second Assistant Postmaster General has charge of the following clivisioiis, to 
which are assigned the duties specified 

Railway adjust laents. — Is charged with the supertdsion of expenditures for the 
transportation of mails on railroad, eiectiic car, mail messenger, power boat and 
Alaskan star routes, and with the prepaiation of orders, rules, and regulations govern- 
ing the same, based on the law and the orders of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion; directs such acc^iunts and service involving transportation in mail cars of postal 
supplies and mail equipment; with the admimstrative audit of reports concerning 
The performance of ser\ice of the classes above stated; certifies and presents for ]u*oper 
deductions all cases of nonperformance; imposes fines for delinqueni.ies and failures; 
with the handling of eases arising from the private express statutes; and Tviih the 
preparation of all correspondence affecting these services. 

^Foreign mails. — Is charged with the dutj’* of arranging ail details connected with 
the transportation of foreign mails; the preparation of postal conventions (except 
those relati\’e to the money-order ^’Stem) and the regulations for their execution, 
as well as the consideration of the questions arising under them, and with theprepa- 
rniion of all correspondence relative tliereto ; has supervision of the ocean mail sejwice, 
including the adjustment of accounts with steamship companies for the transporta- 
tion of mails to foreign countries; supervision of international Parcel Post Service, 
and Navy mail ser-vice. 

Rttihrdy Mail /Service . — Is cliarged with the siipermsiou of the Ilaiiway !Maii Seivice 
and railwav postal clerks; prepaios cases for the appointment, removal, piomoiion, 
and reduction of said cleiks; conducts correspondence and issues orders relalb’'e to 
The mo'^'ing of the mails on railroad tiains; has charge of the dispatch and distribu- 
tion of mail matter in railway postal cars and post offices; conducts tlie iveiglimg of 
mails; and attends to all coriespoiidence relative to these matters. 

Air Mail Service. — Is charged with the supervision of the Air Mail Service and all its 
employees; prepares cases for the appointment, removal, and promotion of said em- 
ployees; conducts correspondence, issues orders, and prepares schedules relative to 
the moving of the mails by airplane; has charge of maintenance and operation and 
recommends all purchases for this service; operates radio service at headqtiarters apd 
all stations on the Transcontinental Air Mail Route, and siipeiwises contract service 
by airplane. 

THIRn ASSISTANT POSTxM A.STER GENERAL 

The Third Assistani Postmaster General has charge of the following di\'isions, to 
which are assigned the duties specified 

Finance. — ^The fi^nancial operations, including the collection and deposit of postal 
revenues; the distribution of postal funds among the several deposit^ies so as to 
equalize, as far as possible, receipts and expenditures in the same section; the pay- 
ment by warrant oi all accounts settled by the auditor; the receipt and disposition 
of all moneys coming directly to the department; and the keeping of books of account 
showing the fi^scal operations of the postal and money-order services and the regula- 
tion of box rents and key deposits. 

Money orders. — ^Tlie supervision and management of the money-order service, both 
domestic and international; the preparation of conventions for the exchange of money 
orders wdth foreign countries. 

Classification. — ^The general control of all business relating to the c^ssification of 
domestic mail matter and the rates of postage thereon; the determination of the 
admissibility of publications to the second class of mail matter, their right to con- 
tinue in that class, Including the administration of the law^ reqiihin^ semiannual state- 
ments of their ownership, circulation, etc., and the instmction of postmasters rela- 
tive thereto; also the use of penalty envelopes, the franking prndiege, and the limit 
of weight and size of mail matter. 

Sta7nps. — ^The siipervdsion of the manufacture and issuance to postmasters of postage 
stamps, stamp books, stamped envelopes, newspaper wrappers, postal cards, and 
postal savings stamps by the various contractors, and the keeping of the accounts and 
lecords of these transactions; the receipt and disposition of damaged and unsalable 
stamped paper returned by postmasters for redemption and credit; the issuance 
to postmasters for sale to the public of United States Treasury savings certificates 
and United States internal-revenue stamps, and the keeping of accounts in connection 
therewith. 
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Registered mails , — The supervision and management oi the registry, insm-ance, and 
collect-on-delivery services; the establishment and control of all registry dispatches 
and exchanges; the instruction of postmasters and the furnishing of information in 
relation to these matters; the consideration of all claims for indemnity lor injured or 
lost registered, and certain insured, and O O. D. mail. 

Postal savings . — ^The conduct and management of the administi ative office of the 
postal savings at Washing Lon, the selection and designation of post offices as postal 
savings depository offices and the supervision of the^ business transacted at such 
offices; the management and investment of postal savings funds as the agent of the 
board of trustees; and the administrative examination of accounts of postmasters 
and other fiscal agents of the system. 

FOURTH ASSISTANT POSTMASTER GENERAL 

The Fourth Assistant Postmaster General has charge of the following divisions, to 
which are assigned the duties specified. 

Riual mails . — Is charged with the consideration of all matteis peitaining to the 
rural delivery service; the appointment and discipline of rural carricis. 

Is charged also with the consideiation of all matters pertaining to the star route 
contract service (except in Alaska) and the Government-operated star route service; 
the preparation of advertisements inviting proposals for the transportation of mails 
over star routes, the award of contract therclor, the payment for service and prepara- 
tion of ordeis making deductions and imposing fines and for other delinquencies. 

Rquipmcni and supplies — Is charged with the custody and distribution of equip- 
ment and supplies for the postal service (except that equipment refen ed to under 
mail equipment shops), the preparation of specifications tor such equipment and 
supplies, the purchase of same upon lequisition on the Purchasing Agent. 

Mail equipme'nt shops . — ^Is chai ged with the manufacture and icpair of equipment 
for use in the postal service including bags, locks, keys, cliains, tools, machinery and 
other special equipment; the preparation of specifications for the ai tides named, and 
requisitions on the purchasing agent therefoi, and the issuance of locks, and keys 

Topoqr aphy , — Is charged with the pieparation and le vision and distnfuition of post 
route, rural delivery county and local center maps, the preparation and the distribu- 
tion of parcel post zone keys 

COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller of the Post Office Department receives and makes the adminis- 
trative examination of all postal and money-order accounts of postmasters and foreign 
administrations and the accounts of all money-order depositaries; states the general 
revenue, expenditure, resource, liability, and appropriation accounts of the Post 
Office Department and Postal Service j prepares the balance sheets and quarterly 
and annual financial statements showing the fiscal operations of the Post Office 
Department and its financial condition at the close of each year; compiles statistics 
for cost accounting, general statistics, and special reports for the information of the 
Postmaster General and other officers of the Post Office Department necessary for the 
efficient administration of the Postal Service. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE NAVY. 

SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

The Secretary of the Navy performs such duties as the President of the United 
States, who is Commander in Chief, may assign him, and has the general superin- 
tendence of construction, manning, armament, equiiiment, and employment of vessels 
of war. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Navy performs such duties in the Navy Department 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy or required by law. 

CHIEF CLERK, 

As administrative assistant to the Secretaiy and Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
the chief clerk has administrative control over the clerical force and responsibility 
for the general business operations of the Navy Department, involving supervision 
over matters relating to the employees of the department; responsibility^ for the 
enforcement of departmental regulations general in their nature; supervision over 
the classification and compilation of estimates of appropriations; supervision over 
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the Navy Department post office; supen,*ision o\er expenditmcr firni unpn nrL'ti. <im 

for contingent and nusceilaneoiis expenses ot the depaiUnen^ and nriniine and hintline 
and partial siiper-vdsioii over expenditures from appropi latium ‘ Pav, nntrellaiir, 
and ‘ ‘ Contingent, _ he has custody of the recoids and liic- 3 \*i the St ' b 

office and euperidsion of the receipt, distiibution, and transmission of the^vncia! 
mail^aiid correspondence of that office; and performs such other dii^^ies as rjcv'he 
required by the Secretai’y or Assistant Secretary' of the Xavy 

OFFICE or ^AVAL OPEIIA TIOX--. 

During the^ temporarj’ absence of the Secretart and the Assistant becretar. tf the 
Na\v,^ the Chief of Naval Operaticms is next in sue cession to a< t be< retard of the 
Navy. (Act March 3,1015.) The thief of Naval Operation'^’, v- bile *==<0 &er\'ing as such 
Chief of Naval Operations, shall have the rank and title oi iidnirah take rMik next 
after the Admiial of the Navy. (Act August 20, 1916.) 

The Chief of Naval Operations, under the direction of the b^erotarv cf the 
is charged mth the operations ot the heet and wi1h the preporaticti and udhif'^ 
of plans ^for its use in -war. (Act Mar. 3, 19i5.) This includes tiie dhc'* :ion c-f the 
Naval ^War College, the Office of Nai-al Intelligence, the Os « e 01 Fleet ;:,«e 

operation of the Radio Sendee and of other s^'&tems of comi. iU.ieaii 'ii. C:e nq 

of^the Aeionautie Service, of Mines and Mining, of the Naval FkMi.-o J 1' D, Na\al 
Militia, and of the^ Coast Guard -when operating vith the Na^y; the directi ii ci all 
strategic and tactical matters, organization, maneuvers, laiyet praLli-^e, diilD and 
exercises, and of the training of tiie fleet for war; and the pn^patvtion, revision, iind 
enforcement of all tactics, drill books, signal cedes, and cipher codes. 

The Chief of Naval Operations so coordinates all repaiis and allerations to \ essels 
and the supply of personnel and material thereto as to insiiie at all tinie? the riuixinium 
readiness of tlie fleet for war.^. 

The Chief of Naval Operations is chaiged with the prepaia'^i* ai, end ,rd 

of Regulations for the Government of The Na.vy, Na^^ al Imuin and t*^*neia! 

Oideis. He adtdses the becretory eoiicerning tiie movements and operam n-s lif a 5 - 
sels of the Na\y, including then' assignment for docking, repair\ and a’tenvi» -r 
and prepares all "orders issued by the Secretary in regard thereto, and keeps the w^rds 
of service of all fleets, squadrons, and ships. He adtdses the Secretaiy in x>- 4iird to 
the niilitar^^ features of all new ships and as to any proposed extensive alteratinris of 
a ship which will affect her military v^alue, and all features which aifect the inihtarv 
value of dry docks, including their location; also as to matters pertaining to fuel 
reservations and depots, the location of radio stations, reserves of ordnance and ammu- 
nition, fuel, stores, and other supplies of whatsoever nature, with a T-dew to meeting 
effectively the demands of the fleet. 

In preparing and maintaining in readiness plans for the use of the ileex in war he 
freely consults with and has the advice and assistance of the various ]>ur<^aiis, boards, 
and offices of the department, including the Marine Corps headquarters, in matieis 
coming under their cognizance. After the appro\al of any given tvar plans by the 
Secretary it is the duty of the Chief of Naval Operations to assign to the luireaiis, 
boards, and offices such parts thereof as may foe needed for the intelligent earr^dng 
out of theii* respective, duties in regard to such plans. 

The Chief of Naval Operations is charged with matters pertaining to the operation 
of aircraft. 

The Chief of Naval Operations from time to time witnesses ihe operations of the 
fleet as an observer. 

He is ex officio a member of the General Board. 

OKGANIZATIOK OP THE OFFICE OP NAVAI. OPEEATIONS 

For admimsti ative purposes, and next in authority to the Chief of Neva! Opera- 
tions, an officer of suitable rank and experience is designated as Assistant to the Chief 
of Naval Operations. The Assistant to the Chief of Naval Operatirms does not admin- 
ister the details of any division. 

The primary functions of the Office of Naval Opeiations are* 

(1) Study and preparation of policies and plans; and 

(2) The operation and administration of the forces of the Navy in aieordance with 

approved plans- , , . 

The functions of (1) are not administrative, and all work in connection therewith 
is carried on by a body known as the planning division, none of whose members 
are given administrative duties 

The administrative divisions arc as follows:

WAR PLANS DIVISION, NAVAL OPERATIONS 

The W ai Plans Di\ ision is charged \vith the pieparation and maintenance of Basic 
War Plans foi the development and maintenance of the naval forces in a state of 
leadiness for wai and lor opeiating in war. These plans aie designed to serve as a 
guide foi ail major activities of the naval aei vice 

The Waj Plans Bivusion studies and makes rei ommendation on questions havdng 
a })eaiing on appiovod Basic War Plans. 

The Diiector Wai Plans Division, is a memher of the Joint Board and is senior 
niem]>er of the Boaid for the Development of Navy Yaid Plans. Three or more 
officeis of the Wai Plans Divdsion aic detailed to form the Nav’y' section of the Joint 
^Vnny and Navy Planrung Committee. One or more ofidceis of the War Plans Divd- 
.sioii are assigned as mcmheis of the Aeronautical Boaid and of the Munitions Board. 
Through membership on these hoards and committees the War Plans Division assists 
in the com dination of the plans and policies of the War and Nat,'^' Departments 

SHIP MOVEMENTS DIVISION, NAVAL OPERATIONS. 

The mo^mments of all naval craft, whether surface, subsimace, or aii, not specially 
designated for training and expei imental purposes exclusively, are directed by the 
Chief of Naval Operations or the Assistant Chief of Naval Operations, through the 
officers charged with the responsibility of super\TLsing the movements of: 

(I^ Fighting craft of the Na'v^^ and 

(2) All other naval craft 

One of the most important duties iu connection with this division is the liaison 
with the Shipping Boaid and the merchant marine 

INTELITGENCE DlV'I‘='lON, NWAL OPERATIONS 

f Office- of Naval Intelligence.) 

The Intelligence Division is fffiai ged with the collection of information for the 
department and for other naval activdties which require it. It publishes and dis- 
seminates such information to the Navy and to Government officials requiring it. 
it cooperates with the other executive departments of the Government in discover- 
ing and bringing to justice persons engaged in activities against the United States. 
It directs all naval attaches abroad and is the official channel of communication for 
all foreign naval attaches in the United States. 

It is the duty of the Office of Naval Intelligence to keep in close touch with all 
naval acti’idties, both in and out of the Na'vy^ Depaitmont. 

In time of war the Office of Naval Intelligence has chaige of the censorship of cables 
and radio 

The Historical flection collects and <*lassifies, ■with a view to publication, the records 
of the naval hi.stoiy of the World War. 

('OMMUNICATION division, naval OPER.mONS. 

( Office of the Director of Naval Conmnimcations ) 

The Director of Naval Communications is chaiged with the administration, organ- 
iKiation, and operation of the entire radio, telegiaph, telephone, and cable systems of 
conim unications within the naval sertdee, includingthe operation of the trans-Atlantic 
ladio system and all communications between merchant ships and all shore stations 
in the United States and its possessions. The foregoing includes the preparation 
and distribution of all codes, ciphers, and secret calls and commercial accounting 
The Director of Naval Communications handles all matters pertaining to naval radio 
communications in any manner whatsoever, except those relating solely to pui chase, 
supply, test, and installation of apparatus.

enlisted men, and of the Naval Home at Philadelphia, Pa. ; the upkeep and the pay- 
meefc of the opeiating expenses of the Naval War College; the enlistment, assignment 
to diiti , and dl^c]large of all enlisted persons.

NATAIi OBSERVATORY, BUREAU OF UAWGATIOX. 

The Naval Observatory at Washington, D. O., sends out daily the time signals 
which establish standard time for the country and enable the mariner at sea to 
ascertain his chronometer error and his longitude by observation. The signals are 
transmitted by the Naval Radio Stations at Arlington, Annapolis, and Key West, 
and the noon signa 1 by land wire also Similar service for th e Pacific coast is furnished 
by the Navy Chronometer and Time Station at Mare Island, Calif. Special signals 
are sent by the Naval Observatory for use of United States and foreign scientific 
institutions, astronomical work, surveying, eclipse, and longitude expeditions. 

At the Naval Observatory is carried on the administration for the development, 
supply, upkeep, repair, and inspection of navigational, aeronautical, and aerologicai 
instiuments for the ships and aircraft of the Navy. 

The NaA^al Observatory maintains continuously observations for absolute positions 
of the fundamental stars, and the independent determination, by observations of the 
sun, of the position of the ecliptic and of the Equator among the stars, and of the 
positions of the stars, moon, and planets with reference to the Equator and equinoxes, 
in order to furnish data to assist in preparing the American Ephemeris and Nautical 
Almanac and improving the tables of the planets, moon, and stars. At the same time 
this departraent furnishes the ohseivations for determining the time. 

The Nautical Almanac Office of the Naval Observatory computes and prepares foar 
publication the American Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac and its smaller edition 
the Nautical Almanac.

has cognizance over repairs to the same and provides for general maintenance, except 
at the'^naval proving ground, the naval torpedo stations, the naval air statiors, the 
naval training stations, the Naval Academv, the natal iiiagaziiies, naval liospitaD, 
and marine posts; it designs and makes ^tiie estm,aies for the pul lie works ait-r 
consulting as to their operating features with the bmeau or oika c i* a* whose n-c tiiey 
are primarily intended; it has chaige of ail means of transportation, sii rh. as locomo- 
tives, locomotive cranes, ears, derricks, shears, ^motor trucks, and all yc-hiclcs, hopes, 
teams, and necessary operators and teamsters in the navy yaids and natal stations; 
it protddes the furniture for all buildings, except at the naval magazines, hospitals, 
the Naval Academy, and marine posts; it pro\ides clerks for the oiiices C4f the com- 
mandant, captain of the yard, and public works officer. In general, the work of the 
bureau is carried out by commissioned officeis of the Corps of Civil Engineers, 1 nited 
States Navy, whose major duties comprise the construction and maintenance of the

It designs and constructs all turret ammunition hoists, dete^ines 
the requirements of all ammunition hoists, and the method of eoMtractoon of

as del ei mined by that bureau, the designing, constuiction, and installation of inde- 
pendent ammunition hoists, the same to conform to the requiiemenis of the Bureau 
of Oidnance as to power, speed, and control, and the installation of the permanent 
fixtures of all other ammunition hoists and their appurtenances; placing and securing 
armor, placing and securing on board ship to the satisfaction of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance the permanent fixtures of the armament and its accessories as manufactured 
and supplied by that bureau, installing the turret guns, liinet mounts, and turret 
ammimition hoists, and such other mounts as require simultaneous structural work 
in connection mth installation or lemoval; also the designing and installing to the 
satisfaction of the Bureau of Aeronautics all aeronautic accessories that are an Integral 
part of The structure of naval vessels. 

1 1 has chaxge of the docking of ships, and is charged ith the operating and cleaning 
of diy docks. 

Tt is responsible for the care and preservation of ships not in commission. 

It has cognizance of electric launches and other boats supplied with electric motive 
power. 

It has charge of the^ manufacture of anchors and cables, ihe sujmlying and fitting 
of rope,^ cordage, rigging, sails, awnings, and other canvas, and nags and bunting, 
it supplies, trO the satisfaction of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, galley ranges, 
steam cookers, and other permanent galley fittings, and installs and repairs the same. 

It supplies and installs, in consultation with the Bureau of Engineering, all voice 
tubes and means of mechanical signal communications. 

BtlREAtT OF ENGINEERING 

1. The duties of the Bureau of Enganeering comprise ail that relates to designing; 
building, fitting out, and repairing machinery used for the propulsion of naval ships, 
pumns (except motor driven pumps for drainage and for distribution of fresh water 
for ship’s use); steam and electric heaters ; fuel-oil apparatus , distilling apparatus, 
refrigerating apparatus; air compressors (except those requiied for adjusting and 
diving compressors on submarines and for charging torpedoes)* all steam connections 
of ships; and the steam machinery necessary for actuating the apparatus by which 
turrets are turned. 

2. (a) It has cognizance of all that relates to electric generating sets and storage 
batteries; the generation and distribution of electric power on board ship for all 
pill poses ; all means of interior communication, including telephones and telegraphs 
of ail descriptions and mechanical means of interior communication; all methods of 
electric signaling, internal and external; all other electrical apparatus on board ship, 
except gyro compass and anemometer equipment (Bureau of Navigation) ; fixe control 
instruments (Bureau of Ordnance); galley ranges and ovens (Bureau of Construction 
and Repair), Motors and control appliances used to operate machinery xmder 
ilie cognizance of other bureaus .

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall ha'V'e charge ol the upkeep aiid 'Opera- 
tion of all hospitals and of the force employed there; it shall advise with respt'ct to 
all questions connected with hygiene and sanitation aftecting the service, and to this 
end shall have opportunity for necessary inspection; it shall provide for physical 
examinations; it shall pass\ipon the conipetency, from a professional standpoint, of 
ail men in the Hospital Corps for enlistment, em*oIlment, and promotion hy means 
of examinations conducted tinder its supervision, or under forms prescribed "by it: it 
shall recommend^ and hav'e information as to the assignment and duties of all enlisted 
men of the Hospital Corps* it shall recommend to the Bureau of Navigation the com- 
plement of medical officers, dental officers, nurses, and Hospital Corps men for hos- 
pitals and hospital ships, and shall hav*e power to appoint and remove all nurses in 
die Nurse Corps, siijgect to the app'^xval of the Secretary of the Nav'^t. 

Except as otherwise provided for, the duties of the Bureau of ^Medicine and Surgery 
shall include the upkeep and operation of medical supply depots, medical lalWra- 
tories, nav*al hospitals, dispensaries, technical schools for the Medical, Dental, and 
Hospital Corps, and the administration of the Nurse C’orps. 

It shall approv'e the design of hospital ships in so far as relates to tlielr efiieiency 
for the care of the sick and wounded. 

It shall require for all supplies, medicines, and instruments used in the IVledical 
Department of the Nav^^. It shall have control of the preparation, reception, storage, 
care, custody, transfer," and issue of all supplies of ev^'ery kind used in the Medial 
Department for its own purposes. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery is charged with the duty of inspecting the sani- 
tary condition of the Nav’y and maMng recommendations in reference thereto; of advis- 
ing with the department and other bureaus with reference to the sanitary' features of 
sMps under construction and in commission regarding berthing, ventilation, location 
of quarters for the care and treatment of the sick and injured ; of the provisions for the 
care of w'ounded in battle; and, in the case of shore stations, of advising in regard to 
health conditions depending on location, the hygienic construction and care of public 
buildings, especially of barracks and other habitations, such as camps. It shall 
advise in regard to water supplies used for drinking, cooking, and bathing purposes, 
and drainage and the disposal of wastes, so far as these affect the health ot the Nav^y. 
It shall provide for the care of the sick and wounded, the physical examination of 
officers and enlisted men, with a view to the selection or retention of those only whose 
physical condition is such as to maintain or improve the military effi.ciency of the 
service if admitted or retained therein, the management and control ol nav^l hce- 
pitals, and of the internal organization and administration of hospital sMps, the in- 
stmeiion of the personnel of the Hospital Corps and Nurse Corps, and the furmahing of 
all medical and hospital supplies. It shall advise in matters pertaining to clothing 
and food so far as these affect the health of the Nav^. It shall safeguard the per- 
sonnel by the employment of the best methods of hygiene and sanitation, both afloat 
and ashore, with a view to mamtaining the highest possi]>lo percentage of the per- 
sonnel ready for service at all times. It shall adopt for use all such devices or pro- 
cedures as may be developed in the sciences of medicine and surgery wMcffi will in 
any way tend to an increase in military efficiency. All technical schools which are or 
may be established for the education of medical and dental officers or meml^ers 
the Hospital Corps and Nurse C'orps shall be under the supervision and control of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 
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BUM AIT OP SUPPLIES AND ACCOUNTS. 

The duties of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts comprise all that relates to the 
purchase (including the preparation and distribution of scheduleSj proposals, con- 
tracts, and bureau orders and advertisements connected therewith, and the Navy’s 
list of acceptable bidders), reception, storage, care, custody, transfer, shipment, issue 
of and accounting for all supplies and pioperty of the Naval Establishment except 
medical supplies (but including their pm chase) and supplies for the Marine Corps, 

The Paymaster General of the Navy has direction of the naval clothing factoiies 
and their cost of operation. 

He has supervision over requisitions and service covering provisions, clotlnng, and 
canteen stocks; allotments under S. and A. appropriations and the accounting for 
allotments for ships under all appropriations; the preparation and issuance of allowance 
lists tor ships of S. and A. mateiial, the disposition of excess stocks accumulated 
at the vaiTOUs yards and the upkeep of naval supply account stock, he recommends 
to the Bureau of Yards and Docks the intenor airangements of storehouses ashore 
and to the Bureau of Construction and Repair the character of the permanent galley 
fittings and interior storeroom ai rangement of all naval vessels. 

He has direction of the sale of condemned, salvaged, and scrap, or other matenals, 
and the transfer thereof from point to point. 

He procures all coal, fuel oil, and gasoline for Navy use, including expenses of 
transportation, leased storage, and handling the same, and water for all pm poses on 
board naval vessels, and the chaiteiung of merchant vessels for transportation purposes. 

The Paymaster General of the Navy is charged with the procurement and loading of 
cargoes oi supply ships, colhers, and tankers and with the upkeep and operation of 
fueling plants. 

He has charge of all that relates to the supply funds for Navy dishmsing officers 
and the payment for articles and services for which contract and agreements have 
been made by proper authonty. 

The Paymaster General of the Navy is responsible for the keeping of the property 
and money accounts of the Naval Establishment, including accounts of all manufac- 
turing and operating expense at navy yards and stations, the duection of naval cost 
accounting and the audit of property returns fiom ships and stations. 

He prepares the estimates ior the appropriations for freight, fuel, provisions, and 
clothing for the Navy, the maintenance of the supply, accounting, and disbursing 
departments at xia\^ yards and stations, and for the pay of all officers and enlisted 
men of the Navy, 

He originates the details to duty of officers«of the supply corps. 

BUREAU OP AERONAUTICS. 

The duties of the Bureau of Aeronautics comprise all that relates .to designing, 
building, fitting out, and repairing Naval and Marine Corps aircraft, except that 
the bureau recommends to each bm^eau of the Navy Department the nature and 
priority of experimental development and production of aeronautic material under 
that bureau’s cognizance. MTien designs aie to be prepared for new types of aircraft 
the Bureau of Aeronautics has duties, within its cognizance, similar to those assigned 
to other bmeaus of the department. The bureau furnishes information covering all 
aeronautic planmng, operations, and administration that may be necessary to the 
administration of the Navy Department. The bureau makes recommendations to 
the Bureau of Na^ngation for the details of officeis for duty in connection with

BUREAU OF BIOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

^ The Bureau of Biological Survey studies the distribution and habits of native wild 
life, makes biological surveys of areas, and maps the natural life zones of the country; 
investigates the redation of ivild birds and animals to agriculture and stock raising, 
with a view to the control of the harmful and the conservation of the useful species, 
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conducts campaigns for tlie extermination of predatory tvild animals, destriictixe 
Kjdents, and otlier injurious forms; expeiimenta in liir farming, and studies tlie 
diseases to wMch fur beaiers are subject in captit-ury; investigates Alaslvan reiudeei 
management, and administers big game and bird reservations, aiiil i'ederal lavs ivdat- 
ing to migratory game, nongame, and insectivorous birds, to importations oi ioivign 
wild biids and animals, to interstate commerce in wild birds and game, and to Aleskan 
land fui -bearing animals. 

BTJBEAtJ OF PUBLIC ROADS. 

‘Tile Bmeau of Public Roads administers the Federal aid load act, iindei* which the 
Oovernment cooperates with the States in improvement of loads of the Fedeiai aid 
highway system and national forest roads; studies systems oi load management, 
administiation and finance, methods of road construction and maintainance; tests 
road materials; conducts research with its own forces solely and in cooperation with 
colleges, experiment station, and State highway departments to determine the causes 
ot load depieciation and wear and devise better methods of load de.dgn; investi- 
gates methods of land irrigation and drainage; studies farm power pioblems; and 
offers an adidsory service in connection with all matters concerned with the applica- 
tion ot engineering and architectm*al principles to the farm and farm home. 

BUREAU or AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS. 

The Bureau of Markets and Crop Estimates and the Offices of Farm Management 
and Faim Economics were united in one bureau on July 1, 1922, by the act making 
appropriations for the Department of Agriculture for the fiscal year 1923 This 
bureau conducts investigations in the costs of production and marketing, farm organi- 
zation, farm financial relations, farm labor, agiiciiltiiiai history and geography, land 
economics, and the pro})lems of rural life. The bureau also acquires and dissemi- 
nates iufoimation regarding the mai'keting and distri])uting of farm and nonmanu- 
lacinred food products, and collects, compiles, summarizes, interprets, and makes 
public statistical data i elating to agricult uial production. Studies are made of mar- 
keting methods, conditions, and costs, and with regard to the standardization, trans- 
portation, handling, and storage of agricultural products. Demonst rational work is 
conducted in connection with these studies Reports are issued by the bureau 
which contain information on the supply, commercial movement, disposition, and 
market prices of fruits and vegetables, livestock and meats, dairy and poultry 
products, and hay, feed, and seed. Information is also secured and published with 
regard to the supply of and demand for certain agricuitiual products in foreign 
countries. Summaries and analyses covering this information are published in the 
weekly Crops and Markets, and. supplements which eml^ody current statistics relat- 
ing to the acreage, 3 n.eld, condition, and production of crops, numbers of livestock, and 
value oi farm products. Other special reports are issued at intervals, A market in- 
spection service on fruits and vegetables is now available at many of the principal 
producing and receiving cen tern of the country and on butter at five of the principal 
terminal markets. Regulatory work is performed in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the IJnited States cotton futures act, the IJnited States grain standards act, 
the standard container act, and in connection with the administration of the United 
States ivarehouse act. The chief of the bureau acts as liquidating officer of the wool 
section of the War Industiies Board Center Market in the city of Washington is 
also operated by this bureau 

BUREAU OF HOME E<‘ONOMK‘S- 

The Bureau of Home Economics has charge of the in\'estigation of problems con- 
nected with the home. The work is conducted under the following diidsions: Foods 
and nntiition, economic problems of the home, textiles and clothing, housing and 
©(iiiLpment 

BTXET) NITROGEN RESEARCH LABORATORT. 

The principal function of the Fixed Nitrogen Research Laboratory consists in 
conducting researches on melhods of Gxing the nitrogen of the atmosphere for agri- 
cultural, industrial, and military purposes. This includes the improvement of the 
existing processes (cyanamid, haber, arc, and cyanide), the discovery and develop 
ment of new processes, and the study of the transformation of nitrogen compounds 
from one form to another. 

DIVISION OF ACCOUNTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 

This division has charge of the disbursement of public funds appropriated for the 
Department of Agriculture. 
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IrlBRARY. 

The department library contains 168,000 books and pamphlets, including an exten- 
sive collection on agriculture, a laige and representative collection on the sciences 
related to agriculture, and a good collection of standard reference books- Periodicals 
cuiTently received number 3,000. A dictionary catalogue is kept on cards, which 
number about 480,000 The librarian has charge of the foreign mailing lists 

PACKERS ANU STOCKY ARBS ABMINISTRATIO^J 

The Packers and Stockyaids Administration was created under the act of August 
15 , 1921 , known as the ‘'Packeis and stockyards act, 1921, and assists the Secretary 
of Agriculture in the enforcement of that law. 

GRAIN PUTXJRES ABMINISTRATION 

The Giain Futures Administration was created under the act of September 21, 
1922, known as ‘^The grain futures act, and assists the Secretary of Agriculture 
in the enforcement of that law. 

INSECTICIDE AND EUNGICIDE BOARD 

The Insecticide and Fungicide Boaid, created December 22, 1910, assists the Sec- 
retary of Agiiculture in the enforcement of the insecticide act of 1910. 

rnDERAU HORTICULTURAL BOARD 

The Federal Horticultural Board, created August 21, 1912, assists the Secretary of 
Agriculture in the enforcement of the plant quarantine act of August 20, 1912. 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

SECRETARY OP COMMERCE. 

The Secretary of Commerce is charged with the woik of promoting the commerce of 
the United States and its mining, manufacturing, shipping, fishery, and transportation 
interests. His duties also comprise the administration of the Lighthouse Service 
and the aid and protection to shipping thereby^; the taking of the census, and the 
collection and publication of statistical information connected therewith; the making 
of coast and geodetic surveys; the collecting of statistics relating to foreign and do* 
mestic commerce; the inspection of steamboats, and the enforcement of laws relating 
thereto for the protection of life and property; the supervision of the fisheries as ad- 
ministered by the Federal Government; the supervision and control of the Alaskan 
fur-seal, salmon, and other fisheries; the jurisdiction over merchant vessels, their 
registry, licensing, measurement, entry, clearance, transfers, movement of their 
cargoes and passengers, and laws relating thereto, and to seamen of the United States; 
the administration of Federal laws governing radio communication, including the 
licensing and inspection of hi oad casting stations and of apparatus on vessels and the 
licensing of operators; the custody, construction, maintenance, and application of 
standards of weights and measurements; the gathering and supplying of information 
regardingindustiies and markets for the fostering of manufacturing, and the formula- 
tion (in conjunction with the Secretaries of Agriculture and the Treasury^ ol legula- 
tions for the enforcement of the food and drugs act of 1906 and the insecticide act of 
1910. He has power to call upon other departments tor statistical data obtained by 
them. 

For the proper accomplishment of any or all of the aforesaid work, it is by law 
pro\rided that all duties performed , and all the powers and authority possessed or 
ex excised at the date of the creation of said depaitment by the head of any execu- 
tive department in and over any bureau, office, officer, board, branch, or division of 
the public service transferred to said department, or any business arising therefrom 
or pertaining thereto, or in relation to the duties and authority conferred by law 
upon such bureau, office, officer, board, branch, or division of the public service, 
whether of appellate or advisory character or otherwise, are vested in and exercised 
by the Secretary of Commerce. 

The act creating the Department of Labor, approved March 4, 1913, changed the 
name of the Department of Commerce and Labor to the Department of Commerce. 
Under the terms of this act the Bureau of Labor, Bureau of Immigration, Division of 
Naturalization, and Children’s Bureau were detached from the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor and organized as the new Department of Labor. 
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Upon the organizatioii of the Federal Trade Cnmnii'^sion, cieated hy the act 
approved September 26, 1914, the Buieau of Corporations ceased to exist as a buieau 
ot the Depai'tment of Commerce and became a part of the Federal Trade Commission, 
and all pending investigation and proceedings of the former bureau taken over 
by the Federal Trade Commission. 

It is his further duty to make such special investigations and iuiiiisli such liifoi- 
mation to the President or Congress as may be required by them on the foiegoins 
subject matters, and to make annual reports to Congress upon the vork of said 
department. 

ASSISTANT SEGBETARY OF COMMERCE. 

The Assistant Secretary performs such duties as shall be prescribed bv the Secre- 
tary or may be required by law. In the absence of the Secretary he acts as head of 
the department. 

CHEEP CLERK. 

The chief clerk is charged with the general supervision oi the cieiks and employees 
of the department; the enforcement of the general regulations of the depaitmhnt; 
the supervision of the iibiary and the stock and shipping section of the department, 
the care of all vehicles employed; the general supervision of all expeiiduiaes f.om 
the appropriations for contingent expenses and rent; the receipt, distiibution, and 
transmission of the mail, the custody of the department’s seal and the records and 
files of the Secretary’s office; the answering of calls from Congress and elsewhere for 
copies of papers and records; and the discharge of all business of the Secretary’s 
office not otherwise assigned. 

DISBURSINC?- CLERK. 

The disbursing clerk is charged by the Secretary of Commerce with the duty of 
prepaiing all requisitions for advance of public funds fiom appropriations for 
the department of Commeice to disbmsing clerks and special disbursing agents 
charged with tho disbursement of public funds; the keeping of appropriation ledgers 
relating to the advance and expenditure ot all items of appropriations. He "has 
chaige of the issuing, recording, and accounting for Government requests for trans- 
portation issued to officers of the department for official travel ; the audit and payment 
of all vouchers and accounts submitted from the various offices, bureaus, and ser\n.ces 
of the department (except the Coast and Geodetic Survey and those services having 
special disbursing agents) ; and the general accounting of the department. 

APPOINTMENT BIVISION, 

The Chief of the Appointment HHdsion is chaiged by the Secretary of Commerce 
with the supervision of matters relating to appointments, transfers, promotions, 
reductions, removals, and all other changes in the personnel, including applications 
for positions and recommendations concerning the same, and the correspondence 
connected therewith; the preparation and submission to the Secreta^ of all questions 
affecting the personnel of the department in its relations to the civil-service law and 
rulesj the preparation of nominations sent to the Senate and of commissions and 
appointments of all officers and employees of the department; the prep^ation of 
official bonds; tbe compilation of statistics in regard to the personnel, including mate- 
rial for the Official Register, and the custody of oaths of office, records pertaining to 
official bonds, service records of officers and" employees, correspondence and reports 
relating to tbe personnel, reports of bureau officers respecting the efficiency of 
employees, and records relating to leaves of absence, 

DIVISION OF PUBLICATIONS. 

The Chief of the Division of Publications is charged by the Secretary of Commerce 
with the conduct of all business the department transacts with the Government 
Printing Office; the general sujjervision of printing, including the editing and prepara- 
tion of copy, illustrating and binding, the distribution of publications, and the main- 
tenance ot mailing lists The advertising done by the department is in his charge. 
He also keeps a recoid of all expenditures for the publishing work of the department 
and conducts the correspondence it entails 

DIVISION OF SUPPLIES. 

Under the direction of the chief clerk the Chief of the Division of Supplies has per- 
sonal supervision of all the work incident to the purchase and distribution of supplies 
for the department proper and for the services of the department outside of WaiHng- 
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ton, and of the keeping of detailed accounts of all expeuditutes from the approptianoii 

for coiiringeiit expenses of tlie depai’tment He receives, veiifies, and preserves the 
aiiiiiial returns of propeity fioin the offices and bureaus of the department which are 
supidied from the contingent appropriation, and examines and reports on the property 
ret iiTfis of all othei buie^iis and services, 

BUK’EAU (.>F run CENSirS. 

The Bmeau oi the t'ensus takes the decennial census ot the United States, covering 
population OinKiiitiire, man n tact nr es, mines and quarries, and is contiiiiiously 
engaged in the conipiiruion ol othei statistics coveiiug a wide range of subjects. Sta- 
Usncs iegardiug the dependent, defective, and delinquent classes in insntulions; 

de})t, national wealth and taxautni, religious bodies or churches; and trans- 
portation hy watei are compiled eveiy tenth yeai in the peiiod iiitei vening between 
the decennial censuses; and statistics of clectiic light and power plants, electuc rail- 
vaya, telenhones, and telegraphs every fifth yeai. A special census of agricultme is 
taken in iho fifth year following the decennial census, and a census of manufactures is 
taken biennially. Statistics ot births, deaths, mairiages, and divorces, are compiled 
annually-; also financial statistics ol cities and States. At quarterly intervals the 
bureau collects and publishes statistics as to stocks of leaf tobacco in the hands of 
iiianulacturers and dealers. At nionthl^^ intervals statistics are published relating to 
coiTon supply, consumption, and dislribiition, to cottonseed and its products: and at 
approximateb' seiuimfmtlily intervals dining the ginning season reports are issued 
showing the amounts of cotton ginned to specified dates. The bureau also collects 
monthly or quarterly data regarding the production or supply of many other com- 
modities, including hides, slans, leather and leather goods, clotlung, and wool. 

The bureau publishes the monthly Survey of Current Business compiling from 
various sources data regarding the movement of prices,^ stocks on hand, production, 
etc., lor various lines of trade and industry, together with such other available data^ 
as may throw light upon the business situation. 

BUREAU Ol FOREIGN ANU UOMESTrC COMMERCE. 

It is the duty of this bureau to “promote and develop the foreign and domestic 
commerce of the United States ” Included under the obligations with which it is 
charged by virtue of the various funds now being currently allotted to it by Congress 
are such duties as (1) ‘To report upon domestic as well as foreign problems relating to 
production, distribution, and marketing in so far as they relate to the important export 
industries of the United States,” (2) “to investigate and report upon such conditions 
in the manufacturing industries and trade ot foreign countries as may be of interest 
to the United States, ” (3) to piomote American tiade with Europe, Central and South 
America, and the Ear East; (4) ‘To operate and maintain district and cooperative 
offices within the United States,’’ (5) to eniorce the China Trade Act regarding the 
tax exemptionsof American firms doing business in China; (6) to compile and publish 
statistics on foreign trade; (7) to investigate trade restrictions and regulations of foreign 
countiieain relation to American commerce; (S) to piepare and cii'ciilate lists oi avails 
able foreign agents for American firms. 

The bureau maintains commercial attaches abroad whose reports on trade conditions 
and pros;^cts are widely circulated among American firms. There are attaches at 
London, Earis, Berlin, Rome, IMadrid^ Brussels, Copenhagen, The Hague, Athens, 
Bucharest, Prague, Warsaw^, Buenos Aires, Rio de Janeiro, Santiago, Lima, Habana, 
Mexico Cit>^, Peking, and Tokyo. 

There aie also resident trade commissioners ( jumois in lank to comnieicial attaches) 
at Vienna, Riga, Stockholm, Helsingfors, Hambuig, Constantinople, Alexandria, 
Ottawa, Sao Paulo, Monte \udco, San Juan, Johannesbuig, Bogota, Bom}>ay 3 Calcutta, 
Manila^ Batavia, Melbourne, Shanghai, and Canton. 

Use IS made of the consular service, thiough the Department of State, to obtain 
reports on the trade of foreign countries and opportunities for the sale abroad of articles 
prod need in the United States. This material is edited in the bureau and diniu bated 
TO th e commercial public by means of the weekly magazine Commerce Report s, special 
bulietins and pamphlets, and confidential circulars or letters. 

CVjmmerce Ropoits contains authoritative ai tides on all phases of foreign commerce, 
industry, and finance, a special feature being the monthly cable reviews of conditions 
in foreign countiies. Trade information bulletins and annual trade and economic 
leviews of nations and consular districts are issued as supplements to Commerce 
Reports. 

Commodity divisions, manned by technical experts, put the resources of the Gov- 
ernment at the disposal of a number of basic industries in the extension of their foreign 
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uade Ser^dces to the following industries aie in oj>eraTioii. Agiiciiituial im} ^lemenis, 
aiitomotiv'e products, chemicals, coal, electiical equipment^ foodsturfs, hides and 
teather, iron, steel, and hardware, lumber, machinery, minerals, paper, rubber and 
} libber products, shoe and leather maimfactiues, specialties, textiles, and trau3i>oii:a- 
tion. There is close cooperation with committees of trade assoemtions and other 
repiesentatives of American industiy. 

At such times as the need becomes appaieut, the bureau conducts special in vestigi^- 
tioiis into foi eign sources of raw mateiials essential to American industi v, 

Thiee le^ional divisions — ^European, Far Eastern, and Latin Anierican — furnish 
Ijasic inioimation on economic conditions and broad commercial pioblems These 
diAsioos supervise the woik of the bureau’s foreign lepicbcntatives and disseniimite 
data obtained fiom those re]neseniatives, from foieign puhlieatioiis, and othei 

sources. 

In coiiiiection \vi.th its trade-promotion work the bureau liiaiiiialus a Ei\hioii ei 
Forrii:;!! Taiills, where infoimation in regard to custoiiis lailfls and regulations oi 
foreigJi countiies is compiled. The huieaii also fmniriies information con cei n a >g 
patent and trade-mai'k laws of foieign countries, con&ulai re-guLhions, tieatment. 
commercial traveleis and their samples, pm*e food and di laws, vsales oi luxuin i 
consuniption or excise duties, and quality standards ofBciallv established 

A Finance and Investment Division attends to all financial and economic questions 
that aie inlernat tonal in scope and to matters connected with the dotation of loreign 
securities 111 the United States, the investment of American capital abroad, and the 
general aspects of foreign-trade financing. 

Statistical information with respect to United States imports and expoits is leceived 
by the bureau in monthly and quarterly returns from the collectors of customs, showing 
the ai tides imported and exported and the countries from which articles are imported 
and lo which articles are exported. These statistics are printed in monthlv, quarterly, 
and annual publications. 

The Research Di^usion handies the trade statistics of foreign countiies. Thus there 
is concentiation of work on United States and foreign trade statistics in the one bureau. 
The Statistical Alistract of the United States presents in condensed form statements 
regardingthe commerce, pioduction, industries, population, finance, etc., of the 
United States and a statement of the commerce of the principal foreign countiieb 
The Commerce Yearbook comprises a descriptive and statistical summary of industilal, 
commercial, and general economic conditions and developments. 

With leapect to foreign coim tries, information is furnished concerning commercial 
laws and judicial procedure, the taxation of American firms doing business abroad, 
formalities in connection with bankruptcy proceedings, powers of attorney, the 
protesting of drafts, the legal aspects of construction entei prises, agency agreements, 
standardization of bills of exchange, etc. 

An active trade directoiy of business houses and prospective buyers and agents all 
over the world is maintained for the benefit of American manufacturers and exiiorters. 
This directory now contains about 100,000 detailed leports, covering data leqiiired for 
a sales contact. The b urea u also locates, in foreign markets, exporters of such ra w mate- 
rials as are needed by American manufacturers. 

Specific opportunities for the sale of goods abroad and similar matters of this char- 
acter are pi eseuted thinugh Commerce Reports and confidential circulars to those 
American firms, whose names are recorded m the Exporters’ Index. 

The disti ibution woik of the bureau is facilitated by its district offices in Kew York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Detroit, Chicago, Atlanta, New Oileans, Si. Louis, Ban Fran- 
cisco, and Seattle. These offices expedite the distribution of commercial infoimation 
and establish closer relations between Government and private agencies interested 
in the extension of foreign trade. They also aid in the adjustment of disputes; place 
foreign business men in touch with American firms; promote foreign trade educa- 
tion; and help American firms to obtain competent employees. Through anange- 
nients made between district offices of the bureau and radiotelephone stations, foreign 
i rade information from the bureau is broadcast throughout the United S tates. 

Airangements have been made with commercial organizations in other cities for the 
establishment of cooperative branch offices, which seive the same purpose as the 
bureau ’s own district offices. Such cooperative offices have been established in Akron, 
Baltimore, Birmingham, Bridgeport (Conn.), Charleston (S. C.), Chattanooga, Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Dallas, Dayton, El Paso, Erie, Port Worth, Indianap- 
olis, Jacksonville, Los Angeles, I^Llwaukee, Mobile, Muncie, Newai'k (N. J.), Norfolk 
and Newport News, Orange (Tex.), Pensacola,^ Pittsburgh, Portland (Oreg.), 
Providence (R. I.), Richmond, Roch^ter, San Diego, Syracuse, Toledo, Trenton, 
and Worcester. 
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A I)i"^Tsioii of Domestic Oommei ce devotes its attention to tlie stndy^ of mercliandismg 
nietliods, trade movements, and price trends witliin tlie boundaries of the United 
States. 

BUREAU OF ST AND ARBS. 

The Bureau of Biandards is charged by law with the custody of the standards, the 
comparison of the standards with those used in science, industry, technology, com- 
meice, and educational institutions; the construction of standards and of their 
multiples and SLi]>div3sioiis; the testing and ceitification of standard measuring in- 
struments; the solution of problems arising in connection with standards; the de- 
termination of physical constants and properties of materials; and other investigations 
autlioiized ])y Congress. The bureau’s functions may be exercised for the National 
Govtiiiment, State governments, and, subject to reasonable fees, the general public. 
The Bureau of Standaids aids industry directly or through cooperating committees 
to deteimin© tlie best standards of dimension, cxuality, performance, and practice. 
Its unique research and testing facilities are used to discover and evaluate material 
standards and to solve basic technical problems of industrj^. 

The bureau’s work on standaids of measuiement is designed to aid accuracy in 
industry through uniform and correct measures. In this the bureau assists in size 
standardization of containers and products, in promoting systematic inspection of 
trade weights and measures to insure justice in daily trade, and finally to facilitate 
precise research in science and technolog through the standardization of meastiring 
instruments. 

The work of the bureau on the measured numerical data concerning materials 
and energy — that is, standard constants — ^furnishes an exact basis for scientific experi- 
ment and design. These furnisli also the data for the efficient technical control of in- 
dustrial process. 

The bureau’s work on standards of quality includes the specification of the numer- 
ical magnitude of the property’^ or group of properties which determine the quality 
The purpose is to set an attainable standard of quality to assure high utility in the prod- 
ucts of industry ; to fiunish a scientific basis for fair dealing by promoting truthful 
branding and advertising tbroiigh suitable standards and motbods of test. This work 
yields large scale economies by eliminating ineffective materials. 

The bureau likewise develops standards of performance — ^that is, specifications for 
the operative efhciency or accuracy of macliines or devices. These are numerical 
statements of speed, uniformity, durability, output, economy, and other factors 
which together define the net ellicioncy of an appliance or machine. The ultimate 
purpose is to make exact knowledge the basis of the buyer’s choice, to clarify the 
undei standing between maker, seller, buyer, and user as to the operative efficiency 
of appliances and machiijes. An important outcome of this work is that it stimulates 
and measures mechanical progress 

A function of the bureau of very general interest is the development of standards 
of practice — ^that is, collation of data and formulation of codes of practice for pub- 
lic utilities arid other services. These are piepared in cooperation with the technical 
and commercial agencies concerned and i elate to the technical regulation of con- 
Btrnciiou, installation, and operation. They aie necessaiily based upon standards 
of measurement, standards of quality, and standards of peifermance. The purpose 
of such work is to afford a single impersonal standard of performance mutually agreed 
upon by all concerned and clearly defined in measurable terms. Incidentally, it 
insures effective design and installation of service utilities, and promotes safety, 
efficiency, and convenience in such service. 

ron^ress has made special provision for research and testing in specific fields in- 
volved in the five kinds of standards described above. Some examples of such func- 
tions may be cited. 

State weights and measures , — Aid to State governments on technical details of weights 
and measures inspection service, with a view to securing uniformity in weights and 
mcasmres laws and methods of inspection. 

Gauge standardization . — Standardization and testing gauges, screw threads, and 
other length standards required in manufacturing. 

Railroad track scales — Investigation of track scales and other large scales used for 
mteist,ate sliipments and of large scales used by the Government in transactions with 
the public. 

Ihne scales — Investigating mine scales and the conditions and methods used to 
weigh and measure coal in fixing wages due, including investigations of all means for 
insuring accm'acy in weighing and measuring at the mines. 

High tempei'aiures — Investigations of methods of high temperature measurements 
and tempera tuie control in various industrial processes, and making results available 
to industries. 
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Color standardization. — BeTelopnient of color standards and methods of color iiieas- 
Tirement, 'with reference to their use in industrial color standaidization, the specifi- 
cation ^o£ colorants and of piodiiclsin which color is a pertinent piopeitv 

Radio standardization — Investi^^ation and standardization of methods and iostiu- 
ments used in radio communication 

Sound investigations — Investigation of pxinciples of sound and thfdi application to 
military and industrial purposes 

Standard analyzed matet lals — Prepaiation, analysis, and ceittfication of the compo- 
sition of technical niateiials, either of t'VTpdcal composition ox of high puritv, for use 
in checldng the accuracy of scientifie and industrial chemical anaU’-ses and lor testing 
pht^sical measuiing instruments 

JFu e-resist ing propohes -—Investigation of building mateiia'?3 and tli^^ii efficient use, 
and standardization of types of appliances fo^* fire prevention* 

Sbucfiual mafenah — Investigation of stone, clays, cement, and othei stiuctural 
mateiials; the collation and dissemination of scientific and other information as to 
approved methods for^ building stiuctuial units*, formulalhig build Ing codes* and 
researches to promote, improve, and cheapen housing and other constmciion 

Other industrial materials — Development of standards of quality and methods of 
measuiement of textiles, paper, leather, and rubbex 

Tests of materials sucii as varnish, soap, inh, and chemicals, including supplies for 
the Government ser^dee. 

Clay products — Study of clay products, including methods of measurement and 
technical processes used in their manufactiue; study of the properties ol the mateiials 
used in this industry. 

Optical glass — Investigation of problems invoD^ed in production of optical glass 

Metallurgical research — Researches in metals, including foimdry practice, standards 
for metals,* alloys, and sands; their properties and treatment; pieVention of collision; 
development of substitutes for metals; beha\ior of bearing metals; pieparaiion of 
epecili cations, inA'estigation of new processes and methods of conseivation in manu- 
factui’e, investigation of mil way materials and causes of their failui'e 

Testing machines — Opei*ation of testing machines in the determination of physical 
constants and properties of materials 

Standardization of ropes and cables — Determination of the fundamental data required 
by engineers and others regarding internal strains of ropes and cables used in mines, 
eievatois, bridges, rigging, etc*; development of instrum'ents for field use to measure 
stiess and stiaih in advance of rupture; research to improve methods of making such 
rope and cable. 

Sugar standardization. — Development of technical specifications for all grades of 
sugars, involving their standardization and methods of manufacture; standardization 
and piodiictioii of raie and unusual types of sugar’s for medical and other scientific 
uses, determination of fundamental scientific constants; standai'dization and design 
of sugar-testing apparatus, study of technical problems relating to collection of reve- 
nue on sugars; and practical use of results in tests of imported sugars. 

Certification of radioactive materials. — Investigation of radium, radium compounds, 
and other radioactive materials; standard testing and certification of radioactive 
materials. 

A^tandaidizaiion of equipment. — Cooperation with the Government and with engineers 
and maTiufacturers, in formulating standards of performance for instruments, equip- 
ment, tools, and other devices, the testing and inspection of the same, including for- 
mulation of methods of inspection and of laboratory and service testa to insure com- 
pliance with specification for quality and performance, and simplification of varieties 
of products. 

JEngineering instrumeiits . — Development of methods of testing and standardizing 
equij'nienc used in mechanical, hydraulic, and aeronautic engineering, studv of types 
of apparatus and methods of operation, and the establishment of standards of per- 
formance; detex’mination of physical constants involved; scientific research and in- 
vestigation on problems, especially relating to aeronautics. 

Public utilities. — luA^estigation of standards and solution of problems arising in con- 
nection with standards for public utilities, sxich as gas, electric light and power, 
water, telephone, healing, electric railway sejwdce. 

Industrial research. — ^Technical cooperation with the industries upon fundamental 
research to promote industrial development and to assist in the permanent establish- 
ment of new American industries. 

BUREAU OE FISHERIES. 

The work of the Bureau of Fisheries comprises (1) the propagation and salvaging of 
useful food fishes and shellfish, and their distribution to suitable waters ; (2) the inquiry 
into the causes of fluctuations in ahxmdance of food fishes in the lakes, nvers, and 
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coast waters of tlie United States, tlie development of methods of liusbanding these 
msoiu'ces including improvements^ in methods of hsh culture, and the investigation 
of the hshing* grounds of the Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific coasts, vdth the view of deter- 
mining their food resimrces and the development of the commeiciaijisheries: (3) the 
study of the methods of the hsheiies and ot the preservation, utilization, and mer 
chandising of fisheries products, and the collection and compilation of statistics of the 
fisheiies, (4) the administration of the salmon fisheries of Alaska, the fur seal herd on 
the Pribiiof Islands, and the care of the native inhabitants of those islands; (5 ) adminis- 
tration of the law for the protection of sponges off the coast of Floiida, 

BTJRlEAir OF niGHTITOUSES. 

The United States Lighthouse Service is charged wiih the establishment and 
maintenance of aids to na^dgation, and with all equipment and work incident thereto, 
on the sea and lake coasts oi the United States, and on the rivers of the United States 
so far as specifically authorized by law, and on the coasts of all other territory under 
the juiisdiction of the United States, with the exception of the Philippine Islands 
and Panama, 

The bureau publishes Light Lists and Buoy Lists, giving information legarding 
all aids to navigation maintained by the Lighthouse Service; it also publishes each 
week, jointly with the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Notices to Mariners, giidng the 
changes in lights, buoys, etc. 

COAST AND GEODETIC SURVEY. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey is charged with the survey of the coasts of the 
United States and coasts under the jurisdiction thereof and the publication of charts 
covering said coasts. ^ This includes base measure, triangulation, topography, and 
hydrography along said coasts; the survey of rivers to the head of tidewater or ship 
navigation; deep-sea soundings, temperature, and current observations along said 
coasts and through out_ the Gulf and Japan streams; magnetic observations and re- 
searches, and the publication of maps showing the variations of terrestrial magnetism; 
gravity research; determination of heights; the determination of geographic positions 
by astronomic observations for latitude, longitude, and azimuth, and by triangulation, 
to furnish reference points for State surveys. 

The results obtained are published in annual leports and in special publications, 
charts upon various scales, including sailing charts, general charts of the coast, and 
harbor charts; tide tables issued annually in advance; Coast Pilots, with sailing 
directions covering the navigable waters; Notices to Mariners (published jointly by 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and Bureau of Lighthouses) , issued weekly and contain- 
ing current information necessary for safe navigation ; catalogues of charts and publi” 
cations; and such other special publications as may be required to carry out 
organic law governing the survey. 

BUREAU OF NAVIGATION, 

The Bureau of Navigation is charged with general superintendence of the com- 
mercial marine and merchant seamen of the united States, except so far as super- 
vision is lodged with other offic‘ers of the Government. It is specially charged with 
the decision of all questions relating to the issue of registers, enrollments, and licenses 
of vessels and the filing of those documents, with the supervision of laws relating 
u> the admeasurement, letters, and numbers of vessels, and with the final decision of 
questions concerning the collection and refund of tonnage taxes. It is empowered to 
change the names of vessels, and prepares annually a list of vessels of the United 
States. ^ The commissioner also investigates the operation of the laws relative to 
navigation, and annually repoits to the Secretary of Commerce such particulars aa 
may in Ms judgment admit of improvement or require amendment. 

In addition to the above statutory duties the bureau is charged, under direction 
of the Secretary of Commerce, with the enforcement, _ through collectors and sur- 
veyors of <mstoms and radio inspectors, of the navigation and steamboat inspection 
laws, and the lawsgovenmg radio communication, and the consideration of action to 
be taken on fines, penalties, and forfeitures incurred under those laws; administrative 
examination of accounts of collectors, surveyors of customs, and shipping commis- 
sioners covering fines, penalties, and forfeitures; services to vessels; navigation fees; 
founts collected on account of decease of passengers, tonnage-tax collections, refunds; 
shipment and discharge of seamen, etc. 
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STEAMBOAT INSPECTION SERVICE. 

The Steamboat Inspection Ser^nce is charged with the duty of inspecting vessels, 
the licensing of the oi]it‘ers of vessels, and the administration of the laws iclanng to 
biich vessels and their officois for the protection of life and property. 

The blue prints or drawings of water tube and coil boilers used in A’cssels of the 
American merchant marine aie passed upon by the hoard of supervising inspectors, 
w'hile designs of marine boilers of other types are passed upon by the local inspectors 
having oiigmal jinisdictioii. All material subject to tensile strain used in the con- 
stniciaon of marme boileis is requiied to be tested by ah inspector of the Sttiiiiihoal 
hispection Service, so tha,t not only is the matoiial but the design of a boiler under 
the closest scrutiny. The inspec tors of hulls look after the examination of the hulls 
of A essels and of life-saiing equipment, such as life-preseiwers, lifeboats, life rafts, 
dai'its, etc., and once at least in each year vessels of the American merchant marine 
a^e required by law to be inspected by the Steamboat Inspection Sendee, and ex- 
tm*bion steamers are reinspected not less than three times dming the year in addition 
Lo the ri‘gular annual inspection. The local inspectors are the officers who exaiinne 
applicants for licenses for the deck depaitment and engineer department of merchant 
ships. These examinations are conducted frequently, and at such times as to be 
most convenient to the applicants for licenses, and, as the result of this close super- 
vision over the licensing of officers, a vmry high standard is maintained. The Steam- 
boat Inspection Service also is required by law to certificate the able seamen who 
form the crew of merchant vessels, and the inspectors of the service, together with 
other Government officers especially detailed for that purpose, also certificate the life- 
boat men. ^ Not the least important of the work of the local inspectois is the investi- 
gation of violations of the steamboat inspection law^s. In such instance's the boards 
of local inspectors have quasi judicial authority, and these boards have conferred upon 
them the authority and the right to suspend or revoke the licenses of officers who have 
been found guilty of iTLoiating these laws, negligence, inattention to duty, etc 

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 


THE SECRETARY OF LABOR. 

The Secretary of Labor is charged with the duty of fostering, promoting, and devel- 
oping the welfare of the wage earners of the IJmted States, improving their woiking 
conditions, and advancing their opportumties for profitable employmenl. He has 
pmver under the law to act as mediator and to appoint commissionei s of conciliation 
lu labor disputes whenever in his judgment the interests of industrial peacm may 
require it to be done. He has authority to diiect the collecting and collating of full 
and complete statistics of the conditions of labor and the pi od nets and distinhurion of 
the products of the same and to call upon other departments of the Governmc nt for 
statistical data and results obtained by them and to collate, aiTange, and publish such 
statistical information so obtained in such manner as to Mm may seem wise. His 
duties also comprise the gathering and publication of information regarding labor 
interests and labor controversies in this and other countries; the supervision of the^ 
immigration of aliens, and the enforcement of the laws relating thereto,^ and to the 
exclusion of Chinese; the direction of tlie administration of the naturanzation law^s 
the direction of the work of investigating all matters pertaining to the welfare of chil- 
dren and cMld life and to cause to be published such results of these inv^estigations 
as he may deem wise and ai>propriate. 

The law creating the Bepartment of Labor provides that all duties perioimed and 
all power and authority possessed or exercised by the head of any executive depart- 
ment at the time of the passage of the said law, in and over any bm-eaii, office, officer, 
hoard, bianch, or division of the public service by said act transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Labor, or any business arising^ therefrom or pertaining thereto, or in relation 
to the duties performed by and authority conferred by law upon such bureau, offii^cer, 
office, board, branch, or division of the puhhc ser\nce, whether of an appellate pr 
advisory character or otherwise, are vested in and exercised by the head of the said 
Department of Labor. The Secretary of Labor is also given authority and directed 
to investigate and report to Congress a plan of coordination of the -activitieB, duties, 
and powers of the office of the Secretary of Labor with the activities, duties, and 
powers of the present bureaus, commissions, and departments, so fer as they relate to 
labor and its conditions, in order to haimonize and unify such activities, duties, and 
powers, with a view to additional legislation to further define the duties and powers 
of the Department of Labor, and to make such special investi^tions and reports to the 
President or Congress as may be required by them or wMch he may deem necessary , 
and to report annually to Congress upon the work of the Department of Labor. 
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ASSISTANT SEORSTARY OP LABOR 

The Assistant Secretary perfoims such duties as shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary or may be required by law He becomes the Acting Secretary of Labor in the 
absence of the Secretaiy 

SECOND ASSISTANT SECRETARY OP LABOR 

The Second Assistant Secietaiy performs such duties as shall be prescribed by the 
Secretaiy or may be required by law, he becomes acting Secretary of Labor ih the 
absence of the Secietaiy and Assistant Secretary 

CHIEP CLERK 

The chief clerk is charged with the general supervision of the clerks and employees 
of the department; the enforcement of the general regulations of the department; the 
supermtendency of all buildings occupied by the department in the Distiici of Co- 
lumbia; the general supervision of all expenditures from the appropriations for con- 
tingent expenses, printing and ]>mding, and rents, the receipt, distribution, and 
transmission of the mail, and the discharge of all busmess of the Secretaires office 
not otherwise assigned 

DISBURSING CLERK 

The disbursing clerk is chaiged by the Secietary of Labor with the duty of prepar- 
ing ail requisitions for the advance of public funds from appropriations for the Depart- 
ment of Labor to disbursing clerks and special disbursing agents chaiged with the 
disbursement of public funds; the keeping of appropriation ledgers relating to the 
advance and expenditm^e of all items of appropnalions He has charge of the issu- 
ing, recording, and accounting for G-overnment requests for transportation issued to 
officers of the department for official travel; the audit and payment of all vouchers 
and accounts submitted from the various offices, bureaus, and services of the dopait- 
ment; tlie general accounting of the department; and tlie accounting for all iiatuiaiiza- 
tion receipts received under the pro\rLsions of the act of June 29, 19^06 

APPOINTMENT CLERK 

The appointment clerk has charge of all clerical work incident to appointments 
which are made under the jurisdiction of the department He is also the custodian 
of oaths of office, bonds of officers, peisonnel files, retirement records, and efficiency 
reports. 

DITISION OP PUBLICATIONS AND SUPPLIES 

The Chief of the Division of Publications and Supplies is charged by the Secretary 
of Labor with the conduct of all business the department transacts with the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office and the correspondence it entails, the general supervision 
of printing, including the editing and prepaiation of copy, illustrating and binding, 
the distribution of publications, and the maintenance of mailing lists All blank 
books and blank forms and the printed stationery of all kinds used by the bureaus 
and offices of the department in Washington and the various outside services ot the 
depaitment are supplied by him. The advertising done by the department is in his 
charge. Under the direction of the chief clerk he has supervision of all the work 
incident to the pin chase and distribution of supplies ioi the department propei and 
for the services of the department outside of Washington and of the keepmg of detailed 
accounts of all expendituies fiom the appropriations for contingent expenses and 
printing and binding of the department He receives, verifies, and pieserves the 
semiannual returns of property from the offices and bureaus of the department which 
are supplied from the contingent appropriation, and examines and reports on the 
semiannual property returns of all other bureaus and services 

BUREAU OP LABOR STATISTICS. 

The Ihireaii of Labor Statistics is charged with the duty of acquiring and diffusing 
^ong the people of the United States useful information on subjects connected with 
labor in the most general and comprehensive sense of that word, and especially upon 
its reffitions to capital, the hours of labor, the earnings of laboring men and women, 
and we means of promoting their material, social, intellectual, and moral prosperity 
^ it 38 especially charged to investigate the causes of and facts relating to controver- 
sies and disputes between employers and employees as they may occur, and which 
may happen to interfere with the welfare of the people of the several States 
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It is also authorized, by act of March 2. 1895, to publish a bulletin on the condition 

of labor in this and other countries, condensations of State and foreign labor repoi-ts, 
facts as to conditions oi employment, and such other facts as may be deemed of value 
to the industrial interests of the TJmted States This bulletin is issued in a number of 
senes, each dealing with a single subject or closely related gioup of subjects, and the 
bulletin is published at irregular intervals as matter becomes available for publication 

By the act to provide a government for the Territory of Hawaii, as amended, it is 
made the duty of the bureau to collect and piesent in quinquennial reports statistical 
details relating to all departments of labor in the Territory of Hawaii, especially those 
statistics which relate to the commercial, industrial, social, educational, and sanitary 
condition of the laboring classes 

BUREAU OP IMMIGRATION- 

The Bureau of Immigration is chaiged with the administration of the laws relating 
to immigration and of the Chinese exclusion laws It supervises all expenditures 
tindei the appropriation foi ^'Expenses of regulating immigration ” It causes alleged 
violations of the immigration, Chinese exclusion, and alien contract labor laws to be 
investigated, and when prosecution is deemed advisable submits eiddence for that 
purpose to the proper United States district attorney. 

children’s bureau. 

The act establishing the bureau provides that it shall investigate and report upon 
all matters pertaining to the welfare of children and child life among all classes of our 
people, and shall especially investigate the questions of infant mortality, the birth 
rate, orphanage, juvenile courts, desertion, dangerous occupations, accidents, and 
diseases of children, employment, and legislation affecting children in the several 
Stales and Territories The buieau is also empowered to jiubiish the results of these 
investigations in such manner and to such extent as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of Labor. The bureau is charged with the Federal administration of 'the 
Sheppard-Towner Act for the promotion of the welfare and hygiene of maternity 
and infancy. Under this act the Federal and State G-overnments are cooperating 
in their efforts to reduce maternal and infant mortahty, 

BUREAU OP NATURALIZATION. 

The act approved March 4, 1913, creating the Department of Labor, pro\dded a 
Bureau of Naturalization, and that the Commissioner of Naturalization, or, in his 
absence, the Deputy Commissioner of Naturahzation, shall he the administrative 
officer m charge of the Bureau of Naturalization and of the administration of the natu- 
ralization laws under the immediate direction of the Secretaiy of Labor Under the 
provisions of the act of Jime 29, 1906, naturalization jurisdiction was conferred ui>on 
approximately 3,500 United States and State courts. The duties of the Bureau of 
Naturalization are to supervise the work of these courts in naturalization matters, to 
require an accounting from the clerks of courts for all naturalization fees collected 
by them, examine and audit these accounts, deposit them in the Treasury of the 
United States through the disbursing clerk of the department, and render an account- 
ing therefor quarterly to the Auditor for the State and other Departments, to conduct 
all correspondence relating to naturalization, and, through its field officers located 
in various cities of the United States, to investigate the qualifications of the candi- 
dates for citizenshiji and represent the Government at the hearings of petitions for 
naturalization In its administration of the naturalization laws the bureau obtains 
the cooperation of the public school authorities throughout the United States, receives 
reports therefrom of courses in citizenship instruction, and, acting as a clearing house 
of information on civic instruction, it disseminates the information received through- 
out the public-school system. It stimulates the preparation of candidates for citi- 
zenship for their new responsibilities by bringing them into contact at the earhest 
moment with the Americanizing influences of the public-school system, and thereby 
contributes to the elevation of citizenship standards. In the archives of the bureau 
are filed duplicates of all certificates of naturalization granted smce September 26, 
1906, as well as the preliminary papers of all candidates for citizenship filed since 
that date 

women’s bureau 

This bureau was established as a statutory bureau under act of June 5, 1920, ‘ ‘An act 
to establish in the Department of Labor a bureau to be known as the Women’s Bureau ” 
Its functions are to formulate standards and policies to promote the welfare of wage-

earning women, to improve their working conditions, increase their efficiency, and 
advance their opportunity for piohtable emplo 3 ?’ment. The bureau has authority to 
investigate and report to the department upon all matters pertaining to the welfare 
of women in industry The director of the bureau publishes the results of these inves- 
tigations in the manner and to such extent as the Secretary of Labor may pi escribe. 

This bureau, formerly known as the Women in Industry Service, organized in July, 
1918, was established by an appropriation in the act providing for the sundbry ci\ll ex- 
penses of the Government for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, its function being to 
serve as a policy-forming and ad^dsory body during the war emergenc^^ whose special 
duty was to develop in the industries of the country policies and methods foi the most 
effective use of women’s services in pi eduction, and safeguarding such emplovment 
from injmuous conditions^ This ser\dce was continued appropriation duiing the 
following year and until it became a statutory?- bureau bj’- the act of Congress above 
quoted 

UNITED STATES EMPLOYMENT SERVICE. 

The purpose of the United States Employment Ser%dce is to foster, promote, and 
develop the welfare of the wage earners of the United States by so conser\ang and 
distributing their industnal activities as to impro^’•e their woiking conditions and 
advance their opportunities for profitable employment, in harmony with the general 
good, with the necessities of war, with the just interests of employeis, and with the 
developpaent in piactice of the recognized principle of a common responsibility for 
production and a common interest in distribution. 


JOINT COMMITTEE ON PRINTING. 

The Joint Committee on Printing, consisting of three members of the Senate and 
three Members of the House of Representatives, was created by the act of August 3 
1846, and its prmcipal duties are set forth in the printing act approved January 12^ 
189fi* That act gave the committee authority “ to remedy any neglect or delay in 
the pubhc printing and binding.” This authority was extended by section 11 of 
public act No. 314, Sixty -fifth Congiess, empowering the committee '' to adopt and 
employ such measures as, in its discretion, may be deemed necessary to remedy any 
neglect, delay, duplication, or waste in the public printing and binding and the dis- 
tribution of Government publications.” 

The act of 1895 pro vioes that the committee “ shall have control of the arrange- 
ment and style of the Congressional Record, and, while providing that it shall be 
substantially a verbatim report of proceedings, shall take all needed action for the 
reduction of unnecessary bulk.” The committee is also authorized to provide for 
the publication of an index to the Record. The Congressional Directory, addresses 
on deceased Senators and Members, statue proceedings, and similar publications are 
pr^ared under the direction of the committee. The Superintendent of Documents 
publishes the index of public documents upon a plan approved by the committee 
and indexes such single volumes as it shall direct. 

The committee is directed by law to establish rules and regulations for the print- 
ing of documents and reports in two or more editions. Orders for subsequent 
editions after two years from date of original older must receive its approval The 
committee directs whether extra copies of documents and reports shall be bound 
in paper or cloth, and prescribes the arrangement and binding of documents for 
depository libraries. 

The cost of printing any document or report which can not be properly charged to 
any other appropriation may, upon order of the committee, be charged to the con- 
gressional allotment. ^ 

order additional copies printed of Government publications 
within a limit of $200 in cost in any one instance. 

The act of 1895 also provides that the committee shall exercise the following func- 
tions in regard to the purchase of paper for the public printing and bindii&. Fix 
upon standards of quality receive proposals and award contracts therefor, appoint 
a member of the board of paper inspection, determine differences of opinion as to 
and authorize open-market purchases. 

Ihe Public Printer is required by law to advertise for bids for material, other than 
paper, under the direction of the committee, and to make a return to it on all such 
contracts awarded by him. The committee may authorize the Public Printer to 
open-market purchases of material, and, by resolution, it has required 
approval on all purchases*of machinery and equipment in excess of 
$1,000 in any one instance. 

Maps and illustration plates for Government publications are purchased under the 
airection oi the committee whenever the probable cost exceeds $1,200; or, whenever 
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the exigencies of the public eer^rice do not justify advertisement, the committee may 
authorize immediate contracts for lithographing and engra^dng. 

Printing for the Patent Office is required by law to be done under such regulations 
and conditions as the committee may presciibe. 

Section 11 of public act No. 314, Sixty-fifth Oongi'ess, requires all printing, binding, 
and blank-book work for the Government to be done at the Government Printing Office, 
except such classes of work as shall be deemed by the Joint Committee on Printing to 
be urgent or necessaiy to have done elsewhere than in the District of Columbia for the 
exclusive use of any field sei\'ice outside of said District. 

THE SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION. 

The Smithsonian Institution was created by act of Congress in 1846, under the 
terms of the will of James Smithson, an Englishman, who in 1S26 bequeathed his 
fortune to the United States to found, at Washington, under the name of the Smith- 
sonian Institution,” an establishment for the "Uncrease and diPusion of knowledge 
among men.” The Institution is legally an establishment, haiung as its members the 
President of the United States, the Vice President, the Chief Justice, and the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. It is governed by a Board of Regents consisting of the Vice President, 
the Chief Justice, three Members of the United States Senate, three Members of the 
BToiise of Representatives, and six citizens of the United States appointed by joint 
resolution of Congress. The Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution is its executive 
officer and the director of its activities. 

Through the Hodgkins fund, the income of $100,000 of which is for the increase and 
diffusion of knowledge in regard to the nature and properties of atmospheric air in 
connection with the welfare of man, grants have been made, publications issued, and 
medals and prizes awarded. 

The Institution, in cooperation with the Library of Congress, maintains a scientific 
library which numliers 366,000 volumes, consisting mainly of the transactions of 
learned societies and scientific periodicals. 

UNTTED STATES NATIONAL MUSEUM. 

The United States National Museum is the depository of the national collections. 
It is especially rich in the natural history of America, including^ zoology, botany, 
geology, paleontology, archeology, and ethnology, and has extensive series relating 
to the arts and industries, the fine arts, and American history. Under “history” 
is included the World War collections which have been accumulated with the coopera- 
tion of the War and Navy Departments. This collection embraces at the present 
time between forty and fifty thousand objects, such as field guns, machine guns, small 
arms, tanks, trucks, airplanes and accessories, models of naval vessels, uniforms and 
insignia of all lands of the United States soldier and the Allies, engineering and medical 
apparatus, and a large collection of captured material of many of the above classes. 

NATIONAL GALLEHY OF AKT. 

The National Gallery of Art contains the George P. Marsh collection of etchings, 
engravings, and books on art, the Charles L. Freer collection, comprising numerous 
paintings, etchings, etc. , by Whistler and other American artists, and many examples 
of Japanese and Chinese art; the Harriet Lane Johnston collection, including a number 
of portraits by British masters, the Ralph Cross Johnson collection of pamtii^s by 
Italian, French, English, Flemish, and Dutch mastc^rs, and the William T. Evans 
collection of paintings by contemporary American artists 

INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE SERVICE. 

The International Exchange Service is the agency of the United States Government 
for the exchange of scientific, literary, and governmental publications with foreign 
Governments, institutions, and investigators. It receives and dispatches about 
600,000 pounds of printed matter annually. 

BUREAU OF AMERICAN ETHNOLOGY. 

The Bureau of American Ethnology is engaged in the collection and publication 
of information relating to the AmeHcan Indians and the natives of Hawaii. 
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ASTROPHYSICAL OBSERVATORY. 

The Astrophysical Observatory invesmgates solar radiation and other solar phe- 
nomena, The work of this observatory is carried on partly in Washington and partly 
at stations on Mount Wilson, in California, Mount Harqua Hala, near Wenden, in 
Arizona; and on Mount Montezuma, near Caiama, Chile. 

NATIONAL ZOOLOOICAL PARK. 

The Xational Zoological Park has an area of 175 acres, and is located in the Rock 
Creek Valley, 2 miles north of the center of Washington. Its collection comprises 
about 1 ,800 animals. 


INTERNATIONAL CATALOGUE OF SCIENTIFIC LITERATURE. 

The International Catalogue of Scientific Literature publishes an annual classified 
index to the literature of science. The organization consists of a central bureau in 
London and 33 regional bureaus established in, and supported by, the principal 
countries of the world. That for the United States is supported by an annual appro- 
priation from Congress, administered by the Smithsonian Institution. 

THE PAN AMERICAN UNION. 


(Formerly Intel national Bureau of American Bepublies.) 

^ The Pan American Umon is the official international organization of all the Repub- 
lics of the Western Hemisphere, founded and maintained by them for the purpose of 
©^changing mutually useful imformation and fostering commerce, intercourse, hiend- 
ship, and peace. It is supported through their joint contributions, each nation 


annually paying that part of the budget of expenses which its population bears to the 
total population of all the Republics. Its general control is vested in a governing 
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board made up of the diplomatic representatives in Washington of all the Latin- 
.A^erican Governments and the Secretary of State of the United States. Its executive 
officers are a Director General and an Assistant Director, elected by the board. They 
in turn are assisted by a trained staff of editors, statisticians, compilers, trade experts, 
translators, Ubrarians,^ and clerks. It is stidctly international in its scope, purpose, and 
conteol, and each nation has equal authority in its administration. Its activities and 
facilities include the following: Publication in English, Spamsh, Portuguese, with sepa- 
rate editions, of an illustrated monthly bulletin, which is a record of the progress of all 
the Republics; publication of handbooks, descriptive pamphlets, commercial state- 
n^nts, rnaps, Rnd special reports relating to each country, correspondence covering all 
phases of Pan American activities; distribution of every variety of information helpful 
in the promotipn of Pan American commerce, acquaintance, cooperation, and solidarity 
of interests. It also sets the date, selects the place of meeting, and prepares the pro- 
grams ior the International Conferences of the American States known as the Pan Amer- 
ican C qnferences, and is custodian of their archives. Its library, known as the Columbus 
Memorial Library, contains nearly 53,000 volumes, including the official publications, 
documents, and laws of all the Republics, together with a large collection of maps. 
J he L nion also possesses a collection of more than 25,000 photographs, lantern slides, 
and negatiA^es. Its reading room has upon its tables the representatiA^e magazines and 
newspapers of Latin America. Both are open to the public for consultation and stiidy. 
it occupies and owns buildings and grounds facing SeA^enteenth Street, between B and 
G ^eets OA^erlooking Potomac Park on the south and the White House Park on the 
east, these buildings and grounds, representing an outlay of $1,100,000, of which 
Mr Andrew Carnegie contributed $850,000 and the American Republics $250,000, are 
aeaicama lOTeA^er to the use of the Pan American Union as an international organiza- 
tion. The Pan American Union was founded in 1890, under the name of the Inter- 
national Bureau of American Republics, in accordance with the action of the First 
Pan American Conference, held in Washington in 1889-90 and presided over by 
J^es G. Blaine, then Secretary of State, It was reorganized in 1907 by action of the 
Third ^n American Gorderence, held in Rio de Janeiro in 1906, and upon the initia- 
taye of Ehhu Root, then Secretary of State. At the fourth conference, held at Buenos

• American Umon. The fifth conference, held at Santiago, Chile, 

m 1923 considerably enlarged the functions of the Pan American Union. All com- 
WaSiS^n® addressed to the Director General, Pan American Union, 
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GENERAL ACCOUNTING OFFICE, 

The Comptroller General of the United States is charged by law with the settle- 
ment and adjustment, independently of the executive departments, of all claims and 
demands whatever by the Goveimment of the United States or against it, and ail 
accoimts whatever in which the Government of the United States is concerned, 
either as debtor or creditor, and is vested with all powers and duties preidouslv con- 
ferred or imposed by law upon the former Comptroller of the Treasury and the six 
Auditors of the Treasmy Department, also with the duty of keeping the personal ledger 
accoimts of disbursing and collectmg olHicers: of reporting to (bngress delinquency 
in rendering accounts, and of certifving balances, which are final and conclusive, 
upon the executive liranch of the Government. lie may proiude for payment of 
accounts or claims adjusted and settled in the General Accounting Office, through 
disbm*siiig officers of the several departments and establishments instead of by warrant, 
and prescribes the forms, systems, and procedure for administrative apxiropriation 
and fund accounting in the several departments and establishments and for the admin- 
istrative examination of fiscal officers’ accounts and claims, reporting to Congress upon 
the adequacy and efficiency of such administrative examination.^ He appoints 
and removes" attorneys and other emplovees in the General Accounting Office, they 
pel forming such duties as may be assigned to them by him, all official acts pei formed 
by them, when specially designated therefor by the Comptroller General, having the 
B^ne foice and eiiect as though performed bv the Comptroller General in person. 
He makes such rules and regulations as may he necessary for carr^fing on the work of 
the General Accounting Office, including those for the admission of attorneys to 
practice before it, and furnishes, iindei rlie seal of said office for use as eifidence, 
copies of records from books and proceedings theieof in accordance with sections 
882 and SS6 of the K,evised Statiites. 

Upon the application of disbuising officers, the head of an^’ execiitive department 
or other indeijendent establishment not under any of the executive departments, 
the Coniptroiier Geneial is required to render his advance decision upon any question 
involving a payment to be made by them or under them, which decision when 
rendered governs in the settlement of the account invobfing the payment inquired 
about He reiuews, on his own motion, any settled account when in the interest of 
the United States to do so He superintends the recovery of all debts finally certified 
by audited settlements to be due the United States exclusive of those arising under 
the Postal Serffice, and the pieservation of all accoimts, with their vouchers, etc,, 
which have been finally adjusted, and coimtersigns all wai rants authorized bj^ law 
to be signed by the Secretary of the Treasmy. 

It is also the duty of the Comptroller General to investigate at the seat of govern- 
ment or elsewheie ail matters relating to the receipt, disbursement, and application 
of public funds and to make recommendations to the President, when requested by 
him, and to (Jongress concernmg legislation necessary to facihtaie the prompt and 
accurate rendition and settlement of accounts, and concerning such other matters as 
he may deem advisable in regard^ to the receipt, disbursement, and application of 
public funds and economy or efficiency in public expenditures ‘ He makes investi- 
gations for Congress as to revenue, appropriations, and expenditures, furnishing 
assistants from ms office to Congress for that purpose, and speciallv reports to Congress 
every expenditure or contract made hv any department or establishment in any 
year in violation of law. He also reports to 'Congress upon the adequacy and effec- 
tiveness of departmental inspection of the offices and accounts of fiscal officers, and, 
m accordance with law, has access to and examines any books, docurnents, papers, 
or records, except those pertaining to certain funds for purposes of intercourse or 
treaty with foreign nations, of all departments and establishments for the purpose of 
securing from time to time information regarding the powers,^ duties, activities, 
organization, financial transactions, and methods of business of Iheii* respective offices. 
It is also his duty to furnish to the Bureau of the Budget such information relating to 
expenditures and accounting as it may request fiom lime to time. 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION- 

The original act to regulate commerce, approved February 4, 1887, proxfided for a 
commission consisting of five members By various amendatory and supplemental 
enactments the powers of the commission have been increased and the scope of the 
regulating statute materially widened Among the more important of these enact- 
ments are the acts of March 2, 1889; the Elkins Act, approved February 19, 1903; the 
Hepburn Act, approved June 29, 1906; the Mann-ElMns Act of Jime 18, 1910; the 
acts of August 24, 1912, aud May 29 and August 9, 1917; and the transportation act, 
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1920. Tlie number of commissioners was increased, undei the acfc of June 29, 1906, to 
7 members; under the act of August 9, 1917, to 9 members, and under the transporta- 
tion act, 1920, to II members 

The commission appoints a secietai*y (who is its general administrative and execu- 
tive officer), an assistant secretary, a chief counsel, and such attorneys, examiners, 
special agents, and clerics as aie necessary to the proper performance of its duties. 

The act to regulate commeice applies to all common carriers engaged in the trans- 
portation of oil or other commodities, except watei, and except natural or artificial 
gas, by means of pipe lines, or partly by pipe lines and partly by railroad, or partly 
by pipe lines and partly by water, and to telegraph, telephone, and cable companies 
(whether wiie or ivireless) engaged in sending messages fiom one State, Territory, or 
District of the United States to any other State, Territor\% or Distiict of the United 
States, or to any foreign country, and to common carriers engaged in interstate trans- 
portation of passengers or property wholly by railroad (or partly by railroad and partly 
by watei when both are used under a common control, management, or arrangement 
for a continuous carriage or shipment), also to express companies and sleeping-car 
companies, to bridges, femes, car floats, and lighters, and all terminal and lians- 
portation facilities used or necessary in the interstate transportation of persons and 
property, and all instrumentalities and facilities used in connection with the trans- 
mission of intelligence and messages bv the use of electric energv 

The act to regulate commerce requires all rates to be just and reasonable and pro- 
hibits unjust discrimination and undue or unreasonable preference or advantage in 
tiansportation lates or facilities As amended by the transportation act, 1920, the 
act pro'\ddes that whenever in any investigation, including one instituted upon peti- 
tion of the carriers concerned, there shall be brought in issue any rate, fare, charge, 
classification, regulation, or practice made or imposed by any State authority, or by 
the President, during the period of Federal control, the authorities of the State or 
States interested must be notified of the hearings in such cases, and the commis- 
sion may confer and hold joint hearings with the authorities of the interested States. 
If, after hearing, the commission finds such rate, fare, charge, classification, regula- 
tion, or practice causes undue or unreasonable advantage, preference, or prejudice 
as between persons or localities in intrastate commerce on the one hand and interstate 
or foreign commerce on the other hand, or any undue, unreasonable, or unjust dis- 
crimination against interstate or foreign commerce which is forbidden, it is authorized 
to prescribe the rate, fare, or charge, or the maximum or minimum, or maximum and 
minimum, thereafter to be chargea, and the classification, regulation, “or practice 
thereafter to be observed, in such manner as, in its judgment, will remove such 
advantage, preference, prejudice, or discrimination 

The act as amended prohibits the charging of a higher rate for a shorter than for a 
longer haul over the same line in the same direction, the shorter being included 
within the longer haul, or the^ charging of any greater compensation as a through 
route than the aggregate of the intermediate rates subject to the act It is provided, 
however, that the commission may, in special cases, after investigation, authorize 
carriers to charge less for longer than for shorter distances, and from time to time 
prescribe the extent to which such carriers may be relieved, subject, however, to 
the further pro^fiso that in so doing the commission shall not permit the establish- 
ment of any charge to or from the more distant point that is not reasonably compensa- 
tory, or authorize a circuitous rail line, because of such circuity, to meet the charges 
of a more direct line to or from competitive points, and to maintain higher charges 
to or from an intermediate point on its line where the length of the haul on the peti- 
tioning line is not longer than that of the direct line between the competitive points, 
or authorize any such relief because of merely potential wafer competition not actually 
in existence 

The commission is authorized^ to require carriers to establish through routes and joint 
rates, and it may act summarily in itself establishing, temporarily, through routes 
when, in its opinion, shortage of equipment, congestion of traffic, or other emergency 
exists. The amended act requires that divisions of joint rates shall be just, reason- 
able, and equitable, and authorizes the commission, upon complaint or upon its own 
initiative, after hearing, to prescribe the just, reasonable, and _ equitable di^dsions 
of such rates, and it may require readjustment of such divisions if it finds they have 
been unjust, unreasonable, or inequitable in the past. The commission is also author- 
ized to require caiTiers subject to the act to construct switch connections with lateral 
branch lines of railroads and private sidetracks. The act provides that where two or 
more^ through routes and through rates shall have been established shippers shall have 
the right to designate in ip*iting via which of such through routes the property shall be 
transported to destination. The act as amended February 28, 1920, gives the com- 
mission authority over the routing of traffic after it arrives at the terminus or a junction 
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point of a earner and is to be there delivered to another carrier in cases where routing 
instructions have not been given by the shipper. Where diversion of routed freight 
occurs which is notin compliance with an order, rule, or regulation of the commissioii, 
the earner or earners so diverting the trafhe are jointly and severally liable to the carrier 
deprived of its right to participate in the haul of the property. 

The act as amended February 28, 1920, authorizes the commission, under certain 
drciimstances, upon such terms and conditions, and subject to such rules and regu- 
lations as it may think just and reasonable, to permit the pooling of freights of diiiereiit 
and competing railroads, and to divide the aggiegate or net proceeds of the earnings of 
such railroads, and to permit the acquisition by one cairier of the control of anoiher 
carrier in any manner not invoiiung tne consolidation of such camera into a single 
system for ownership and operation. It lequires the commission to prepare and 
adopt, as soon as practicable, a x>lau for the consolidation of railsvay properties of the 
contmental United States into a iimited n-imb^si: ot s-^-stems. It authorizes carriers, 
with the approval of the commission and subject to certain restrictions, to consolidate 
their properties or any part thereoi. It authorizes a consolidation of four expiess 
companies, and relieves carriers, when permission is so gianted, from the restraints 
of the antitrust laws so far as may be necessary to e fleet such consolidations. The 
commission is required to make rates which will yield the cairieis as a whole, or as a 
whole in each group or territory designated by the commission, a fair return upon the 
aggregate value of the property used by them in serving the public, and to tix such 
aggregate values from time to time as may be necessary. The rate of return is fixed 
at 5} per cent, to which may be added, in the discretion of the commission, not ex 
ceeding one-half of 1 per cent for improvements, betterments, or equipment, for the 
two years beginning March 1, 1920. and proAudes for the disposition of any earnings in 
excess thereof by distributing one-half of them to a reserve fund to be established and 
maintained by the carrier, the other half of such excess to be paid to the commission 
tor the purpose of establishing and creating a contingent fund. The earner is author- 
ized to make certain uses of its leser^^e fund. The contingent fund created by the 
commission is to be used as a levolving fund to be administered by the commission, 
out of which loans may be made to earners, or transportation equipment and facilities 
purchased by the commission and leased to the carriers, in accordance with pre- 
scribed terms and conditions. 

The commission has jurisdiction, upon complaint or in a proceeding instituted 
" upon its own initiative, and after full hearing, to determine and prescribe reasonable ^ 
rates, regulations, and practices, including minimum, and maximum and minimum, 
rates; and also minimum, and maximum and minimum, proportional rates to and 
from ports, and to award reparation to injured shippers. The transportation act 
also provides that actions at law by carriers to recover their charges shall be begun 
within three years from the time the cause of action accrues and not thereafter, and 
that complaints seeking reparation shall be instituted within two years fmm the 
time the cause of action accrues, except that where the carrier begins an action after 
the expiration of two years for the recovery of charges in respect of the same service, 
or within 90 days before such expiration, the proceeding before the commission may 
be begun within 90 days after such action by the carrier is begun. The act also 
provides that a cause oi action against the carrier shall be deemed to accrue upon 
delivery or tender of delivery by the carrier of the property involved. The com- 
mission may also require carriers to cease and desist from unjust discrimination or 
undue or umeasonable preferences. By the act as amended February 28, 1920, it is 
provided that an order of the commission shall continue, in force until its further 
order, or for a specified period of time, according as shall be prescribed in the order, 
unless modified or set aside by the commission, or set aside by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Carriers are required to publish and file rates, rules, and regulations applying to 
interstate traffic and are prohibited from engaging in interstate transportation uiness 
such rates, rules, and regulations are published and filed. Severe penalties am pro- 
vided in the statute for failure to observe the rates and regulations shown in the 
published tariffs. 

By the act of May 29, 1917, as amended on February 28, 1920, the commission is 
given extensive jurisdiction over the use, control, supply, movement, distadbution, 
exchange, interchange, and return of locomotives, cars, and other vehicles, including 
special types of equipment and the supply of trains. 

The commission may inquire into the management of the business of all common 
carriers subject to the provisions of the act to regulate commerce, and may prescribe 
the accounts, records, and memoranda which shall be kept by the earners, which 
shall be open to examination by the commission through its authorized agents ar 
examiners. Carriers are required to file annual reports with the commission and such 
other reports as the commission may from time to time require. 
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By the act of June 18, 1910 (Mann-Elkins law), the iiirisdiction of the commission 
was increased as to through routes and joint rates, freight classification, switch con- 
nections, long and short hauls, tiling or rejection of rate schedules, investigations on 
own motion, determining reasonable rates, suspension of proposed rates, and other 
matters By the transjiortation act, 1920, the maximum period duimg which the 
commission may suspend the operation ol pioposed schedules is fixed at 150 days, 
and it is provided that if the proceedmg upon suspension is not concluded wfithin 
that time the proposed schedule shall go into effect at the end ol such period, but 
that the commission may requii'e the carriers to keep account in detail of all amoimts 
received bv reason of increases in such rates and charges and, if the decision of the 
commission be adverse, requii’e the carrier or carriers to refund with interest such 
portions ol such increased rates or charges as by its decision shall be found not justified. 

By act approved August 24, 1912 (sec. 11), a new paragraph was added to section 
5 ol the act to regulate commeice, by which it is made unlawful after July 1, 1914, 
for any common carrier subject to the act to regulate commerce to owm, lease, operate, 
control, or have anv interest in any competing carrier by water. Jurisdiction is 
conferred upon the commission to determine questions of fact as to competition, after 
full healing, on the application of any railroa.d company or other earner, and to extend 
beyond July 1, 1914, the time during which such ownership or operation of vessels 
plying elsewhere than through the Panama Canal may continue, when it is found 
to be in the interest of the piiblic and of advantage to the con\^enience and commerce 
of the people and not in restraint of competition 

At the same time section 6 of the act was amended by adding a new paragraph 
conferring upon the commission jurisdiction over transportation of property from point 
to point in the United States by rail and water, whether through the Panama Canal 
or otlierwnse, and not entirely within the limits of a single State, this jurisdiction 
under certain conditions, including power to establish physical connection between 
lines of the rail carrier and the dock of the water carrier by directing the rail carrier 
to make such connection, to establish through routes and maximum joint rates over 
such rail and water lines, and to determine the conditions thereof, and to determine 
10 what traffic and in connection with what vessels and upon what terms and condi- 
tions such rates shall apply; and to require rail carriers entering into through routing 
arrangements with any water carrier to extend the privileges of such arrangements 
to other water carriers 

By the act approved March 1, 1913, as amended by act approved June 7, 1922, 
amendmg the act to regulate com m erce, the commission is directed to investigate, 
ascertain, and report the value of all the property owned or used by every common 
earner subject to the provisions of the act. 

The act approved March 4, 1915,^ which became effective June 2, 1915, as amended 
August 9, 1916, makes co mm on carriers liable for all loss, damage, or injury to property 
caused by them, and forbids, with certain exceptions, limitations of liability. As 
amended February 28, 1920, it is provided that where the loss, damage, or injury 
occurs while the property is in the custody of a carrier by water, the liability of such 
carrier shall be determined by and imder the laws and regulations applicable to 
transportation by water, and that the liability of the initial carrier shall be the same 
as that of such carrier by water except in connection with shipments to foreign destina- 
tions by water carriers whose vessels are registered imder the laws of the United States, 
m which case it is made the duty of the carrier by railroad to deliver such shipments 
to the vessel as a part of its undertaking as a common carrier, but it is provided in 
this connection that the rail carrier shall not be liable after its delivery to the vessel. 

It is further piovided that the two-year period for the institution ol suits against 
carriers for loss, damage, or injury shall be computed Irom the day when notice is 
given by the carrier to the claimant that the carrier has disallowed the claim or anv part 
thereof. ^ 

The act as amended February 28, 1920, prohibits a carrier from issuing securities or 
from assuming obligations or liabilities as lessor, leasee, guarantor, indorser, surety 
or otherwise in respect of the securities of others from and after 120 days after the 
provision takes effect, except after having been authorized by the comimssion so 
to do, prescribes the conditions under which the commission may grant authorities 
to the cairiers, the form and contents of applications which ^all be made to the 
commission for such purposes; provides for the giving of notice by tbe commission of 
such applications to the governor of each State in which the applicant carrier operates; 
for hearmgs by the commission in respect of such applications, that carriers may issue 
certificates and assume obligations or liabilities without obtaining authority other than 
that of the commission, and for the issuance by the carrier without the consent of the 
commission of short-term notes in limited amounts, reports of which, are, however 
requpd to he filed mth the commission. It is further provided that nothing in the 
act shall be construed to imply any guaranty or obligation as to such securities on the 
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part oi the United States The act also provides for a right of action in favor of in- 
vestors or purchasers in good faith and without notice of secuiities which, if not legally 
issued, are void, and for penalties against directors, officers, attorneys, or agents oi 
carriers who knowingly assent to or concur in the issuance of securities, etc , con- 
traiy to the provisions of the commission" s orders or ^ants of authority. 

By the act approved August 18, 1922, the commission is required to direct, after 
notice and hearing, each carrier by rail, subject to this act, to issue at such offices 
as may be prescribed by the commission interchangeable mileage or scrip coupon 
tickets. The commission may in its discretion except from the provisions of this 
amendatory act, either in whole or in pait, any caiiier wheie the particular circum- 
stances shown to the commission shall justify kich exemption to be made. 

As amended Febiuary 28, 1920, the act also requires everv common carrier by 
water in foreign commerce whose vessels are registered under the laws of the United 
States to file with the commission within 30 days after the provision becomes effective, 
and regularly thereafter as changes are made, a schedule, or schedules, showing for 
each of its steam vessels intended to load general cargo at poits in the United States 
for foreign destinations (a) the port of loading, (6) the dates upon which such vessel? 
will commence to receive freight and dates of sailing, (c) the route and itinerary such 
vessels will follow and the ports ot call for which cargo vdll be canied. It provides 
that Ru-ch carriers by water shall, upon request, state their specific rates on any desig- 
nated commodities and for any scheduled sailing and shall state any port charges not 
absorbed in the railroad rate to the port. The act pro\ddes, also, for the pubhcation 
and dissemination in compact form, for the information oi shippers throughout the 
country, of the substance of such schedules and the furnishing of such publications 
to all railway carriers for distribution in such towns and cities as may be specified by 
the commission. 

The amended act further pro\ddes for the issuance of through expert bills of lading, 
in connection with such water carrieis, to the point ol destination; that such bills of 
lading shall name sepaiately the charges to be paid for railway transportation, water 
transportation, and port charges, if any, not included in the" rail or water transpor- 
tation charges, and that the commission shall, in such manner as will preserve for the 
carrier by water the protection of limited liability pro^dded by law, make rules and 
regulations and prescribe the form of such through bills of lading; it provides that the 
issuance of such through bills of lading shall not be held to constitute “an arrange- 
ment lor continuous carriage or shipment ” within the meaning of this act. 

RELATED ACTS AFFECTING INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 

MJhins Act — The act of February 19, 1903, common^- called the Elkins law, pro- 
hibits rebating, allows proceedings in the courts by injunction to restrain departures 
from published rates, and proindes that cases prosecuted under the direction of the 
Attorney General in the name of the commission shall he included vdthin the expedit- 
ing act of February 11, 3903. 

District court jurisdiction act , — The urgent deficiency appropriation act approved 
October 22, 1913, provided that the Commerce Court should be abolikied from and 
after December 31, 1913, and that the jurisdiction theretofore vested in the Commerce 
Court under act approved June 18, 1910, be transferred to and vested in the several 
district courts of the United States. 

E crediting act — The act of February 11, 1903, provides that suits in equity brought 
under the act to regulate commerce wherein the United States is complainant may 
be expedited and given precedence over other suits, and that appeals from the circuit 
court (district court) He only to the Supreme Court. 

Federal control act . — The act known as the Federal control act, approved March 21, 
3 918, provides that the commission shall ascertain and certify to the Pi evident the 
average annual lailway operating income, to be used by the President in making 
agreements for compensation for the use ot the transportation systems of the country; 
that in case the amount of compensation is not adjusted, claims may he submitted to 
boards of referees appointed by the co mm ission and the finding ot such boards sliall 
be a maximum of compensation which may be paid to the carriers; that the President, 
in executing the Federal control act may avail himself of the advice, assistance, and 
cooperation of the commission, its members, and its employees; that the President 
may initiate rates, fares, charges, classifications, regulations, and practices by filing 
same with the commission; that the commission shall upon complaint enter upon a 
hearing and determine the justness and reasonableness of any rate, fare, charge, 
classification, regulation, or practice initiated by the President, taking into consid- 
eration the fact that the railroads are operated under unified control and such recom- 
mendations as the President may make as to the necessity of increasing railway 
revenues. 
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T} ansportation act, The transportation act, 1920, as amended by act ap- 

proved February 24, 1922, provides for the teimination of Federal contiol and lim- 
its the powers the President may thereafter exercise under the Fedeiai control act to 
those necessary to wind up and settle matters aiisins^ out of Federal control; for the 
tmunng over to the Secietary of War for operation and settling up of all matters aris- 
ing out of Federal control in connection with boats, barges, tugs, and other facilities on 
xhe inland, canal, and coastwise waterways acquired by the United States under the 
Federal contiol act, and lequiring him to provide teiminal facilities for the inter- 
change of tiaffic with cairicis, and renders the opeiation of the boats and facilities 
subject to the pio\isions of the inteistate comrneice act to the same extent they 
ivould foe if not owned by the Umted States.^ This act also aWhorizes the Piesident 
to advance moneys to the carriers foi* certain purposes out oi the revolving fund 
created by the Fedeial control act, and requires the commission to ascertain and cer- 
tify to the Secretaiy of the Treasury the amounts to be thus advanced to the car- 
riers. It also provides for the appointment by the President of an agent to act as 
defendant in actions at law, suits in equity, proceedings in admiialty, and before 
the commission, based on matters arising out of Federal control, and confers upon 
the commission jmisdiction over all claims for leparation pertaining to the Federal 
control period, whether arising in respect of intrastate or interstate traffic, that 
pending actions, suits, proceedings, and reparation claims shall not abate, but that 
leparation awaids in such cases shall he paid out of the revolving fund; that the 
peiiod of Federal control shall not he computed as a part of the periods of limitation 
in actions against cairiers or in claims for reparation based on causes of action arising 
out of matters pertaining to Fedeial control; and that a judgment in favor of the 
United States is the only one that may he levied against the property of the ear- 
ner where the judgment is based upon such matters. 

The transportation act also continues in force until changed by lawful authority 
all rates, fares, charges, classifications, regulations, and practices in effect on Febru- 
ary 29, 1920, and prohibits reductions of such rates, fares, and charges prior to Septem- 
ber 1, 1920, except with the approval of the commission. It provides certain guar- 
anties of compensation for a peiiod of six months from March 1, 1920, to all carriers 
which were entitled to the same under the Federal control act, and which on or before 
March 15, 1920, filed with the commission a written statement that they accepted the 
provisions and conditions upon which such guaranties are made. A similar guaianty 
undei the same conditions of acceptance is made to the American Railway Express Co. 
that the contract between it and the Director General of Railroads shall remain in 
effect during the guaranty period in so far as the said contract constitutes a guaranty 
to the express company against a deficit in operating income. It provides for advances 
to the express company and the carriers to meet operating expenses and fixed charges, 
and that the commission after the expiiation of the guaranty period shall ascertain 
and certify to the Secretary of the Treasury the amount due any carrier under the 
guaranty, and the amount of and the times at which such loans or advances shall be 
made to any carrier. The transportation act also provides for the inspection of 
carriers’ records by the President or his agents until the affairs of Federal control are 
concluded, and for the refunding of cairiers’ indebtedness to the United States. It 
also authoiizes the Secretary of the Treasury to make new loans to carriers upon cer- 
tain conditions and upon favorable certification by the commission and creates a 
revolving fund of $300,000,000 out of which said loans are to be made and out of which 
certain judgments, decrees, and awards are to be paid. 

The tiansportation act also pro'vddes a plan for the settlement of controversies 
between carrieis and theii employees and subordinate officials through the medium 
of railroad boards of labor adjustment and a Railroad Labor Board. The latter con- 
sists of nine members, three of whom, representing the labor gioup, aie to be chosen 
from not less than six nominees designated by the employees; thiee, representing the 
management, are to be chosen from not less than six nominees designated by the 
cariuers. All nominations in both groups are made under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the commission. Three members, representing the public, are chosen 
directly by the President. All appointments are made by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

Clayto7i A^ntitr'iist ^kct . — ^Jurisdiction is conferred upon the commission to enforce 
certain provisions of the act approved Ocinber 15, 1914, to supplement existing laws 
against unij^^ful restraints and monopolies in so far as such provisions relate to carriers 
subji ect to the act to legulate commerce. The act prohibits, with certain exceptions, 
carpers from discriminating between purchasers in sales of commodities, ana from 
making leases or sales of commodities and from acquiring stock or capital of other 
corporations engaged in commerce tending to substantially lessen competition or 
create a monopoly; makes it a felony for a president or other specified officers to mds- 
appropriate a carrier’s funds; and, as amended by act approved January 12, 1918 , 
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pro\T.des that, effective January 1, 1919, no carrier shall have dealings in securities or 
supplies, or contract for construction or maintenance to the amount of more than 
$50,000 in the aggregate in any one year, with another corporation or organization ivhen, 
by reason of common officers or otherwise, there exists a community o£ interest between 
the carrier and such other corporation or organization, except as a result of free com- 
petitive bidding under regulations to be prescri]>ed by the commission. The com- 
mission is fmther authorized to investigate violations* of the act bi^ caiiiers and to 
require the guilty parties to cease therefrom, and its findings of fact in such investi- 
gations shall be conclusive when supported by testimcjiy. “ 

Govenimtyit-aided raihoad and telegraph aci.—^TJnder the act of August 7, 1888, all 
Government-aided raihoad and xeiegraph companies are lequired to file certain 
reports and contracts with the commission, and it is the commission’s duty to decide 
questions i elating to the interchange of business between such Government-aided 
telegraph company and any connecting telegiaph company. The act provides 
penalties for failure to comply with the act or the orders of the commission. 

Raihvay Ma%l Service pay act — ^The act making apxiropiiations for the serffice of 
the Post Office Department approved July 28, 1916, empowcis the commission to 
fix and determine fair and reasonable rates and compensation foi the transportation 
of mail matter by railway common carriers and services connected theiewith, pre- 
sciibing the method by weight or space, or both, or otheiwise. 

The act making appropriations for the Ber\i.ces of the Post Office Depaitment for 
the fiscal t’-ear ending June 30, 1919, empowers the commission to fix and determine 
fair and reasonable rates and compensation for the transportation of mail matter 
by urban and interurban electric railway common caiiieis. 

Sta'ndard time act. — Bv the act approved March 19, 1918, the commission is author- 
ized to fix the limits of the standaid time zones established for the continental United 
States and Alaska, ha^Ang due legard, in doing go, to the convenience of commerce 
and the Junction and diA-ision pomts of common earners whose movements are to 
be governed by the standard time of the zones so fixed. 

Safety -appliance acts. — The act of March 2, 1893, known as the safety-appliance 
act, provides that railroad cars used in interstate commerce must be equipped ivith 
automatic couplers, and drawbars of a standard height for freight cais, and have ^rab 
irons or handholds in the ends and sides of each car; and that locomotive engines 
used in moving interstate traffic shall be equipped 'with a power driving-wheel brake 
and appliances for opeiating the train-brake system. The act diiects the commission 
to lodge with the proper district attorneys xnformation of such violatioiis as may come 
to its knowledge. The act of March 2, 1903, amended this act so as to make its pro- 
visions apjfiy to Territoiies and the District of Columbia, to all cases when couplers 
of ivhatever design aie brought together, and to all locomotives, cars, and other equip- 
ment of any railroad engaged in interstate traffic, except logging cais and cars used 
upon street-railways; and provides for a mi nimum number of air-Liaked cars in tiains. 

By act of April* 14, 1910, the safety-appliance acts were supplemented so as to re- 
quire railroads to equip their cars with sill steps, hand brakes, ladders, running boaids, 
and roof handholds, and the commission was authorized to designate the number, 
dimensions, location, and manner of application of apphanees. 

Accident repoi'ts act. — ^By act of May 6, 1910, the prior accident reports law 
repealed and a new statute enacted requfring carriers to make full reports of all acci- 
dents to the commission and increasing the scope of the commission’s authority in 
making investigations of all accidents resulting to person or the property of the cairier. 

Hours of service act.-— The act of March 4, 1907, makes it the duty of the Inteistate 
Commerce Commission to enforce the provisions of the act wherein it is made unlawful 
to require or permit employees engaged in or connected with the movement of trains 
to be on duty moie than a specified number of hours in any 24. 

Ash-pan act. — ^The act of May 30, 1908, makes it the duty of the Inteistate Com- 
nieice Commission to enforc e the piovisions of the act wherein it is provided that after 
a certain date no locomotive shall be used in moving interstate or foreign traffic, etc., 
not equipped with an pan which can be emptied without requiring a man to go 
under such locomotive. Penalties are provided for violations of this ^ct. 

Transportation of explosives act. — ^The act of klay 30, 1908, as amended by act ap- 
proved March 4, 1921, diiects the Interstate Commerce Commission to x^ke regula- 
tions for the safe transportation of explosives by common carriers engaged in interstate 
commerce. PenMties are provided for'violations of such regulations. ^ 

Locomotive and hoHer inspection acts. — The act of February 17, 1911, confers juris- 
diction upon the commission to enforce certain provisions compelling railroad com- 
panies to equip their locomotives with safe and suitable boilers and appurtenances 

By an amendatory act approved March 4, 1915, the powem of the co mmis sion to 
inspect and to prescribe standards of safety for locomotive boilers and appurtenances 
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thereto was extended to include '‘all parts and appmtenances of the locomotive and 
tender.’’ 

Bloch signal and automatic iraia-conti ol safety devices — The urgent deficiency appro- 
piiation act approved October 22, 1913, contained an appropriation oi $25,000 to 
enable the coinmission to investigate and test block signals and appliances for the 
automatic control of railway trains and appliances or systems intended to promote 
the safety oi railway operation, including experimental tests of such systems and 
appliances as shall be furnished in completed shape to the commission for investiga- 
tion and test, lice of cost to the Government, in accordance with the provisions of 
]oiiit resolution approved June 30, 1916, and sundry civil appropriation act approved 
May 27, 1908 Provision was made in the sundry civil appropriation acts approved 
August 1, 1914, March 3, 1915, July 1, 1916, June 12, 1917, and July 1, 1918, tor con- 
tinuing the investigation and testing of these svstems and appliances 

the amendment approved February 28, 1920, the commission is authorized to 
require earners to install automatic tram-stop or tram-conti oi de\uccs or other safety 
devices in compliance with specifications upon the whole or an^' part oi the carrier’s 
railroad, but it is pro%nded that any cider made bv the commission in the premises 
shall be issued and published at least two years^beiore the date specified for its 
fulfillment. 


UNITED STATES RAILROAD LABOR BOARD. 

Section 304 oi public law No. 152, Sixty-sixth Congress (the railroad act), provides 
for a board to be known as the Railroad Labor Board, to be composed of nine mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the President, bv and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, as follows: Three membeis constitutmg the labor gioiip, representing the 
employees and subordinate officials of the carriers, three members constituting 
the management group, representing the carriers; and three members constituting 
the public group, representing^ the public. Any vacancy on the board to be filled 
in the same manner as the original appointment. 

The Labor Board shall hear, and as soon as practicable and with due diligence 
decide, any dispute involving grievances, rules, or working conditions, in respect to 
which any adjustment board certifies to the Labor Board that, in its opinion, the 
adjustment board has failed or will fail to reach a d'ecision within a reasonable time 
or m respect to which the Labor Board determines that any adjustment board has so 
lailed or is not using due diligence in its consideration thereof. In case the appro- 
pnate adjustment board is not organized under the provisions of the act, the Labor 
Board, (1) upon the application of the chief executive of any cairier or organization 
ot employees or subordinate officials whose members are directly interested in the 
dispute, (2) upon a mitten petition signed by not less than 100 unorganized employ- 
es or subordinate directly interested in the dispute, or (3) upon the Labor 

Board s own motion if it is of the opinion that the dispute is likely substantially to 
interrupt commerce, shall receive for hearing, and as soon as practicable and with 
diligene deciae, any dispute involving grievances, rules oi working conditions 
which IS not decided as provided by the act and which such adjustment board would 
to leceive lor hearing and decision under the provisions ol the act. 

i lie Labor Board, (1) upon the application of the chiei executive of any carrier or 
organization ot emplo^’-ees or subordinate officials whose members are directly inter- 
ested in the dispute, (2) upon a written petition signed by not less than 100 unorgan- 
ized employees oi subordinate officials directly interested in the dispute, or (3) upon 
the Labor Board s owm motion if it is ot the opinion that the dispute is likely sub- 
commerce, shall receive ior hearing, andaasoon as practicable, 
and with dite diligence decide, all disputes with respect to the wages or salaries of 
Sf subordinate officials oi cairiers not decided as provided in the act. 
Ihe Labor Board taay upon its own motion within 10 da\s after the decision of any 
dispute with respect to wages or salaries ot employees or subordinate officials of car- 
riers suspend the operation ot such decision if the Labor Board is of the opinion that 
o such an increase in wages or salaries as will be likely to necessi- 

tate a substantial irndjustment ot the rates of any carrier The Labor Board shall 
hear any dwision so suspended, and as soon as practicable and with due diligence 
decide to affirm or modify such suspended decision umgence 

All decisions of the Labor Board shall be entered upon the records of the board and 
such statement ot facts bearing thereon as the board’may 
deem proper, ^ali be immediately commumcated to the parties to the dispute the 

commission, and shall be given further 
publicity in such manner as the Labor Board may determine.

All the decisions of the Labor Board in respect to tva^es or salaries and of the I.abor 
Board or an adjustment board m lespect to working conditions of employees or subordi- 
nate officials of earners shall estabhsh lates of wages and salaries and standards oi 
woiking conditions which in the opimon ol the board are just and reasonable. 

The Laboi Board, in case it has reason to believe that any decision of the Laboi 
Board or of an adjustment board is violated by any carrier, or employee or subordinate 
official, or organization thereof, may upon its own motion, after due notice and hearing 
to all persons directly interested in such odolation, determine whether in its opinion 
such violation has occurred and make public its decision in such manner as it may 
determine 


CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The paipose of the civil service act, as declared in its title, is ^‘to reflate and 
improve the civil service of the IJnited States It provides for the appointment of 
three commissioners, not more than two of whom shall he adherents of the same 
political party, and makes it the duty of the commission to aid the President, as he 
may lequest, in preparing suitable rules for carrying the act into effect. The act 
rec[uires that the rules shall provide, among other things, for open competitive exami- 
nations for testing the fitness of applicants for the classified servuce, the making 
of a|>pointments jhom among those passing with highest grades, an apportionment 
ci appointments in the departments at Washington among the States and Terri- 
tories, a period of probation before absolute appointment, and the prohibition of 
the use of official aiithoritv to coerce the political action of any person or body. The 
act also provides for investigations touching the enforcement of the rules, and forbids, 
under penalty of fine or imprisonment, or both, the solicitation by any person in tlie 
service of the United States of contributions to be used for politicar purposes from 
persons in such serAuce, or the collection of such contributions by any person in a 
Government building. 

The retirement act of May 22, 1920, authoiizes the commission to issue certificates 
permitting the retention of employees beyond retirement age upon official request 
of the department concerned. The commission is also required to keep such infor- 
mation concerning individual service as may be deemed necessary to a proper deter- 
mination of rights under the rethement act, and furnish the Commissioner of Pensions 
such reports as he shall liom time to time request as necessary to the proper adjust- 
ment of any claim for annuity ; and also to keep needful tables and records required 
for carr^dng out the proAUsions.^of the retiiement act, including data showing mor- 
tality, experience of the employees in the serAUce, and the percentage of Avithdrawals 
from the serAUce. 

The commission was organized on March 9, 1883. The ffist classification of the 
serAUce applied to the departments at Washington and to post offices and custom- 
houses having as many as 50 employees, embracing 13,294 employees. The commis- 
sion then consisted of three commissioners, the chief examiner, secretary, stenog- 
rapher, and messenger hoy. On June 30, 1924, there were 554,986 officers and 
employees in the executiA^e ciAul service Examinations were held in the principal 
cities throughout the country through the agency of local boaids of examiners, of 
which theiG aie approximately 4,000. The members of these boards are detailed 
from other branches of the service. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1924, the 
commission examined 225,720 persons, and of this number 67,352 were appointed. 
The present force of the commission consists of 292 clerks and examiners and 30 
suhclerical employees at Washington and 157 employees in the field service 

The commission also holds examinations in Hawaii, Porto Pico, and the Philippine 
Islands Under the rules, it is required to render all practical assistance to the Philip- 
pine CiA’i! SerAuce Board 

Appointments of unskilled laborers in the departments at Washington and in all 
branches of the service in certain other cities and certain branches of the serAUce 
in all cities are required to be made in accordance Avith regulations promulgated by 
the President, restricting appointments to applicants who are rated highest in physical 
condition This system is outside the ciAul service act, and is auxihary to the civil- 
serAuce rules. 

CHIEF EXAMINER. 

The chief examiner has supervision of the system of examinations and the procedure 
of examining boards. The Examining Division, the Division of Investigation and 
Review, the Application Division, the Research Section, and the 13 district offices 
are under his superAUsion. 
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SECRETARY. 

The secretary is the administrative officer of the commission and has charge of 
matters relating to the enforcement of the civil service act, rules, and regulations 
The Appointment Division is under his supervision. 

APPLICATION DIVISION 

Issues announcements of examinations; distributes information concerning exam- 
inations,* receives and passes upon applications, prepares correspondence lespecting 
admission to examinations; and siiper^dses the holding of examinations by local cIt-uI- 
seimce boards It maintains a record of applications 

EXAMINING DIVISION. 

Prepares examinations, rates the papers, issues notices of marldngs, and passes upo^i 
the qiialihcations of applicants 


APPOINTMENT DIVISION. 

Maintains leglsters of eiigibles and issues certifications for appointments, recoids 
appointments and changes in the personnel of the executive civil service, and maic 
tains service records of all employees in the classified ser\uce; handles retiremerc 
matters, matters relating to reinstatements, transfers, promotions, and ii regularities 
apsing undei the cnil service law and iiiles and of Executive orders, and conducts 
the general conespondence of the commission, except that relating to applications 
and examinations. 


DIVISION OP INVESTIGATION AND REVIEW. 

Investigates alleged frauds and iiTegiiiarities in examinations, decides on require- 
ments in changes of designations of Gov^erimient emplovees, conducts oral examina- 
tions, makes personal investigations in the held, and acts as an appellate board for 
the consideration and re\i.ew of ratings on appeal. 

BUREAU OP INPORMATION. 

This bureau answers telephonic and personal inquiries regarding dates and places 
of examinations; supplies applications and other printed matter concerning the 
examinations; records the names and addresses of persons to be notified of future 
examinations; and gives other general information 


UNITED STATES BUREAU OF EFFICIENCY, 


I?he duties of the Bureau of Efficiency are to establish and maintain a system of 
efficiency ratings for the executive departments in the District of Columbia: to 
mvestigate the needs of the several executive departments and independent estab- 
respect to personnel, to investigate duplication of statistical and 
other work and methods of business in the various branches of the Government service* 
and to aid the Personnel Classification Board in the classification of positions in th'^ 
depaitmentai service. ^ 


FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD. 

speaking, the functions of the board are to exercise a broad supervision 
Mtairs mid conduct of 12 Federal reserve banks established in accordance 
reserv'e act in different parts of the country and in- 
noS^to w discount paper for member banks, issue Federal reserve 

act itih and perform the vanous banking functions described in the 

board has full power to appoint its own staff of employees and officers 
and to regulate the conditions of their employment. Its support is deXed from the 
several reserve b^ks from assessments levied by its half vearlj^ pro rata The board 
and reports annually'to that b^ody!' 

latloTi banking system are also assigned to it under the legis- 

lation, although the Comptroller of the Currency, who is a member of the bo^d. 
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exercises the same general administrative and supervisory authority'- over the national 
banks that has been in his hands in the past. It also passes upon applications under 
the Clayton Act as amended. 

Some of the more important duties of the Federal Beserve Board aie set forth in 
section 11 of the Federal reserve act, which provides that the Federal Beseri'e Board 
shall be authorized to examine at its discretion the accounts, books, and arfairs of 
each Federal reserve bank and of each member bank, and to require such statements 
and reports as it may deem necessary, to permit, or, on the affirmative vote of at least 
five members of the Besorv© Board, to require Federal reserve banks to rediscount 
the discounted paper of other Fedeial reserve banks at rates of interest to be fixed 
by the Federal Reseive Board; to suspend for a period not exceeding 30 days, 
and from time to time to renew such suspension for periods not exceeding 15 days, 
any reserve requiiemeiits specified in this act, to super^dse and legulate through 
the buieau under the charge of the Comptroller of the CmTeiicy the issue and retire- 
ment of Federal reserve notes, and to prescribe rules and regulations under wliich 
such notes may be delivered by the comptroller to the Fedeiai reserve agenrs appl^"- 
ing therefor; to add to the number of cities classified as resci-ve and central reserve 
cities under existing law in which national bankmg associations are subject to the 
reserve requirements set forth in section 20 of this act; to suspend or remove any 
officer or director of any Federal reserve bank, the cause of such removal to be forth- 
with communicated in writing by the Federal Beserve Board to the removed officer 
or director and to said bank; to require the writing off of doubtful or worthless assets 
upon the books and balance sheets of Federal leserve banks; to suspend, for the idoia- 
tion of an^’' of the provisions of this act, the operations of any Federal resen^-e bank, 
to take possession thereof, administer the same during the period of suspension, and, 
when deemed adidsable, to liquidate or reorganize such bank; to require bonds of 
Federal reser\'e agents, to exercise general supervision over said Federal reserve 
banks; to grant by special permit to national banks oppHuag therefor, when not in 
contravention of Stale or local law, the right to exercise fiduciary powers. 


FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION. 

The Federal Trade Commission was created by an act of Congress approved Sep- 
tember 26, 1914, in which the commission’s poirers and duties were defined. The 
commission is an independent agency, with its five members appointed for *a term 
of seven years each by the President of the United States with the approval of the 
Senate. No moie than thiee members may be of one political party. 

Further specific powers are conferred upon this commission by ‘‘An act to supple- 
ment existing laws against unlawful restramts and monopolies, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved October 15, 1914 (commonly known as the Clayton Act); by an 
act of Congress approved October 6, 1917, known as the trading with the enemy act; 
and by “An act to promote export trade, and for other purposes,” approved April 10, 
1918, known as the export trade act (Webb-Pomerene law). 

FUNCTIONS ITNDEB THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION ACT. 

Section 5 of the Federal Trade Commission act states that ‘ ‘ unfair methods of com- 
petition in commerce are hereby declared unlawful” and empowers and directs the 
commission to prevent “persons, partnerships, or corporations, except banks, and 
common carriers subject to the acts to regulate commerce, from using unfair methods 
of competition in co m merce.” 

Whenever the commission shall have reason to believe that any such person, part- 
nership, or corporation has been or is using any unfair method of competition in 
commerce, and if it shall appear to the commission that a proceeding by it in respect 
thereof would be to the interest of the pubhc, it shall issue and serve upon such 
person, partnership, or corporation a complaint stating its charges in that respect. 
Provision is made lor hearings and the taking of testimony. If the commission shall 
then be of the opinion that the method of competition m question is prohibited^ by 
this act, it shall issue and cause to be served upon the person or organization against 
whom complaint is made an order to cease and desist from using such unfair method 
of competition as shown to be sustained by the proof submitted. 

Provision is made for appeal to the Circuit Court of Appeals of the United States 
to enforce, set aside, or modify orders of the commission The judgment and decree 
of the court shall be final, except that the same shaU be subject to review by the 
Supreme Court upon certiorari as provided in the J udicial Code. 
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Tlie comioissioii’s procedure, findings, and orders in many cases iiave l>eeu tested 
out in the Federal courts, and at the present time the commission has been sustained, 
in whole or in part, in 14 cases. Theie are still a number of cases in the courts being 
litigated, and there aie^ on appeal in the Supieme Court two cases which will be 
piesented to that couit in the near futuie for final determination. 

Application for complaint may be made merely in a letter to the Federal Trade 
Commission. In this lettei the writer should make specific charges against the indi- 
i^udual or concern which he believes is piacticmg unfair methods of competition. 
If this letter appears to set forth a clear case it is docketed as an application^ for 
complaint and is given to an attorney-examiner for inquiry and investigation. 
This attorney-examinei , following a thorough investigation, reports to the chief 
examiner, who examines the recoid and makes his recommendation to a board 
oi review composed of two lawyers and one economist. This board of review deter- 
mines whether interstate commerce is involved ; whether the methods complained 
ol are unfair; whether there is actual competition ; and whether it is such as 
to involve the public interest- The board of review, upon answering these ques- 
tions, makes its recommendation as to whether or not a formal complaint contain- 
ing specific chaiges should be issued. The case is then studied by a commissioner to 
whom it has been assigned. This commissioner reviews what the investigator, the 
chief examiner, and the board of review have said, and then in turn makes his rec- 
ommendation to the commission, which, after discussion, votes as to whether formal 
complaint should issue. If complamt is ordered issued by a majority vote, the pro- 
ceeding becomes a public recoia, and after the respondent has answered the chaiges 
in writmg the ease proceeds to tiial. Following the trial and the filing of biiefs and 
oral argument, the commission decides the case and issues either an order to cease 
and desist or an order of dismissal. If the respondent does not believe the commis- 
sion’s order is justified, he has the right to appeal to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

Among the methods of competition thus far condemned by the commission are 
the following: 

Misbianding of fabrics and other commodities respecting the materials or ingredi- 
ents of which they are composed, their quality, origin, or source 

Adulteration of commodities, misrepresenting them as puie or selling them under 
such names and circumstances that the purchaser would be misled into belie^uiig 
them to foe pme. 

Bribery of buyers or other employees of customers and prospective customeis to 
secuie hew customers or induce continuation of pationage 

The payment of bonuses by manufacturers to salesmen of jobbers and retaileis to 
procure their special services in selling their goods, and making unduly large contri- 
butions of money to associations of customers. 

Procuring breach of competitors’ contracts for the sale of products by misrepre- 
sentation or by other means. 

Procuring the business or trade secrets of competitors by espionage, by bribing 
their employees, or by similar means. 

Inducing employees of competitors to \dolate their contracts or enticing away 
employees of competitors in such numbers oi under such circumstances as to hamper 
or embarrass them in business. 

Making false or disparaging statements respecting competitors’ products, their 
business, financial credit, etc. 

The use of false or misleading advertisements. 

Making vague and indefinite threats of patent infringement suits against the tiade 
generally, the threats being couched in such general language as not to convey a 
clear idea of the rights alleged to be infringed, but nevertheless causing uneasiness 
and fear in the trade. 

Widespread threats to the trade of suits for patent infringement arising from the 
sale of alleged infringing products of competitors, such threats not being made in 
good faith but for the purpose of intimidating the trade. 

False claims to patents or misrepresenting the scope of patents 

Intimidation for the purpose of accomplishing enforced dealing by falsely charging 
disioyalty to the Government. 

Tampeiing with and misadjusting the machines sold by competitors for the pur- 
pose of discrediting them with purchasers. 

Trade boycotts or combinations of traders to prevent certain wholesale or retail 
dealers or certain classes of such dealers from procuring goods 

^ Passing off products or business of one manufacturer for those of another by imita- 
tion of products, dress of goods, or by simulation of advertising or of corporate or 
trade names. 

Unauthorized appropriation of the results of a competitor’s ingenuity, labor, and 
expense, thereby avoiding costs otherwise necessarily inA’'oIved in production. 
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Preventing competitors &om procming advertising space in newspaper - or peii- 
odicals by misrepresenting their standing or other misrepresents don cm c id a ted to 
piejudice advertising mediums against them 

Misiepreseiitation in the sale of stoch of corporations. 

Selling rebuilt machines of vaiious desciiptions, rebuilt automobile tires, aiid cM 
niotion-pictui e films^ slightly changed and renamed as and for new jjroducts 

Harassing competitors .by fake requests for estimates on bills of goods, for cata- 
logues, etc. 

Oiving away of goods in large quantities to hamper and embarrass small competitors, 
and soiling goods a L cost to accomplish the same purpose 

Sales of goods at cost, coupled tvith statements misleading the public into the 
belief that they are sold at a profit 

Bidding up the prices of raw materials to a point where the business is unprofitable 
foi the pm pose of diitung out financially weakei competitors 

The use by monopolistic concerns of concealed subsidiaiies for carr^ung on tlieii* 
business, such concerns being held out as not connected with the conti oiling companv. 

Intentional appropriation or converting to one’s own use of raw inatenals of com- 
petitors by diveiting sliipments. 

Giving or offering to give premiums of unequal value, the particular pivnuunis 
received to be determined by lot or chance, thus in effect setting up a lotter^v 

Any and all schemes for compelling wholesalers and retailers to maintaiii resale prices 
on products fixed by the manufacturer. 

Combinations of competitors to enhance prices, maintain prices, bring about sub- 
stantial uniformity in prices, or to divide tenitory or business. 

Under section 6 the Federal Trade Commission derives its authority for making 
economic investigations. It is provided that the comnussion shall have power to 
gather and compile information concerning, and to investigate from time to time, the 
organization, business, conduct, practices, and management of any corporation en- 
gaged in commerce, excepting banks, and common caniers subject to the act to regu- 
late commerce; that it may require reports and answers to specific questions in the 
compilation of such information 

The commission has already gathered and published for the use of the Congress, 
the departments, and the public, a great deal of information regarding many of the 
essential industries of the country. Most of the economic inqmries have been made 
at the request of the Congress or the President, to whom reports have been or are now 
being made. 

Among the more important inquiries under way during 1923, which were directed 
to be made by Congress, or by me President, were the following: (I) Cotton trade, 
(2) grain trade, (3) floui* milling, (4) foreign ownership in the petioieum industry, 
(5; coal dealers, (6) house furnishings, (7) export gram trade, and (8; national wealth, 
income, and debt. 

The commission may (under sec. 6) investigate, from time to time, trade conditions 
in and with foreign countries where associations, combinations, or practices of manu- 
facturers, merchants, or traders, or other conditions, may affect the foreign trade of 
the United States. 

Further investigatory powers are given to the commission in connection with 
violations of the antitrust acts and the manner in which final decrees that have been 
entered in suits to prevent anci restrain such violations have been carried out. Pro- 
vision is made for report thereon to the Attorney General. 

The commission may make public from time to time such portions of the informa- 
tion obtained by it as it shall deem expedient in the public inteiest, except trade 
secrets and names of customers. 

Section 7 of the Federal Trade Commission act provides that in any suit in equity 
brought by or under the direction of the Attorney General, as provided in the anti- 
trust acts, the com*t may refer said suit to the commission, as a master in chancery, to 
ascertain and report an appropriate form of decree therein.^ 

Other sections of the act give to the comimssion authorization for such investiga- 
tions and the compilation of data, with provision for procedure under the act, and 
penalties prescribed for refusal of persons, partnersMps, or corporations, to furnish such 
material or to comply with orders of the co mmi ssion to testify, produce evidence, or 
file reports as required. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSION BOTH LEOAE ANI> ECONOMIC. 

It will be seen that under the Federal Trade Commission act the powers and duties 
of the commission are both legal and economic. Begulatory powers include meas- 
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urea for the prevention of unfair rompetition and in connection Tvitli of tiie 

antitiiist laws. Investigatory powers include economic studies of domeFtitf^ industry 
and interstate and foreign commerce. iSuch economic inquiries may be inaugurated 
the commission of its own initiative, but are more frequently undertaken by direc- 
tion of the United States Senate or the House of Representatives, or both. 

POWERS OF THE COMMISSION UNDER THE CEAVTOK' ANTITRUST ACT. 

The commission is given jurisdiction over violations of sections 2^ 3, 7* and 8j of 
the Clayton Act, which prohibit. 

( 1 ) Certain discriminations in prices between different piu’chasers of comrnodlties 
where the ehect of such discrimination may be to substantially lessen competition or 
tend to create a monopoly in any line of commerce. 

(2) In certain cases, so-called ‘'tying contracts,” or contracts whereby, as a con- 
dition of sale or lease, the seller or lessor exacts from the purchaser or lessee an agi ce- 
ment that he shall not use or deal in the goods or other commodities of a competitor 
of the lessor or seller, where the effect of such agreement may be to substantially^ 
lessen competition or tend to create a monopoly in any line of commerce. 

(3) In certain cases, so-called ‘‘holding companies,” or the ownership by one com- 
pany of the stock of another, ivhere the effect may be to substantially lessen competi- 
tion, to restrain commerce, or tend to create a monopoly. 

(4) So-called "interlocking directorates” in cases where one person shall at the 
same time be a diiector in any two or more corporations engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce, other than banks, banking associations, trust companies, and common 
carriers subject to the act to regulate commerce, if such corporations are or have been 
competitors, so that the elimination of competition by agreement between them would 
constitute a violation of any of the profusions of any of the antitrust laws. 

Procedure under the Clayton Act is identical with, that under the Federal Trade 
Commission act 

FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSION UNDER THE EXPORT TRADE ACT ( WEBB-FOMERENE 

T AW>. 

The export trade act authorizes the formation of “associations” entered into for the 
sole purpose of engaging in export trade, these associations to be exempt from the 
antitrust laws of the United States, with the proviso that theie shall be through the 
association no restraint of the export trade of any domestic competitor, no enhancing 
or depression of prices, or substantial lessening of competition within the United 
States. 

Section 1 of the act defines "export trade” and "association.” 

Sections 2 and 3 provide exemption from the antitrust laws under certain conditions 

Section 4 extends the jurisdiction of the commission under the Federal Trade Com- 
mission act to " unfair methods of competition used in export trade against competi- 
tors engaged in export trade even though the acts constituting such unfair methods 
are done without the territorial jurisdiction of the United States.” 

Section 5 provides for the filing of papers by such export trade associations with the 
Federal Trade Commission, and other details* of administration. 


UNITED STATES SHIPPING BOARD. 

The United States Shipping Board was created by an act of (Joiigiess approved 
September 7, 1916, entitled “An act to establish a United States Shipping Board for 
the purpose of encouraging, developing, and creating a naval auxiliary and naval 
reserve and a merchant marine to meet the requirements of the commerce of the United 
States with its territories and possessions and with foreign countries: to regulate 
cauiers by water engaged in the foreign and interstate commerce of the United Statens, 
and for other purposes,” generally known as the shipping act, 1916. It is an inde- 
pendent establishment of the executive branch of the Government, similar to the 
Inteistate Commerce Co mm ission and Federal Trade Commission, and under the 
smpping act, 1916, was composed of five members, who chose their own chairman and 
^’lce chaiiroan and seeietary. 

The shipping act, 1910, pio\ddes for the regulation of the operations of common 
earners by water in both interstate and foreign commerce, defines certain terms used 
m connection theremth, and provides penalties for the violation of its provisions 
Garners are required to file with the board copies of such agreements, or memorandums 
of oral understandings as each may have with other carriers or persons subject to the 
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sailings between various ports, the volume or character of trafTic, etc Cei tain conduct 
by cairiers or other persons subject to the act is declared to be -unlawful and punishable 
by penalties set forth in the act. Sworn complaints setting foiih i luLi’ions oi the act 
may be hied with the board by a eominoii carrier by water or other peiAon saoject to 
the act, and a method is proidded for the adjudication oi such coiiiplaiiiT& 

The board is fiiither einpoweied to investigate the action of foreign Uoveruiiients 
with lespect to prig’ll eges afforded and btudens imposed on vessels of the United 
States, and to make a report oi the result of such investigations to the Pie&ident, who 
is authorized to secure by diplomatic action equal priilleges for United States vessels. 

Methods of enforcing the oiders of the board, whether for the peifoimance ol certain 
acts or for the payment of money awaiued as damages hy the board, are also pro^uded. 

The act expressly provides that the board does not have coiicmient j-urisdiction 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission over acts within the latter's power or 
Juiisdiction, and that its provisions do not apply to interstate commerce. 

The board is further empowered by the shipping act to regulate the sale of a vessel 
owned by a citizen of the United States to aliens The board's approval must bo 
obtained to put a vessel owned by a citizen of the United States under a foreign 
registiy or flag. The board may also organize one or more coiporatioiis undei the 
laws of the District of Columbia, for the purchase, operation, lease, charter, oi sale 
of the mei chant vessels acquired under the act, and there was placed at the disposal 
of the board for this purpose a fund of .$50,000,000, to be raised through the sale of 
Panama Canal bonds Under this authority?- the board on April 10, 1917, organized 
the United States Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation, all the stock of 
which has been fully paid up and is now owned by the United States of America 
through the United States Shipping Board 

The board is directed to investigate the relative cost of constructing vessels at home 
and abroad; to examine the iules under which vessels are constructed at home and 
abioad, to investigate matteis i elating to marine insurance, the classification and 
rating of vessels, and the naidgation laws of the United States, and to make such 
recommendations to Congress as it may deem best for the impio^^ement and reifision 
of such laws. 

The shipping act, 1916, was amended by an act approved July 15, 1918, irhich more 
particularly defined the various terms used and provisions contained in the shipping 
act, and added eight sections at the end of the^ act whereby the board was granted 
more complete control over the use or sale, particularly to aliens, of marine property 
during the existence of a state of war or any national emergency declared to exist 
by proclamation of the President, and providing punishment for moiatious of certain 
prolusions of the act as amended. 

The shipping act, 1916, as amended by the act approved July lr5, 1918, was further 
amended by the act of June 5, 1920, known as the merchant marine act, 1920, which 
transferred to the Shipping Board certain specified authoiity granted during the war 
by Congress to the President and by him delegated hy various Executive orders to the 
Shipping Board and the United States Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
This act in section 1 sets forth in the following language the general merchant marine 
policy to be followed by the board in its administration of the merchant marine 
accjuued by the United States as a result of its European war activities: *"That it is 
nef‘essaiy for the national defense and for the proper growth of its foreign and domestic 
commerce that the United States shall have a merchant marine of the best equipped 
and most suitable types of vessels sufficient to carry the greater portion of its co m merce 
and serve as a naval or military auxiliary in time of war or national emergency, ulti- 
mately to be owned and operated privately by citizens of the United States; and it is 
hereby declared to be the policy of the United States to do whatever may be neces- 
sary to develop and encour^e the maintenance of such a mei chant marine, and, in 
so far an mav not be inconsistent with the express pro\lsions of this act, the United 
States Shipping Board shall, in the disposition of vessels and shipping pioperty as 
hereinafter provided, in the making of lules and regulations, and in the administra- 
tion of the shipping laws keep always in view this purpose and object as the primary 
end to be obtained." 

By this act the membership of the board is increased from five to seven, the sections 
of tlie country from which they are to be appointed are designated, and the President 
is directed to designate the member to act as chairman of the board, the board electing 
its vice chairman. . . . , ^ r ^ 

General conditions to govern the board in its disposition of vessel property of the 
United States both to citizens of the United States and to aliens are set forth, and the 
board is authorized to sell to aliens only when, after diligent effort, it has been unable 
to sell to American citizens, and then only upon the affirmative vote of not less than 
five members, with the reasons for such action spread on the minutes of the board. 
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Otiiei duties of the boaxd under the merchant marine act, 1920, are as follows 
To inA^estigate and determine what steamship lines should be estabhshed and 
operated between the United States and foreign ports for the development and mam- 
tenance of the ioieign and coastA^dse tiade of the United States and an adequate postal 
serAuce , to sell vessels under its contiol to responsible citizens of the United States 
Avho AAdll agree to maintain such lines under such teims as the board may deem 
adAusabie. 


To coopeiatc AAuih the Seci-etary ot vTar m encouiagiiig the development of ports and 
tiaiispoitation facilities in connection AAuth the Avatei commerce OA^er which the board 
lias j I uis< action, to inv^estigaie the cause of congestion oi commerce at poits and any 
otliei niatteis tending to piomote and encotiiage the use by vessels of ports adequate 
to caie for the lioight Ayhich would naturally'^pasB thiough such ports, the lesult of 
such inv^esligations to be submitted to the Interstate Commerce Commission for such 
action as that commission may consider appropriate under existing law in case the 
board decides that rates, charges, rules, oi regulations of common carriers by lail sub- 
ject to the juiisdiction oi the Interstate Commerce Commission are detrimental to 
the promotion and deA'clopment of such ports. 

To set aside annually for hA^e years from the approval of the act, from revenues 
fiom^ sales and opeiations, a construction loan fund of not exceeding $25,000,000, for 
use in aiding the constmetion of vessels of the best and most efficient type for opera- 
tion on the steamship lines deemed necessary and desirable by the board, no aid from 
such fund, however, being foi a greater sum than two-thirds of the cost of the vessel 
oi vessels to be constructed. 

To recondition and keep in suitable repair and operate until sold all vessels under 
its contiol either diiectly or thiough the United States Shipping Board Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, which is authoiized to continue in existence until all vessels 
are sold regardless of the piovision of the shipping act, 1916, limiting the life of said 
corporation to not to exceed five years after the declaiation of peace between the 
United States and Germany as eAudenced by proclamation of the President. 

To create out of net revenue from opeiations and sales and to administer an insur- 
ance fund to insure any interest of the United States in vessels constructed or under 
construction and in any plants or materials acquired by the board. 

To contm^ the operation of housing projects acquired by the United States Ship- 
ping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation until the interest of the United States in 
such propel ties is disposed of consistent with good business and the best interest of 
the United States. 

To take over on January 1, 1921, the possession, control, operation, and develop- 
ment of the terminal facilities acquired by the President by or under the act entitled 

An act making appropriations to supply urgent deficiencies in appropriations for 
the fiscal year ending Jxme 30, 1918, and prior fiscal years, on account of war expenses 
and for other purposes, approved March 28, 1918. 

make all necessary rules and regulations to carry out the proAdsions of the act 
A^th authority to request the head of any department, board, bureau, or agency ol 
me Government to suspend, modify, or annul rules or regulations affecting shipping 
in the foreign trade, except such rules or regulations relating to the Public Health 
bervuce, the Consular Service, and the Steamboat Inspection Service, which have 
been established by such department, boaid, bureau, or agency, or to make new 
rules or regulations affecting such shipping. 

T before issuance rules or regulations thereafter established by any other 

branch of the Government affecting foreign trade, except rules or regulations affecting 
the Public Health Service, the Consular Service, and the Steamboat Inspection 
bervice. 


TT^? kind of new vessels to be constructed by citizens of the 

bnited States out of trust funds set aside for investment therein, in order that the 
owner of such vessel may be allowed as a deduction for the purpose of ascertaining 
hM net income subject to the war profits and excess profits taxes imposed by Title 
lii ol the revenue act of 1918, an amount equivalent to the net earnings of a vessel 
owned by such person operated in the foreign trade during such taxable year, but 
two- thirds of the cost of any such new vessel shall be paid for out of ordinary funds 
or capital ot the person haidug such vessel constructed.

^ xa Xlub ystiiuiisnea Dj j^eoruary, iy22, the President is 
directed to extend the period Avithm Avhich such service may be established for such 
time as may be necessary therefor. 

The act fmther proAudes that all mails of the United States shipped or carried on 
vessels shall, if practicable, be shipped or carried on American-built vessels docu- 
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mented under the la’^rs of the United States, and direr ts rhe hoard aiid tiie Post- 
master General m aid of the development of an adequate meiohan'o marine to deter- 
mine from time to time the just and reasonable rate of compensation to be paid for 
cairying the mails on such vessels. 

The Ameiican B areau of Shipping is directed to be recognized by ail departments, 
boaids, bureaus, or commissions of the Government for the classificarion of ^xs^els 
oivned by the United States so long as the American Bureau of Sliipping is raaiatained 
as an organization with no capital stock and parang no dividends. The Secretary 
of Commerce and the chairman of the board are each dneefed to appoint one repre- 
sentative to represent the Go''mmment on the executive committee of the American 
Bureau of Shipping. 

The act further pioiudes that not lo exceed IG persons in addidoii to the crew may 
be caiiied on caigo vessels documented under the lavs of the United States without 
thereby subjecting such vessel to the pioidsions of laws governing passengci I'essels. 
Tbe aA further exempts from the piomsions of the antitiust laws associations eineied 
into by minineiiisurance_ companies for the purpose of tiansacting maiiiie insurance 
and reinsuiance business in the United States and foreign countiies. 

Section SO of the merchant marine act, 1920, contains wlict is known as the ship- 
mortgage act, 1920, and materially alters the provisions of prior laws and judicial 
decisions relating to the status ol mortgage liens on vessel propeity. This section 
creates vhat is known as a ‘‘preferred mortgage” by promdmg that mortgages on 
vessel propertj^, recorded and indorsed in accordance with the prolusions of the ship- 
mortgage act, shall be known as preferred mortgages and that upon the sale of a vessel 
subject to a preferred mortgage lien by order of a district court in suit brought by one 
having a maritime lien all preexisting claims in the vessel are terminated and at- 
tached in like amounts and priorities to the proceeds of the sale except that the lien 
arising under the preferred mortgage is given precedence over all such claims except 
expenses and fees allowed and costs taxed by the comd, and liens for damages arising 
out of tort, for wages of a stevedore when emjiloyed by the owner, operator, master, 
ship’s husband, or agent of the vessel, for wages of the crew of the vessel, for general 
average, and for salvage, including contract salvage. 

The act further provides that such preferred mortgage may^ be foreclosed by a suit 
in rem in admiralty, the original jurisdiction of such suits being granted exclusively 
to the district courts of the United States. The act also regulates transfers of mort- 
gaged vessels and the assignment of vessel mortgages and rights thereunder, and 
repeals the maritime lien act, 1910, which, however, is reenacted with amendments 
to make its provisions consistent with the provisions of the ship mortgage act, 1920. 

Section 4530 of the Keidsed Statutes is amended so as to provide that a seaman on a 
vessel of the United States may not make the demand for wages provided for therein 
more often than once in the same harbor on the same ent:^. 

Section 20 of the act of March 4, 1915, relating to suits for damages for personal 
injuries suffered on board a vessel or in ite service is amended so as to extend to sea- 
men who are given a right of trial by jury in such cases and further provides that 
where death ensues the personal representative of a deceased seaman is authorized 
to maintain an action for damages at law with the right of trial by jury, in both of 
which cases statutes of the United States modifying or extending the common-law 
right or remedy in actions for personal injury or death of railway employees are de- 
clared to be applicable. 

The act further provides that in the judgment of Congress treaties or conventions to 
which the United States is a party which coniain provisions restricting the right of 
the United States to impose disciiminating customs duties on imports entering the 
United States in foreign vessels and restricting the right of the Umted States to im- 
pose discriminatory tonnage dues on foreign vessels should he terminated and directs 
the President to give notice to the several Governments parties to such treaties so in 
foiee terminating such restrictions at the expiration of the period provided for in such 
treaties for the giving of such notice. 

The act, by section 38, amends section 2 of the shipping act, 1916, so as to more 
cleaily define within the meaning of the shipping act, 1916, the cixizenship of a cor- 
poration, partnership, or association. 

UNITED STATES SHIPPING BOARD EMERGENCY FLEET 

CORPORATION. 

The United States Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation was incorporated 
April 16, 1917, by the United States Shipping Board under the authority of section 
11 of the act of Congress approved September 7, 1916, geneially known as the ship- 
ping act, 1916. 
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riio cuiporatioa. is capitalized at JifJSO, 000,000, di\dded into shares ol a pa> '^aLue oi 
inlOO each. All the stock of the corporation is ovTiied by the United States or America, 
represented by the United Slates Shipping Boaid 

"The object foi which the corporation was oiganizcd is stated in the articles of incor- 
poration, as follows: ^ ^Thal the coipoiate name of this company shall be United States 
Shipping Board Emeigeiicy Uieot Corporation, and the object for which it is formed 
is the purchase, const luction, equipment, lease, charter, mnintenancci, and operation 
of inei chant vessels in the commerce of the United States, and in general to do and 
to pfnforni every iawfiil act and thing necessary or expedient to bo done oi per formed 
for the etneient^'and piohiable conducting of said business, as authorized by the laws 
Ol Congress, and lo^ have and to exercise all the powers conferred by the laws of the 
District of Columbia upon coipoiations under said siibehapter -1 of the incorporation 
laws of the Distiicfc of Columlda 

The board of tiustees of the corporation consists of seven membeis The general 
oiliceis consist of a president, several vice presidents, secretary-, treasurer, general 
comptiollei, and general counsel 

The proceeds received by the corporation from the sale of its capital stock and 
appropriations made Congress have been used for the construction by contract oi 
steel, wood, composite, and concrete vessels for overseas commerce and for the com- 
pletion. of steel vessels over' 2,500 dead-weight torrs capacity requisitioned l^y direction 
of the United States Shipping Board on August 3, 1917 

By the emergency shipping fund provision of the urgent deiiciencies ajipropria- 
tion" act aj)pioved June 15, 1917, as amended by an act appro v^ed April 22, 1918, 
and by an act approved No'^ember 4, J918, certain extensive war power’s in connec- 
tion iidth the construction, requisition, and operation of vessels were conferred on 
the President and by him by Executive orders of various dates conferred on the 
corporation. The merchant marine act, 1920, transferred all the power and authority 
thus delegated to the corporation to the United States Shipping Board, which, how- 
ever, is authorized to perform such of its duties as it may deem advisable ihrough 
or by the corporation as its agent. 

In accordance with the authority granted by section 25 of the merchant inaiine 
act, 1920, the United States Shipping Board, by resolution adopted on January 10, 
1924, coiiferred certain powers on the United "State ‘s Shipping Board Emergen cj 
Fleet Corporation 

UNITED STATES RAILROAD ADMINISTRATION. 

By proclamation of the President issued February 28, 1920, under authority of an 
act of Congress approved February 28, 3920, Walker D- Hines, Director GenWai of 
Railroads, was authorized, either personally or through such divisions, agencies, or 
persons as he might appoint, to exercise and perform all of the powers and duties 
conferred upon the President by the profusions of that act except the designation of 
the agent under section 206 thereof. In a proclamation dated March 11, 1920, Walker 
D. Hines, Director General of Railroads, was also designated agent under soction 206 
of the act. 

Walker D. Hines, Director General of Railroads, resigned that position, effective 
May 18, 1920, and by proclamation of the President of the United States John Barton 
Payne, Secretary of the fnlerior, was designated to take over and perform all of the 
duties previously designated to be performed by the Director General of Railroads; 
the latter resigned and, effective March 28, 1921, James O. Davis was appointed. 

The act of February 28, 1920, authorizes the President to adjust, settle, liquidate, 
and wind up all of the matters, including compensatioir, and all questions in dispute 
of whatsoever nature arising out of or incident to Federal control. The act pio vide^ 
that the President shall have the right at all reasonable times niitii the avails of 
Federal control are concluded to inspect the property and records of all caniots whose 
railroads or systems of transportation were at any time under Federal control D 
also provides that the carriers, at their own expense, upon the request of the Presidtuit 
or those duly authorized by him, shall furnish all iiecessaiy and proper informafloii 
and reports compiled upon the records made or kept during the period of Federal 
control affecting their respective lines The act provides that any carrier which 
refuses or obstiucts such inspection or which willlully fails to provide leasotiable 
facilities therefor or to furnish such information or reports shall be liable to a penalty 
of $500 for each day of the continuance of such offense 

UNITED STATES COUNCIL OF NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

The Council of National Defense is directed by the act of August 29, 19 10, to nominate 
to the President, to be appointed by Mm, an ad\-isory commission consisting of not more 
than seven persons, each of whom possesses special knowledge of souk* industry, 
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public utility or the det elopnient ot some natural lesoiircej or is oih^^nvise specially 
f|ualiiied for the jierforinance^ of such duties as shall come with in th^-4r jiu-isdictioii. 

It is the duty of the C'oimcil of National Ileicns^‘ to super\dse and direct iiyystisra- 
tioiis and make recommendations to the President and the heads of executive de- 
partments as to the location of railroads with leference to the ticmtier of the United 
States so as to lender possible expeditious concent lation of troops and supplic-s to 
points of defense; the coordination of military, industrial, and commeicial iniif>usea 
ill the location of extensive highways and hianch lines of lailroad; the utilizatnui of 
waterways: the mobilization of military and naval le&oiirces for defense; the iiic'rease 
ot domestic production of articles and materials essential to the support of aimies and 
of the people dttiing the inteiruption of foieign commeice; the develo|>ment or sea- 
going transportation, data as to amounts, location, methods and means of production 
and availability of militaiv supplies, the giving of iiifoimation to piodueers and 
maniifactiireis as to the class of supplies needed hy the military and other services of 
the 4io\'eiiimentj the requirements relating thereto* and the creation of relations which 
will lender possible in time of need the immediate concentration and utilization of 
the lesources of the Nation. 

The lecords of the Oouncil of National Defense, as well as those of the War Indus- 
tries Board and the Committee on Public Infoimation, are now under the jurisdiction 
of the Assistant Becretary of War, w^ho is charged by law (act of June 4, 1920) witb 
supeiidsion of the procurement of all military supplies and other ]3usiness of the War 
Department pertaining thereto and the a^urance of adequate profusion for the 
mobilisation of materiel and industrial organizaiions essential to war-time needs 


WAR FINANCE CORPORATION. 

The War Finance Corporation was cleared b>' the act approved April 6, 1918, It's 
origmal purpose was to give financial support to industries whose operations were 
‘ ‘ necessary or contributory to the prosecution oi the wai ' ' and to banking institutions 
that aided in financing such industries. It was also authorized to make advances to 
sa'sdiiga banks and building loan associations, to buy and sell obligations of the United 
States Government, and to issue bonds. 

The corporation was in existence only six months before the armistice was signed 
When hostihties ceased its operations were contracted automatically, but in the spring 
of 1919 it was called upon to undertake the burden ot financing the railroads, then 
xmder Federal control, because no appropriation had been made for the mamtenance 
of their operations, 

AUTHOniTY TO FINANCE EXPORTS. 

By act approved ^larcli B, 1919. the powers of the coi-poration were extendea tc» 
emliraee an enthely new line of actiiuty. In order to assist in the transition from 
conditions of war to the conditions of peace, the corporation was given authority to 
make advances to the extent of $1,000,000,000 to American exporters and American 
banking institutions which chose to extend credits to foreign buyers. The activities 
of the corporation under this authority were discontinued in May, 1920, at the request 
of the then Secretary of the Treasury. In January, 1921, the Congress passed a Joint 
resolution directing the corporation to resume operations in accordance with the pro- 
visions ot tbe act of March 3. 1919 

AGRICULTURAL C REBITS 

By act approved August 24, 1921, commonly known as the agricultural credits act 
of 1921 , the corporation's powers were further extended and it was authorized to make 
loans lor agricultural purposes to hanking and financing institutionb, incladhig live- 
stock loan companies, and to cooperative marketing associations. The act re c^uired the 
coipoiation to obtain in every case ‘'full and adequate security bv^ indorsement, guar- 
anty, pledge, or otherwise ” and provided that the aggregate of advances made 03' the 
corporation remaining unpaid at anv^ one time may not exceed $1,000,000,009. It 
contained a provision limiting to June 30, 1922, the period during which the corpora- 
tion was authorized to make new adv^ancos. This period, however, was extended to 
June 30, 1923, by the act approved June 10, 1922; to March 31, 1924, by the agincul- 
tural credits act of 1923; and to December 31, 1924, by the act approved Pebruarv- 
20, 1924. 

Advances may he made for periods not exceeding one year. The act of August 24, 
1921, authorized the corporation, in its discretion, to renew or extend such advances 
lor periods not exceeding three years from the dates upon which they were originally 
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made; ’whHe the act of Februaiy 20, 1924, pro\ide& that the time for the payment 

of any advance “shall not be extended beyond January 1, 1926, if such advance was 
origiiially made on or before January 1, 1923, or beyond three years from the date 
upon wliich such advance was originally made, if such advance was onginaliy made 
after January 1, 1923.” 

FINANCIAL RESOtTBCES OF THE COUPOEATION. 

The capital stock of the corporation was fixed by the act of April 5, 1918, at 
1500,000,900, all of it to be held by the Government _ On November 30, 1919, the 
entire authorized stock of 8^00,000,000 had been subsciibed The accumulated earn- 
ings of the corporation are available for use in connection with the conduct of its 
business 

The eorpoiatioii is authorized to issue, and have outstanding at any one time, its 
bonds in an amount aggi'egating not moie than three times its paid-in capital, such 
bonds to mature not less than six months nor more than five years from their respective 
dales of issue and to have a fiist and paramount floating charge upon all the assets of 
the corporation, which is prohibited from mortgaging or pledging any of its assets at 
any time. Under this authority the corporation in April, 1919, issued for public sale 
one-year 5 per cent bonds to the extent of $200,000,000 These bonds matured on 
April 1, 1920, and all of them, ^vith the exception of a lew not yet presented for pay- 
ment, have been letiied, , ■ 

The funds of the corporation are kept on deposit with the Treasurer of the United 
States, subject to check, but may, with the consent of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
be invested in United States Government bonds, notes or ''Preasury certificates 


ALIEN PROPERTY CUSTODIAN. 

The President was authorized under the proidsions of the “trading with the enemy 
act” to appoint an official, to be known as the Alien Property Custodian, who shall be 
empowered to receive all the moneys and property in the United States due or belong- 
ing to an enemy or ally of an enemj% which may be paid, conveyed, transferred, 
assigned, or delivered to the said custodian under the profusions of the act, and to 
hold, administer, and account for the same under the general direction of the Presi- 
dent and as provided in the act. 

The President has delegated to the Alien Property Custodian the following powers 
and duties under the trading with the enemy act* 

The executive administration of all the provisions of section 7 (a), section 7 (c), 
and section 7 (d), including power to require reports and extend the tune for filing 
the same, conferred upon the President by the provisions of section 7 (a), and includ- 
ing the power conferred upon the President by the provisions of section 7 (c), to re- 
quire the conveyance, etc , to the Alien Property Custodian at such time and in such 
manner as he shall reqmre, of any money or other properties owing to or belonging 
to or held for or on account of enemy or ally of an enemy not holding a license 
granted under the provisions of the trading with the enemy act which, after investi- 
gation, said Alien Property Custodian shall determine is so owing, etc. 

The property seized and demanded by the Alien Property Custodian is scattered 
throughout the United States and its Territories, including the Philippine Islands 
and Hawaii, and consists of industrial plants, such as chemical and woolen mills, 
steamship lines, banks, land and cattle companies, salmon factories, gold and silver 
and other mines of metal and other miscellaneous industrial plants, and thousands 
of parcels of real estate, and trusts represented by securities and liquid assets. 

The Alien Property Custodian is required by the trading with the enemy act to 
deposit all moneys coming into his hands in the Treasury of the United States, to be 
invested by the Secretary of the Treasury in United States bonds or certificates of 
indebtedness. With respect to all other property the Alien Property Custodian has 
all the powers of a common-law trustee, and the further power of management and 
sale under the direction of the Piesident. All moneys or properties after the end 
of the war will be disposed of as Congress shall direct 

The treaties of peace between the United States of America and Germany and 
Austria provide that — 

“All property of the Imperial German Government, or its successor or successors, 
and of all German nationals, which was, on April 6, 1917, in or has since that date come 
into the possession or under control of, or has been the subject of a demand by the 
United States of America or of any of its officers, agents, or employees, from any source 
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or by any agency whatsoever, and all property of the Impenai and Royal Aii^rtro- 
Hungarian Govemmentj or its successor or successors, ^ and of all Aiistro-Hungaiian 
nationals which was on December 7. 1917, in or has since that date come info rlie 
possession or under control of, or has been the ^subject of a demand by the United 
States of America or any of its officers, agents, or employees, irom any" source or by 
any agency whatsoever, shall be retained b\ the United States of Ameiica aiid no 
disposition thereof made, except as shall have been heretofore or speciilcaily hereafter 
shall be provided by law until such time as the Imperial German GoA'ernnient and the 
Imperial and Royal Austro-Hungarian Go^^ernment, or their successor or succe^-ors, 
shall have, lespectively, made suitable piomsion for the satisiaction oi all claims 
a, gainst said Governments, respectively, of all poisons, v here.'oever domiciled, i^'ho 
owe permanent allegiance to the United States of Ameiica and who have suffered, 
through the acts of the Imperial German Government, or its agents, or tlio Imperial 
and Royal Austro-Hungarian Government, or its agents, since luiy 31 1914, loss, 

damage, or injury to their persons or property, directly or iiidirectrr, wh'^^llier through 
the ownership of shares ot stock in German, Austro-Hungarian Americaii, or other 
corpoiations, or in consequence of hostilities or of any operations of war or other- 
wise ^ A 

Under an amendment to the tradmg with the enemy act approved Idarcli I, J923, 
the Piesident was authorized to return an amount of property or money not to exceed 
in value the sum of $10,000 to individuals, partnerships, unincorporated^ associations, 
and corporations whose property was seized or demanded by the Alien Property 
Custodian during the existence of the war. 

The President, by an Executive order dated May 16, 1923, has vested in the Alien 
Property Custodian all the power and authority conferred upon him by the said 
amendment pertaining to every claim in which the amount to be paid does not 
exceed in money or other property the value of $10,000 

UNITED STATES TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The commission was created by act of Congress apjiroved September 8, 1916. It 
has authority to investigate the administration, operation, and effects of the customs 
laws and their relation to the Federal revenues. 

The law directs that the commission shall put at the disposal of the President, the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives, and the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate, whenever requested, all of the information at its command, and 
shall make such investigations and reports as may be requested by the President or 
either branch of Congress 

The commission has power to investigate the tariff relations between the United 
States and foreign countries, commercial treaties, preferential protysions, economic 
alliances, the effect of export bounties and preferential transportation rates, the vol- 
ume of importations compared with domestic production and consumption, and con- 
ditions, causes, and effects relating to competition of foreign industries with those of 
the United States, including dumping and cost of production. 

Under the provisions of sections 315, 316, and 317 of Title III of the tariff act ap- 
proved September 21, 1922, the commission is authorized to conduct investigations 
to assist the President to modify the rates of duties and the classifications fixed in the 
dutiable schedules of that act 

Section 315 provides that the commission shall make, under such reasonable pro- 
cedure, rules, and regulations as it may deem necessary, investigations to assist the 
President in ascertaining the differences in costs of production in the United States 
and in foreign countries of articles covered by the dutiable schedules of the tariff act 
The findings of the commission as the results of such investigations shall be reported 
to the President, who is authorized, when he finds that such differences are not equal- 
ized by the rates of duties prescribed, to determine and proclaim such changes m 
classification, or increases or decreases of duties, within a limitation of 50 per cent 
thereof, as will effectuate such equalization. V^Tien the President shall find, howei-er, 
that such proceeding will not equalize the said differences in costs of production, he 
is authorized to direct that ad valorem duties upon the articles covered by such 
findings shall be based upon the American selling price thereof as defined in section 
402 of the act Ascertainment of such differences in costs of production shall take 
into consideration differences in wages, costs of materials, and other items in cc^ts, 
differences in wholesale selling prices of domestic and foreign articles in the prmcipal 
American markets; advantages given foreign producers by foreign governments or 
others; and any other advantages or disadvantages in competition. 
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1 he eomxaission is aiiiliorized uiider sectiou dib to iumstigate unfair mer.hoiis of 
competition and unfair acts in the importation of articles into the United States, or 
311 their sale after importation When the findings and recommendations of die 
commission, upon its iii\ estigailon of siir h acts, justify the President in doing so, he 
IB authorized to determine and assess additional duties within piescrihed limits upon 
articles coveicd by such findings on in extreme cases, to exclude such articles fion^* 
entry into the United States. f<uch additional duties or refusal of entiy to leniain in 
effect until otherwise oideied by the President 

The test miony in ei'ery in i'eef igation undei the piovisions of this section is leqiiired 
to be leduced to wiitmg, and ^itli the undings^of the commission constitutes the 
official recoid in each case. r\ copy of the findings is recjuiied to be sent to the mu 
poiter oi consignee of the ai tides afi'e* ted thereby and shall be con elusive, subject 
only to leheaimg by consent of the commission or to appeal on c[iiestions of law only 
to the United States Court of Customs Appeals oi in review bv the United States 
Siipi erne Coin i on certiorari . 

IJnder the pro\isions of seriion tJlT the commission is lequired lo asceitain and a( 
all times to be informed W'hether an 3 ’- foreign couiiTry disci immates against the com- 
merce of the United States, whether bv imposing upon it iimeasonable charges oi 
regulations not equally imposed upon othiu* countries, or by laws, admini8trati\ e regu- 
lations, or practices in regaid to customs, port charges, classifications, or otheu like 
requirements which maj" be to the disad^^antage of the commerce of the Unired States 
in such country or in any other fordgn countrv. The commission is reituiieci to 
report to the Piesident with its reeonimendations any such discriminations which 
it may iind to exist, and iipcm such findings, when c‘on firmed by him, the President 
is authorized to specif v and declare upon articles wholly; or in ^art the grovth or 
product of any such country" such new and additional duties as will offset such bur- 
dens, or he may exclude from importation articles from such country. Such new oi 
additional duties are limited, however, to not to exceed 50 per cent ad" valorem. Arti- 
cles imported contrary to the pro\dflions of this section are made subject to seizure 
and forfeiture to the United States. 

Section 318 of the tariff act approved September 21, 1922, provides that, in addition 
to the duties pre\dously imposed upon it by law, the commission shall ascertain 
conversion costs and costs of production of articles in the principal growing, procluc ing, 
or manufacturing centers of the United Stales, whenever in the opinion of the com- 
mission it IS practicable, and shall ascertain such costs in foieign countries wffienev^er 
in the opinion of the commission such costs are necessary foi comparison with the 
costs in the LTnited States and can be leasonaldj^ ascertained. 

The commission is also directed to describe and keep on file samples of imported 
articles and articles of the United States which are comparable , to ascertain the import 
costs of such foreign articles, and the selling prices in the United States of such articles 
of the United States, and to ascertain all other facts affecting competition between 
domestic and imported articles in the principal markets of the United States This 
section authorizes the commission to establish and maintain an office at the port of 
New York for executing any of its functions, and aiithoiizes the commission to adopt 
an official seal which shall be judiciallj^ noticed 


UNITED STATES EMPLOYEES’ COMPENSATION COMMISSION. 

I Created by the act of Congress appro\ed ‘^eptembe'^r 7, 1910 ‘ 

The act of Congress creating the United States Employees’ (Compensation OomiuiB’- 
sion assures compensation, including reasonable medical and hospital treatment, to 
all civil employees of the Federal Government who sustain iiersonai iniurics while 
in the discharge of their duties, but no compensation sball be paid if the injurj'^ w 
caused by the willful misconduct of the employee or by his intention to bring about 
the injury or death of himself or of another, or if intoxication of the injured emplo^^ee 
IS the proximate cause of the injury or death. To obtain the medical and hospital 
treatment, the emploj^ee shall be sent to the nearest United States medical officcu* or 
hospital, but if this is not practicable, to the nearest physician or hospital designated 
by ihe Umred States Employees’ Compensation Commission, or when neither of these 
18 available, to the nearest physician or hospital. 

The monthly compensation for total disability shall not be more than $6(5.67, nor 
less than $33.33, unless the employee’s monthly pay is less than the latter amount, 
in which case his compensation shall be the full amount of Ms monthly pay

NATIONAL SCREW THREAD COMMISSION. 


The National S< lew Thread Oomnussion isas ap>poiiiTed in accordan. e wuth H. ft. 
10852, approved July 18, 1918. It ie composed of nine members, two of whom are 
commissioned officers of the Arm^’, aj>pointed by the Secretary of War; two Lommis- 
sioned officers of the Nat.yy'', appointed by the Secretary" of the Na-v'^’*; and four ap- 
pointed by the Secretary' of (fommerce, two of whom are chosen from nominations 
made ]>y the Amei’ican Society of Men nani< al Engineers, and two from nominations 
made bv the Societv of Automotive Engineers. The Birector of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards is ex-ohiciu chairman of the conimi>sion. The duties of the commission as set 
forth in the act l^y which it was authorized aic to ascertain aud_ establish standards 
for sciew thieads whidi shall be submitted to the Secietary ot War, the Secreta^' of 
the Navy, and the Secretary of Commerce for their acceptance and approval. Such 
standaids, when thus accepted and approved, shall ]l>e aclopted and used in the several 
manufacturing plants iindor the control of the War and Na\’y’' Departments, and, so far 
as practicable, in all specifications for screw threads in pmposals for manufas ^tured 
articles, parts, or materials to be used under the direction of these departments. 
The commission has made an extensive study of the producrion and use of screw 
thieads in the United States and has established standaids and tolerances for various 
classes of this product. A report was issued under date of Jamiarv’- 4,^ 11)21, setting 
foith the standards agreed upon by the commission up to that date. Siiic*e the 
aiice of the oiiginal report, other closely allied problems hace been taken up and a 
revised report is now in preparation The lire of the commission has been three 
times extenaed, and the present date of the teriuinatiou of the life of the comniissiun 
is :srarch 21, 1927 


UNITED STATES VETERANS’ BUREAU. 

Iffie United Slates \'eteraus" Bureau i\as created by an act of Gongiess approved 
August 9, 1921, by whn*h act the Inireau was established as an independent bureau 
under the President. The Bureau of War Pvisk Insunince was abolished by said act 
and the powers and duties pertaining to the Director of the War Kisk Insurance under 
the Treasury Department were trausfened to the A eterans Bur^ii, together with me 
hinctions,’ powers, and duties conferred upon the Federal Board mr \ ocatioiiai 
Edu<*ation by the act of June 27. 1918, known as the yoc^ional rehabilitotion act, 
and all personnel, pioperties, etc., of the United States Public Health Service as 
preRcril.ld and piwided in a written order of the Secretarj' of the.Treasury on April 19. 
1921, designated Order relative to the transfer of ce^riaii^actiiities of tiie l nitea 


jiees ot the itenaiuntaiion uivisiou oj.

B^an act approved June 12, 1917, (Vugress added the duty of insumig the hves of 
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masteie and crews of Ameiican vessels On October 6, 1917, the most important pro- 
visions of the ‘wai-risk act were added These provided for payment of allotments 
and allowances to the dependent families of members of the military forces of the 
United States, payment oi compensation for deatli or disability, and* the writing oi 
teim policies of insurance by the Federal Government against death oi total disability. 
Seveial amendments to the act have been made since, notably the amendments 
approved Decem])ei 24, 1919, which provided for an optional payment in lump sum 
of the converted forms ol insurance and substantial increases in the amount oi com- 
pensation payable on account of death or disability, and the amendments of August 
9, 1921 , which extended the time limit for reinstatement ot lapsed insurance l>y 
disabled ox-service men and provided hospital and other medical treatment for ail 
disa])led members of the military and naval loices in addition to care previously 
authorized, and transierred the duty of furnishing vocational training to the disabled 
membeis of the military and naval forces from the Fedeial Board loi Vocational 
Education to the United States Veterans’ Bureau 


FEDERAL BOARD FOR VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 

The Federal Boaid foi Vocational Education was created by act of Congress appro vea 
Februap^ 23, 1917. This act makes apptopi rations to be used in cooperation with the 
States in the piomotion of vocational education. For the fiscal year 1917-18 the 
amount appiopiiated was $1,860^000, but the appropriation inci eases each year until 
in 1925-26 it reaches §7,367,000, which sum is provided annually thereafter. The 
money appropiiated is to be given to various States for the puipose of stimulating 
vocational education in agriculture and the tiades and industries and in the prepara- 
tion of teachers of vocational subjects Its allotment is upon condition that for each 
dollar of Federal money expended the State or local community, or both, in which 
schools are established shall expend an equal amount for the same purpose 

The duties imposed upon the board are of a twofold chaiacter* Fust, it is the repre- 
sentative of the Government appointed to cooperate with boards appointed by the 
States in promoting vocational education; and, second, it is required to make, or 
cause to have made, reports on vocational subjects As representative of the Govern- 
ment it examines the plans submitted by the various State boards containing the 
scheme of vocational education to be conducted by the States, and approves the same 
if found to be in conformity with the provisions and purposes of the act. It ascertains 
annually whether the several States are using or prepared to use the money received 
by fhem in accoi dance with the pro'vdsions of the statute and each year it certifies 
to the Secretary of the Treasmy the States which have complied with the provisions 
ot the act, together with the amount which each State is entitled to leceive In the 
preparation of reports it is charged with the duty of making studies and investiga- 
tions relating to the establishment of vocational schools or classes and the courses 
and studies to be taught therein It is also required to make studies, investigations, 
and reports upon agriculture and agricultural processes and requirements upon agri- 
cultural workers; trades, industiies, and apprenticeships; trade and industrial 
reqmrements upon industrial woikers and classification of industrial processes and 
pursuits; commerce and commercial pursuits and requirements upon commercial 
workers, home management, domestic science, and related facts and principles; and 
pro Diems of administration of vocational schools and of courses of study and instruc- 
tion in vocational subjects. 

By the passage of the Federal vocational rehabilitation act, approved June 27, 1918, 
and the amendment thereto of July 11, 1919, the board was charged with the duty 
ot turmshing vocational rehabilitation to every member of the military or naval 
lorcesoi the United States discharged with a disability incurred, increased, or ag- 
gmvated while a member of such forces or traceable to service therein, needing voca- 
tional rehabiiiahon to overcome the handicap of such disability. In furnishing 
training under the act no limitations were imposed by the board with respect to the 
courses to be pursued, and all careers were opened to the disabled men, much of it 
being gi'ven directly in the trades and industries. The hoard carried out this work of 
* the disabled soldiers, sailors, and marines and placing them in employment 

m tbeir particular line of endeavor until the passage of the bill on August 9, 1921, 
Cl eating tire Veterans’ Bureau, which consolidated all the agencies dealing with the 
disabled soldiers, sailors, and marines. 

vocational rehabilitation act was approved on June 2, 1920. By this 
act the Federal Govermnent agrees to cooperate with the States in rehabilitating and 
restoring to remunerative occupations any persons disabled in industry or otherwise, 
names the Federal Board for Vocational Education as the administrative agency. 
The duties imposed upon the Federal board include the making of such rules and 
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regulations as may be appropriate to cany out the purposes oi tne act, the proAusioiis* 
through cooperation with the States, foi vocational rehabilitation foi disabled peisons, 
the examination oi State plans and their approval, if in confoimity with the pio- 
visions of the act, the coopeiation ivith such pubhie and privaie agencies as may be 
deemed ad’vi.sabi© for this puipose^ The Fedeial hoard must ascertain annually 
whether the States aie pioperly using Fedeial funds and must certiiy, on oi befoi^ 
the 1st day oi January of each year, to the Secietaiy of the Treosory those 
which have accepted and complied with the provisions of the law, naming the amoaiii. 
of money which each State is entitled to receive The Federal boaid is authorized to 
make such studies and investigations of the vocational rehabilitation of disabled 
persons and their placement in suitable or gainful occupations as aie needed to carr^^ 
out the intention of the act 


BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS FOR ALASKA. 

The Boaid of Road Commissioners for Alaska was cieated by the act of Congress 
appioved January 27, 1905 (sec 2), amended by the act approved May 11, 1906 
Funds for the work aie derived fiom a tax fund collected in Alaska and horn special 
appropriations made by Congress through military committees The woik oi the 
board is earned on under the direction of the Secretary of War and the Chief of En- 
gineeiB The War Department has fixed the organization of the board as follows 

The senior officer on duty, to be designated as the president, shall have general 
charge of the operations of the board, and shall approve and certify, on behalf of the 
board, all vouchers and expenditures. 

The engineer officei shall supei vise the work of construction in the field, as piovided 
in the act of Congress creating the board 

The third officer shall, upon designation by the Secretary of War, as provided in 
the law as amended, act as disbursing officer of the hoard. 

The hoard is charged by law with the construction, repair, and maintenance of 
roads, tramways, ferries, bridges, and trails m the Territory of Alaska 

Under the act of June 30, 1921, the Secretary of War is authorized to receive from 
the Territory of Alaska or other source funds contributed for the construction, repair, 
and maintenance of roads, bridges, trails, and related works, said funds to be 
deposited in the United States Treasury and expended by the Board of Road Com- 
missioners in accordance with the purpose for which they were contributed 

COMMISSION ON NAVY YARDS AND NAVAL STATIONS. 

Appointed by direction of the President to caipr out provisions of the act of Congress, 
approved August 29, 1916, relative to the establishment of navy yards, naval stations, 
and submarine and aviation bases 

NATIONAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR AERONAUTICS. 

The National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics was appointed by the Presi- 
dent, pursuant to act of Congress approved March 3, 1915 (naval appropriations act, 
public No. 273, Sixty-third Congress). Its membership consists of two officers of the 
Army, two officers of the Navv, a representative each of the Smithsonian Institution, 
the United States Weather Bureau, and the Umted States Bureau of Standards, 
together with five additional persons acquainted with the needs of aeronautical 
science, or skilled in aeronautical engineering or its allied sciences All the members, 
as such, serve without compensation. 

The duties of the committee, as provided by Congress, are to supervise and direct 
the scientific study of the problems of flight, with a view to their practical solution, 
and to deteimme the problems which should be experimentally attacked, and to 
discuss their solution and their application to practical questions; also to diioctand 
conduct research and experiment m aeronautics m such laboratories as may in whole 
or in part foe placed under the direction of the committee. 

Under the rules and regulations formulated by the committee and approved by the 
President, technical subcommittees have been established whose general duties are 
to aid in determining the problems in their respective branches oi the aeronautical 
field to be scientifically attacked, bringing to bear the knowledge derived from experi- 
mental investigations conducted in all parts of the world, and to endeavor to coordinate 
the research and experimental work involyed in the study of the problems agreed 
upon These subcommittees are composed in part of speeWly appointed representa- 
tives of the Army and Navy Air Services. 
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B\ ifiiie of che character of its inembor^-iiip, inciuding as it does the heacls of the 
Army and Air Services, the committee also serves in an advisory capacity for 

the determination of questions of general policy lu aeronautical matters * 

In addition to the functions specifically denned for the various subcommittees the 
general functions of the advisory committee may be stated as tollovAs* 

First. Under the law the conimittee holds itself at the sei vice of any d(^j>aitiiteiit or 
agency of the Government interested in aeionautics for the fm'nishing of iniormation 
or assistance in regard to scientific or technical matters relating to aeronautics, and 
in particular for the investigation and study ol problems in this field with a view to 
their practical solution 

Second. The committee may also exercise its functions tor any individual, firm, 
association, or coiporaxion within the United States, promded that such individual, 
film, association, or corporation defray the actual cost involved 

Third The committee institutes research, investigation, and study of the problems 
which, in the judgment of its members or of the members ol its vaiioiis subcommittees, 
are needful and timely for the advance of the science and ait of aeronautics in its 
various branches 

Fourth. The committee keeps itself advised of the progress made in research and 
experimental work in aeronautics in all parts of the world, particularly in England, 
l?rance, Italy, Germany, Holland, and Belgium. 

Filth The information thus gatheied is brought to the attention of the various 
subcommittees for consideration in connection wnth the preparation of programs for 
research and experimental woik in this country. This information is also made 
available promptly to the military and naval aii services and other branches of die 
Government, university laboratories, and aircraft manufacturers interested m the 
study of ^ecific problems. 

f^ixth The committee holds itself at the service of the President, the Oongress, and 
the executive departments of the Government for the consideration of any special 
problem which may he referred to it. It has in this way made special reports and 
recommendations regarding the Air Mail Service, the development of a system of 
transcontinental airways and landing fields, the extension of aerological and weal her 
report sendee, the Federal regulation of air navigation, and the developmert of 
aviation generally for military and ciidl purposes 

The committee has established an office of aeronautical intelligence, which serves 
as the depository and distributing agency of the scientific and technical data on 
aeronautics collected by the committee from governmental and private agencies in 
this country and abroad, and maintains an office in Paris to collect and exchange scien- 
tific and technical data on aeronautics in France, England, Italy, Germany, Holland, 
and Belgium 

The committee directly conducts scientific research and experiment in aeronautics 
at the Langley Memorial Aeronautical Laboratory, at Langley Field, Va., a section 
of the field having been set aside by the War Department for the committee's use 

THE INTERNATIONAL JOINT COMMISSION. 

The International Joint Oominission was created by the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain signed January 11, 1909, the object of which is ** to prevent 
disputes regai'ding the use of ]:>oxmdary waters and to settle all questions which are 
now pending between the United States and the Dominion of Canada involving the 
rights, obligations, or interests of either in relation to the other or to the inhabitants 
of the other, along their common frontier, and to make provision for the adfustment 
and settlement of all such questions as may herealter arise ” 

The commission consists of six meml^eis, thiee appointed by the President of the 
United States and three appointed by His Majesty on recommendation of the Govern- 
ment of Canada It was organized in 1911, adopted rules of pi’oeedure, and established 
permanent offices in Washington and Ottawa Ct has jurisdiction over all cases in- 
volving the use or obstruction or diversion of boundary -waters betw-een the United 
States and Canada, of waters flowing horn boundary w^aters, and oi ivaters at a lower 
level than the boundary in rivers flowing across the boundary 

Under Aiticle IX of the treaty the International Joint Clommission also is con- 
stituted an investigator^'- body, for the purpose of examining into and reporting upon 
any questions or matters of difference arising along the common frontier that shall be 
refeiTed to it from time to time by either the Government of the United States or the 
Government of Canada. 

Under Article X of the treaty any questions or matters of difference arising between 
the high contracting parties involving the rights, obligations, or interests of the United 
States or of the Dominion of Canada, either in rmation to each other or to their 
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lespe ewe inhabitants, may be leleiied ioi decision to the Iiiteiiiationa! Joint Coua- 
inission, it being understood that on the pari of the United States such action be 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and on the paii^of Great Bri+aio wifch 
the consent oL the Government of Canada 

Under Article VI of the treaty^ the commission is chaiged with the nieasiireinent 
and apportionment from time to time of the wateis of the St Mary and Milk Rivers 
and their tiibutaiies, liiese livers lying partly in Montana and partly in Alberta and 
Saskatchevran and being laigely used for iingation purposes in bothVoiinmes 


INTERNATIONAL BOUNDARY COMMISSION, UNITED STATES 

AND CANADA. 

For detioing and marking boundary between United States, Alaska^, and Canada, except on Great Xiakes 

and St. Uawrence River. 

This commission was authorized by conventions oi treaties betvv’eeii the United 
States and Great Uritain, as follows* 

1. Southeastern Alaska, or the boundary between Alaska and British Columbia. 
Length 893 miles. 

Ailicle VI oi the convention between the United States and teat Britain, provid- 
mg tor the settlement of questions between the two couiitiies with respect to the 
fooimdai 5 *^ line between the Territory of Alaska and the British possessions in N'orth 
Ameiica, signed at Washington Jantiary 24, 1903, stipulated that when the high con- 
tacting parties shall have leceived the decision of the tribunal upon the questions 
submitted as proidded in the foiegoing articles, which decision ^all be final and 
binding upon all parties, they will at once appoint, each on its own behalf, one or 
more scientific experts, who shall with ail convenient speed proceed to lay dow n the 
boiindaiy line in conformity with such decision. 

2 The boundary between Alaska and Canada along the one hundred and forty- 
difat meridian. Length, 647 miles 

The convention between the United States and Great Britain pioviding for the 
xsurveying and marking out upon the ground of the one htmdied and foity-first degree 
of west longitude where said meridian forms the boundary line between Alaska and 
the British possessions in North America, signed at Washington April 21, 1906, stip- 
ulated that each Government shall appoint one commissioner, with whom may Be 
associated such siiiweyors, astronomers, and other assistants as each Goi’crnment may 
elect , who shall locate the boundary line, eiect the necessary boundary marks, make 
the necessar;!^ surveys, and file duplicate records with their respective Governments. 

3. The United states and Canada boimd ary from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, 
with the exception of the St. Lawrence River and Great Lakes. Length 2,685 miles. 

Articles I, JI, III, V, VI, VII, and VIII of the treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain, entitled ‘^Canadian International Boundary,'* signed at Washing- 
ton April 11, 1908, stipulated that each of the high contracting parties shall appoint 
without delay an expert geographer or Bun^eyor as commissioner, and the coniJ^is- 
sioners so appointed shall 3 ointly execute the necessary surv^eys, repair existing baun^ 
ary marks, erect additional boundary marks, and lay down the boundary line in 
accordance with the existing treaties upon quadruplicate sets oi accurate modern 
charts, prepared or adopted by them for that purpose, and that said charts so marked 
shall DO filed with each Government, and said commissioners shall also prepare, in 
duplicate, and file with each Government a joint report or reports, d^cribing in 
detail the course of the boundary so marked by them, and the character and location 
of the several monuments and boimdary marks and ranges marking it 


INTERNATIONAL BOUNDARY COMMISSION. UNITED STATES 

AND MEXICO. 


The International Boundary Commission, United States and Mexico, was created 
lo carry out the piovieions of conventions or treaties of 1848, 1853, 1882, 1884, 1889, and 
1905 between United States and Mexico The commission has exclusive iurisdiction 
ot all differences or questions that may arise on boundary between United States and 
Mexico from Gulf of Mexico to Pacific Ocean, approximately 2,000 miles, consisting 
of some 1,300 miles along the Rio Grande and 25 miles along Colorado River. Also 
680 miles overland boundary between El Paso, Tex., and Pacific Ocean. The com- 
mission is empowered to suspend the construction oi works of any character along the 
Rio Grande and Colorado Riveis that contravene with existing treaties; erect and 
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maintain monuments along boundary, make necessaiy suiveys of changes brought by 
force of current in both rivers caused by either avulsion, accretion, or erosion; mark 
and eliminate bancos caused by such changes; supervise maintenance of gauging 
stations along both rivers and their tributaries for pioper measurement of the water 
flow ; survey, place and maintain monuments on all international bridges between the 
two countries. The commission is authorized to call for papers of information relative 
to boundary matteis from either countiy; hold meetings at any point questions may 
arise , summon untnesses and take testimony in accordance with rules of the courts 
of the respective countries If both commissioners shall agree lo a decision their 
Judgment shall be binding on both Oovernments, unless one of them shall disapprove 
it within one month from the date it shall have been pionounced. 


BOARD OF SURVEYS AND MAPS OF THE FEDERAL 

GOVERNMENT. 

The Board of Surveys and Maps of the Federal Government was created by Execu- 
tive order of Becember 30, 1919, for the purpose of making recommendations to the 
several departments or to the President for coordinating all map making and surveying 
activities of the Government and to settle all questions at issue between executive 
depai'tments relating to suiweys and maps in so far as their decisions do not conflict 
with existing laws. Meetings ai’e held at stated intervals, to which representatives 
of the map-using public are invited for conference and advice. A central information 
office has been established in the United States Geological Survey for collecting, 
classif 3 dng, and furnishing information concerning all map and survey data available 
in the several Government departments and fiom other sources. 


THE UNITED STATES SECTION OF THE INTER AMERICAN 

HIGH COMMISSION. 

The United States section of the Inter American High Commission received legal 
recognition in an act approved February 7, 1916. It consists of the ei^ht representa- 
tives of the United States on the commission. There are corresponding sections in 
the Republics of Central and South America and the West Indies. The commission 
was organized on the recommendation of the First Pan American Financial Conference 
held in Washington May 24-29, 1915. It aims to bring about substantial uniformity 
in the commercial law and administrative regulations of the American Republics 
and more stable financial relations between Latin Ameiica and the United States, 
and, in general, to carry out the recommendations of the First and Second Pan Ameri- 
can Financial Conferences, and cooperate in the formulation and effectuation of the 
program of the international conferences of American States in so far as it bears directly 
on the purposes and work of the commission. The Second Financial Conference took 
place in Washington January 19-24, 1920. The commission’s work is directed by a cen- 
tral executive council, which is composed of the chairman, vice chairman, and secre- 
of the section which represents the country selected as headquarters of the com- 
mission for the interval between any two meetings. The meeting held at Buenos 
Aires April 3-12, 1916, selected Washington as headquarters until the second meet- 
ing of the entire commission would take place. The officers of the United States 
section, therefore, now constitute the executive council. 


FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION. 

The act of Congress approved June 10, 1920 (41 Stat , 1063), entitled ‘‘The Federal 
Water Power Act^,” created the Federal Power Commission, to be composed of the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Interior, and the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The operations of the co mmi ssion are conducted tmder the supervision of an executive 
secretary, assisted by an engineer officer detailed from the United States Engineer 
i-orps and by other indiffiduals assigned to the work of the commission by the Depart- 
ments of War, Interior, and Agriculture. 

The commission has general administrative control over all power sites on the navi- 
gable waters and on the public lands and reservations of the United States, and over 
the location, design, construction, maintenance, and operation of power projects upon 
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such sites, an investigation being required in the case of every application to determine 
whether the project proposed is best adapted to a comprehensive scheme of develop- 
ment of the water resources of the region, not only for power development, but also 
for such related uses as irrigation, navigation, flood control, and water supply. The 
act requires that there shall be sufficient inspection and super^nsion of project works 
to assm*e their adequate maintenance and efficient operation, and that the commis- 
sion shall ascertain the amounts necessary to he set aside to cover depreciation and 
to make necessary renewals and replacements. The act requires the establishment 
by the commission of a system of public-utility accounting, to be made applicable to 
all licensees, with provisions for determining and reporting'cosl of pro]*ects,*foi creation 
and disposition of depreciation and amom^.ation reserves, for allocation of earnings 
to project and other property, and for all the other items which enter into modern 
utility accounting practice The commission is clmrged with the dutv of legiilating 
rates, service, and secmities in intrastate business wherever the several States have 
not piovided agencies tor undertaldng such duties themselves and in interstate busi- 
ness whenever the individual States have not the power to act or can not agiee 

The commission is required to classify some 2,500,000 acres of public land t^nthin 
power reserves; to determine the value of power available at Government dams, and 
the advisability of its development for public purposes , and to fix annual rental 
charges for reimbursing the costs of administration and for recompensing the United 
States for the use of its lands and other property- 

In cases where a licensee makes use of a headwater improvement, the commission 
determines the proper share of the annual costs to be paid by the licensee benefited , 
and when any project already constructed is brouglit under license, the commission 
determines its fair value. 

The commission is authorized to conduct general investigations of power resources 
and of their relation to interstate and foreign commerce, cooperating with State and 
National Governments in its investigations, and to pubhsh the results of its woik 
in special and annual reports , and it is required to make certain special investigations 
and report thereon to Congress. 


UNITED STATES GEOGRAPHIC BOARD. 

By Executive order of August 10, 1906^ the official title of the United States Boara 
on Geographic Names was changed to United States Geographic Board. That part of 
order enlarging duties, rescinded by Executive order, December 80, 1919. 

The board passes on all unsettled questions concerning geographic names which 
arise in the departments, as well as determines^ changes, and fixes place names 
within the United States and its insular possessions, and all names suggested by 
any officer of the Government shall be referred to the hoard before publication. 
The decisions of the boai*d are to be accepted by ail the departments of the Govern- 
ment as standard authority. 


THE COMMISSION OP FINE ARTS. 

By act approved May 17, 1910, Congress created as a permanent body the national 
Commission of Fine Arts. The commission is “composed of seven well-qualified 
judges of the fine arts,” who are appointed by the President and serve for a period of 
four years each, and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 

Under the provisions of this organic act Congress directs that “It shall be the duty 
of the commission to advise upon the location of statues, fountains, and monuments 
in the public squares, streets, and parks in the District of Columbia, and upon the 
selection of models for statues, fountains, and monuments erected under the authority 
of the United States and upon the selection of the artists for the execution of same. 
It shall be the duty of the officer charged by law to determine such questions in each 
case to call for such advice. The foregoing provisions of this act shall not apply to 
the Capitol Building of the United States and the building of the Dibrary of Oongmss. 
The commission shall also advise generally upon questions of art when required 
to do so by the President or by any committee of either House of Congress.” 

By Executive order dated October 25, 1910, the President directed that “Plans 
for no public building to be erected in the District of Columbia for the General Gov- 
ernment shall be hereafter finally approved by the officer duly authorized until after 
such officer shall have submitted the plans to the Commission of Fine Arts created 
under the act of Congress of May 17, 1910, for its comment and advice.” 
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On February 2, 1912, the President directed the commission to adiaso the officer 
in charge of public buildings and grounds in regaid to the improvement of any of the 
grounds m the city of Washington under his charge v’'henover such advice is asked 
tor by that officer. That officer now uniformly consults the commission legardiiig 
details of the development of all the paiks and reservations under his control. 

On November 28, 1913, the President issued the following Executive older ' Tt 
IS hereby ordered that whenever new structiucs are to be erected in the District of 
Ooliimbia under the direction of the Fedeiai Government which affect in any im- 
portant way the appearance of the city, oi whenever questions involving matters of 
art and with which the Federal Government is concerned aie to be determined, 
hnal action shall not be taken until such plans and questions have been subinitb^d 
to the Oommission of h\ne Arts designated iindei the act of Congress of May 17, 1910, 
for comment and adiuoeC’ 

On July 28, 1921, the Piosident issued the following Executive order ‘Tt is hcieb\ 
oideicd that essential matteis relating to the design of medals, insignia, and coins 
produced by the executive departments, also the design of statues, fountains, and 
monuments, and all important plans for parks and all public buildings, constuicted 
by the executive departments or the District of Columbia, which in any essential 
way affect the appearance of the city of Washington, or the District of Columbia, 
shall be submitted to the Commission of Fine Arts for advice as to the merits of such 
designs before the executive officer having charge of the same shall approve thereof ” 

In order that the development of the Distiict of Columbia may pioeeed harmoni- 
ously both under Federal and District jurisdictions, the Piesideht has requested the 
Board of Commissioners of the Distinct of Columbia to consult the Commission of 
Fine Arts on matters of art falling under their juiisdiction and control. 

The duties of the commission, therefore, now embiace advising upon the location 
of statues, fountains, and monuments in the public squares, streets, and parks in the 
District of Columbia; upon the selection of models for statues, fountains, and monu- 
ments erected under the authority of the United States, and the selection of the 
aitists for their execution; also for medals, insignia, and coins; upon the plans and 
designs for public structures and parks in the Distiict of Columbia, as well as upon 
all questions involving matters of &n mth which the Federal Government is con- 
cerned. In addition, the commission advises upon general questions of art when- 
ever requested to do so by the President or any committee of Congress. 

^ Congress has stipulated in many recent enactments that the plans for certain des- 
ignated buildings, monuments, etc., must be approved bv the commission before 
they can be accepted by the Government, 


SUPERINTENDENT OF THE STATE, WAR, AND NAVY DEPART- 
MENT BUILDINGS. 

The office of the Superintendeut of the State, War, and Navy Department Duildings 
IS an independent establishment created by Congress for the maintenance, operation, 
and protection of the State, War, and Na^T Building and various other buildings 
later placed under its charge. It operates independently of the State, War, or Naw 
Department, under a commission composed of the Secretary of State, Secretary of 
V\ ar, and Secretary of the Navy. The superintendent has charge of the maintenance 
and operation of the buildings under his custody, including the care of the grounds, 
beating, hghting, repairing, altering and cleaning the buildings, and the forces pro- 
vided therefor. He also is responsible for the safety of the buildings and the personnel 
boused therein and has charge of the guarding and fire-fighting force authoris^ed bv 
( pngress. o o j 


FEDERAL COORDINATING AGENCIES. 

(Under supervision of the Chief CoordinatorJ^ 

FUDEmVli PUBCHASlJSrd BOAKD. 

Composed of one representative from each department and independent estab- 
lishment haying authority to purchase supplies. Created by Executive order pro- 

Budget Circular No. 25 of August 25, 1921, to enable^he 
OJnet CTOidinator to perform the duties of coordinating purchases throughout the 
several departments and establishments. It formulates policies and plans to unite 
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pui'ciiasing acmlties ol the sjevera,! departmeiita and establi%meiits and to bnng 
about business methods calculated effectively to safeguard the interests of the Gov- 
ernment, and at the same time promote the confidence of private business interests 
having dealings with the Government. The board studies pmchase opeiations witii 
a view to determining the adiusability of centralizing pui'chases within departments, 
coordination among departments, utihzation of surplus, and economies to be eiiecterl 
by combined purchases. Detailed studies are made of the requirements of the Gov- 
ernment as a whole, both as to quantities and qualities, available som-ces, localities, 
seasons of supply, means of transportation and storage, and kindred conditions in- 
volving purchase. 

PEBER^L BIQUIBATIOX BOA TIB. 

Composed of one repieseiitative irom each de}>artmeiit and estabiishment havina 
sales activdties. Created hy Executive order promulgated in lUireau ot the Biid^ot 
Circular No. 26 of August 25, 1921, in order to enable theC'iiief Coordinator to poj - 
form the duties of coordinating sales throughout the sei^eral departments and estab- 
lishments. Is a coordinating and not an operating ai^ency it \iews the pioblems 
of liquidation of surplus war supplies from the standpoint of the Government as a 
whole, and exercises such general supervision ov^er de]>artmental sales operations i s 
is necessary for the purpose of coordination and safeguarding the Government’s inir^ - 
ests. The underlying policy of the boaid is to decrease to a minimum by utilizatiuii 
of surplus stocks, the withdrawal of funds from the Treasury for procurement of sup- 
plies, and at the same time increase to a maximum the revenues accmiiiji from t!ie 
sales of surplus materials. 

COORDINATION OP MOTOR TRANSPORT, DISTRICT OP COUUMBl 

Office created by Executive order promulgated in Bm-eaii of the Budget Circular 
No. 35 of September 23, 1921, to coordinate in the interest of efficiency and economy 
the use of motor transportation operated under the executive departments and inde- 
pendent establishments of the Federal Government. Inv^estigates the proper housing 
and grouping of the vehicles of each department; arranges for economical repairs by 
Government activities; limits the number of assigned vehicles and provides for the 
operation of all in pools; links all pools of vehicles in the District of Columbia into a 
single pool for the purpose of economical operation. Prevents the hire of passenger 
cars and trucks and additional garage space when the required service can be fur- 
nished by other Government agencies. Prescribes uniform system of cost accounting 
throughout the Government motor transport services in the District of Columbia. 

FEDERAL TRAFFIC BOARD. 

Formed by Bureau of the Budget Circular No. 4i of October 10, 1921, for the pur- 
pose of effecting economies and better business administration throughout the Gov- 
ernment service in the handling of passenger and freight shipments hy express and 
parcel post, and for the utilization in a more practical way of the various canying 
facilities available, both rail and water. Study of present methods in connection 
with settlement of transportation accounts, study of traffic problems confronting the 
Government departments and establishments, establishment of uniforrn cl a^fi cations 
on all Government items and reclassification of items erroneously classified, handling 
of all questions pertaining to terminal, switching, port, lighterage charges, and general 
rat© adjustments. The board is designed to prevent the overlapping of ser\uce and 
duplication of effort in the conduct of the traffic business of the Govemment- 

FEDERAL SPECIFICATIONS BOARD 

Composed of representatives fiom each department and independent establisliment 
purchasing materials or serAuces in accordance with specifications prepared m ^ch 
department. Created by Executive order promulgated in Buieau of the Budget 
Circular No. 42 of October 10, 1921, for purposes of coordination and economy in the 
procurement of material and services used by the Government under epecificataons 
prepared in the various blanches thereof. Compiles and adopts standard specmca- 
lions for materials and serrices and brings specifications into harmony with the best 
commercial practice wherever the conditioiis permit. Standardizes nomenclature 
and dimensions to insure ready interchangeability of supplies and interworMng parts 
mad© by different manufacturers, and limits tie number of types, sizes, and grades of 
manufactured products used by the Government 
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INTERDEPAHTMENTAL BOARD OP CONTRACTS AND ADJUSTMENTS. 

Composed of representatives from each department and independent establishment 
authorized by law to enter into important contracts. Created by Executive order 
promulgated in Bureau of the Budget Circular No. 47 of November 22, 1921, for the 
purpose of standardizing contract forms, securing the adoption of uniform policies as 
regards constiuction work and uniform practices of interpretation and negotiation 
both preceding and following the actual execution of such contracts. Standardizes 
where possible the forms and methods of contract letting to the end that a uniform 
policy may control the making of contracts, with a view to such changes in form of 
contiacts as will tend to enlist the interest of the contractor in behalf of economy and 
promptness of execution, as well as to eliminate those uncertainties of construction and 
hazaids to be assumed by the contractor which have operated to increase the cost of 
Government work and supplies; recommends general policies in the settlement of 
outstanding obligations arising from contracts of the United States; acts in an 
advisory capacity, when requested, to review and revise important contracts and 
agreements, to advise as to proper interpretation of contracts in process of execution, 
and to assist in the negotiation of important contracts and agreements relating to 
personal services, supplies, or construction work 

EEDERAL REAL ESTATE BOARD. 

Coniposed of one representative from each executive department or independent 
establishment owning, occupying, or controlling real estate or interest therein for or 
in behalf of the United States. Created by Executive order promulgated in Bureau 
of the Budget Circular No. 54 of Eebruary 18, 1922, to insure the adoption of uniform 
methods of procedure and for better utilization of existing Government owned or con- 
trolled real estate. Supervises and coordinates all activities, except in the District 
of Columbia, connected with real estate or interests therein, the procurement thereof, 
whether for temporary or permanent use, by lease, donation, gift, or purchase, the 
occupancy thereof by an executive department or independent establishment of the 
United States Government, and the disposal thereof , under authority of Congress, by 
lease, license, permit to use, sell, or otherwise; standardizes the maintenance of 
all files and records, of grants, deeds, leases, and other instruments pertaining to real 
estate under the control of or in use by particular departments and the maintenance 
of a proper indexing system thereof. 

PERMANENT CONFERENCE ON PRINTING. 

Composed of one representative from each executive department and independent 
establishment. Organized under Executive order promulgated in Bureau of the 
Budget Circular No. 14 of July 22 , 1921, to investigate and propose uniform standards, 
businesslike metnods, and proper economies in public printing and binding and the 
distrijiutdon of publications. Becommends reductions in the amount of Government 
printing and binding through the elimination of unnecessary reports, bulletins, pub- 
lications, etc. Standardizes and changes specifications where necessary to reduce 
the cost of printing, scrutinizes requisitions from the various departments with a view 
to reducing the cost of work without impairing its usefulness. Investigates prepara- 
tion of copy for printer, cost of author’s corrections; standardization of paper in relation 
to grades, sizes, weights, and colors: illustmtions and printing in color; standard size 
form and binding of publication, discontinuance of periodicals and annual reports; 
blank and loose-leaf forms and letterheads, rush work; duplications of departmental 
printing; distribution of public documents, mimeographing and multigi^aphing. 

INTERDEPARTMENTAL BOARD ON SIMPLIFIED OFFICE PROCEDURE. 

Composed of one representative from each department and independent establish- 
ment. Created by Executive order pr 9 mulgated in Bureau of the Budget Circular 
No. 137, dated May 16, 1924, with a view to promoting economy and efficiency in 
routine office procedure in departments and establishments through simplicity and 
uniformity of practice as to matters not already allocated elsewhere by law or Execu- 
tive order. The board standardizes forms, other than General Accounting Office 
forms, used in the executive departments and establishments, where such forms 
lend themselves to standardization; investigates matters relating to methods of con- 
ducting correspondence, use of forms, methods of filing, and allied questions. 
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FEDERAL NARCOTICS CONTROL BOARD. 

Regulations.^ 

of the narcotic drugs impoit and export act, aiiproved 
May 26, 1922, puWisned in Treasury Decision 39154 of June 12, 1922, the Federal 
JSiaicotics Control Board hereby piescnbes the following regulations ; 

(1) BcflrLitiOiis —(a) The term ^ ‘crude opium ’’shall be understood to mean the snon- 
taneously coagulamd sap obtained from the soponhc poppy (Papaver sommfci 
lelated specmsj, and which may or may not have ]>een subjected to further diAnm^ oi 
other treatmcni;, thus covering all forms of opium known to the trade, such as fnim 
opium, granulated opium, powdered opium, and deodorized { denarcotized * opiW 
except ‘bsmolving opiimi ’’ or “opium prepared for smoking ^ 

(b) By coca leaves shall be understood the leaves of Ei ythroxyion coca, known 
commercial^’' as diuaniico coca, or the leaves of Eiythroiyloii uxillcnhe^ known 
commercially as Tiuxiiio coca, or the leaves of anv othei species of En/th^'ohulou 
yielding cocaine 

tc) The term cocaine shall be understood to cover all foims of cocaine or its 
salts known to the trade. 

(cl) The teim ‘'derivative’’ shall be understood to mean any alkaloid, or salt oi an 
alkaloid, or comliination thereof, or any chemical compound prepared either directi \ 
or indiiectiy from the alkaloids of opium or from cocaine It shall include morphine, 
codeine, ethylmorphine hydrochloride (known as diomn or diacetvimorpMne hydro- 
chlor^e (kno-vm as heroin), them salts or combinations and any new derivative of 
morphine or cocaine, or of any salts of morphine or cocaine, or any other alkaloid 
of opium, 

(e) The term “preparation” shall mean any product, mixture, or compound con- 
taining or representing any quantity of opium or coca leaves or any derivative Thereof. 


(2) Ports designated for imports . — Crude opium and coca leaves (which are the only 

narcotic drugs” as defined in the act that are admissible) may be imported only at 

the ports of Detroit, Mich., Indianapolis, Ind , ISTew York, N Y , Philadelphia, Pa., 
St Louis, Mo , and San Francisco, Calif. 

(3) Who may import — Crude opium and coca leaves may be entered only by manu- 
factmers actually engaged in manufacturing from such crude opium or coca leaves 
products foi the wholesale trade for medical or other iegirimate uses. 

(4) Applications reqint ed — ^ilpplications in triplicate lor pei mission to impoi t crude 
opium oi coca leaves shall be made under oath on an approved form, stating all material 
facts, and addressed to the collector of customs at the proposed port of importation, 
who, after careful consideration thereof and any investigation deemed neceesarv, 
shall forward the application with his recommendation to the Federal Narcotics 
Co-ill oi Board, Treasury Department, Washington, D, C Such applica-don must 
state the amount of the stock on hand, the usual requirements for the ensuing six 
months, and the necessity for the proposed importation. 

I ] *on request the collector of customs may furnish to the applicant a certified copy 
of ine approved application for use under the laws or regulations of the exporting 
country. 

(5) Procedure on arrival and detivery from the appraiser's warehouse — Immetliately 
upon the unlading of crude opium from the importing vessel the customs officer 
shall carefully examine the packages, note their condition, seal the packages, and 
cause them to be transported under customs guard and by bonded cartmen to the 
appiaiser*s warehouse, where they shall be placed in a separate and specially pro- 
tected inclosure. 

The appraiser shall issue such special regulations to his employees as ivill insure 
the safe- keeping of the packages while in the warehouse. 

No delivery of crude opium to the importer from rhe appiaiser’s warehouse shall be 
permitted until the deputy collector of customs in charge of the building and an 
assistant appiaiser shall be satisfied and so note on the delivery permit, after personal 
examination, that the importer has taken all proper precautions for the safe trans- 
portation of the crude opium from the appraiser’s warehouse to the importer’s premises, 
or to the premises of the common carrier if shipment is to be made. 

Until otherwise ordered, however, the procedure now followed in the case of ship- 
ments of crude opium in bond between the ports designated in regulation 2 for 
imiioits will not be disturbed.

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Except as specially provided in ihese regulations; liie procedure in the case of 
coca leaves shall be the same as in the case of meichandiso generally 

(6) Entr%es — Crude opium may be euteied only for consumption or for iraiispor- 
tation in bond between the ports designated in regulation 2 for iinpoits ]Enti>^ of 
either crude opium or coca leaves shall not be permitted unless the application to 
mipoit has been appioved by the Federal Narcotics Control Boaid, nor unless the 
merchandise has been properly described in the manifest of the importing vessel or 
cariiei 

Coca leaves, howevei, may be entered, either for consumption or warehouse, or for 
trans|ioitation in bond to anj' of the ports designated m regulation 2. 

Importations of tinusuul amou7its. — No amount of crude opium or coca leaves 
which may be imported within any certain period as necessary to provide for medical 
•and legitimate uses only will be fixed by the board at present, but special explana- 
tion of impoitations of unusual amounts of such articles, either in single shipments 
oi in the aggregate, will be required and carefully investigated by the board. 

(S) Reports of stocks oil hand and probable future requirements. — •Importers shall 
rendei to the boaid, as soon as practicable after December 31 of each year, or oftener 
it sjiecially required, a report of the stocks of narcotic drugs on hand and an estimate 
of the probable requirements for medical and legitimate uses for the next \ear or 
any other period that may hereafter be specially df-signated 

EX POUTS. 

{\)) Xo exportation without previous a^iproval. — No poison shall take out of the United 
States on his person or in his baggage or offer to any carrier for transportation out ol 
the United States, nor shall any carrier receive for exportation or export out of the 
United States, any narcotic drug unless and until an application for permission to 
export shall have been approved by the Federal Naicotics Control Board. 

(10) Applications. — ^Applications in triplicate for permission to export naicotic 
drugs shall be made under oath on an approved form, stating all the material facts, 
and addressed to the nearest collector of customs sufficiently early to permit of 
orderly procedure and any necessary investigation. With this application, th*^ 
shippers' expoit declaration in due form shall also be submitted, together with an\ 
impoit license (and a translation thereof if in a foreign language) or a certified co})v 
of any such license, that may have been issued by the country of destination, or 
other evidence that the merchandise is consigned to an authorized permittee. 

Veiification by an American consular officer of signatures on foreign import license ‘s 
Aviil not be necessary if such licenses bear the official seal of the officer signing thenn 

After cai'eful consideration of such application, and after any investigation deemed 
necessary, the collector shall forward the application to the board with his recom- 
mendation. 

(11 ) Labeling of packages. — In lieu of the marking on the outside of the packages 
required in the previous regulations (T. D. 38381), the inner packages shall be labeled 
in a legible and conspicuous manner to show the narcotic character of the contents. 

(12) Opening and inspection of packages. — ^The collector of customs may require 
packages offered for export to be opened and may inspect the contents thereof. 

IN-TKANSIT SHIPMENTS 

(13) In-transit shipments transferred in the United Slates or re main mg on board the 
transporting vessel. — Each in-transit shipment under section 2 (subsection 5) of the 
act, vdll be considered by the board on its individual merits, but in general the regu- 
lations governing exports will be applied so far as practicable, except that the col- 
lector of customs may permit narcotic drugs, other than smoking opium or opium 
prepared for smoking, to be retained on board a vessel arriving from a foreign poi't 
winch are shown on the manifest to be destined to another foreign port. 

Articles in transit manifested merely as drugs, medicines, or chemicals, without 
evidence to satisfy the collector that they are nonnarcotic, shall be detained and 
subjected at the carrier’s risk and expense to such examination as may b© necessary 
to satisfy tile collector whether they are of a narcotic character. With a view to avoid- 
ing such iiicoiivemeiice, the carrier should not accept in-transit shipments of such 
m‘ticles unless accompanied by properly verified certificates of the shippers, speci- 
fying the Items in the shipment and stating whether narcotic or not.

PERSONNEL CLASSIFICATION BOARD. 

The Personnel Classification Board was created by an act of Congress approved 
Maicli 4, 1923. It is an ex-officio board, consisting of the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget or an alteinaate from that bureau designated by the director, a member of the 
Civil Service Commission or an alternate from the commission designated by the 
commission, and the Chief of the United States Bureau of Efficiency or an alternate 
from that bureau designated by the chief of the bureau. The Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget, or his alternate, is chairman of the board. The board is charged with 
the carrying out of the requirements of the above-mentioned act, which provides for 
the classification of civilian positions of the Federal Government within the District 
of Columbia and in the field service. 


AMERICAN BATTLE MONUMENTS COMMISSION. 

Tile American Battle Monuments Commksion was created by an act of i'oiigress 
appioved March 4, 1923, for the purpose of preparing plans for, and erecting suitable 
memorials to mark and commemoiate the seimces of the American forces in Europe, 
including works of architecture and art in the American cemeteries in Europe The 
act creating the co mmi ssion chaiges it with the duties of controlling as to materials 
and design, providing regulations for, and supermsing the erection of all mernoriai 
monuments and buildings in the American cemeteries in Europe. To the commission 
is given the fimetion of photographing the battlefields of Europe upon which American 
forces were engaged, in order to complete the historical records of these forces. 

The commission is directed to cooperate, in such manner aa it shall detemiine, with 
American citizens, States, municipaliti^ and associations^ desiring to erect war 
memorials in Europe, providing that the plans for such memorials have been approved 
by the commission in accordance with the provisions of the act

The act requires that the National Commission of Fine Arts have supervision oA^er 
all designs or matenals for memorials used by the commission. 

The commission is authorized to receive funds from any State, municipal, or private 
source for the purposes of its work, and is also permitted to furnish replicas of any 
memorial, or part thereof, at actual cost, applying the proceeds of such sales to the 
purposes of the commission. 


COURT OF CLAIMS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

This court was estabhshed by act of Congress February 24, 1855 (10 Stat L, 612) 
It has general jurisdiction (36 Stat- L, 1135) of all “claims founded upon the Consti- 
tution of the United States or any law of Congress, except for pensions, or upon any 
regulations of an executive department, or upon any contract, express or implied, 
with the Government of the United States, or for damages, liquidated or unliqui- 
dated, in cases not sounding in tort, in respect of which claims the party would be 
entitled to redress^ against the United States, either in a court of law, equity, or ad- 
miralty, if the United States were suable, except claims growing out of the late Civil 
War and commonly known as war claims, and certain reiected claims 

It has jurisdiction also of claims of like character which may be referred to it by 
the head of any executive department involving controverted questions of fact or 
law. In all the above-mentioned cases the court, when it hnds for the elaimanL, 
may enter judgment against the United States, payable out of the Public Treasury. 
An appeal, only upon questions of law, lies to the Supreme Court on the part of the 
defendants in all cases and on the part of the claimants when the amount in contro- 
versy exceeds $3,000. The Jindings of fact by the Court of Claims are final and not 
subject to review by the Supreme Court 

It also has jurisdiction of the claims of disbursing officers of the United States for 
relief from responsibility for losses of Government funds and property by capture or 
otherwise, without negligence, while in the line of duty. 

There is a statute of limitations which prevents parties from hiinging actions on 
their own motion beyond six years after the cause of action accrued, but the depart- 
ments may refer claims at any time if they were pending therein within the six yeais 

By the act of March 2, 1919 (40 Stat , 772), known as the Dent Act, the Coxut of 
Claims is given jurisdiction of the class of war claims therein specified In these 
cases the action of the Secretary of War upon the claim, or his failure to act thereon, 
is a condition precedent to the right of the claimant to commence an action in the 
Court of Claims 

The court also has jurisdiction of actions provided for by certain statutes passed 
during the last war permitting the seizure of property by the Government 

By section 151, Judicial Code (36 Stat. L., 1135), whenever any bill, except for a 
pension, is pending in either House of Congress providing for the payment of a claim 
against the United States, legal or equitable, or for a grant, gift, or bounty to any 
person, the House in which such bill is pending may, for the investigation and deter- 
mination of facts, refer the same to the Court of Claims, which shall proceed with 
the same in accordance with such rules as it may adopt and report to such House 
the facts in the case and the amount, where the same can be liquidated, including 
any facts beaiing upon the question whether there has been delay or laches in pie- 
senting such claim or applying for such grant, gift, or bounty, and any facts bearing 
upon the question whether the bar of any statute of limitation should be removed 
or which shall be claimed to excuse the claimant for not having resorted to any estab- 
lished legal remedy, together with such conclusions as shall be sufficient uo inform 
Congress of the nature and character of the demand, either as a claim, legal or equi- 
table, or as a gratuity against the United States, and the amount, if any, legally or 
equitably due from the United States to the claimant: Provided, however. That if 
It shall appear to the satisfaction of the court upon the facts established that under 
existmg laws or the provisions of this chapter, the subject matter of the hill is such 
that It has jurisdiction to render judgment or decree thereon, it shall proceed to do 
so, giving to either party such further opportunity for hearing as in its judgment 
justice shall require, and it shall report its proceedings therein to the House of Congress 
by which the same was referred to said court. 

Section 6, act of March 4, 1915 (38 Stat , 996), provides: “That from and after the 
passage and approval of this act the jurisdiction of the Court of Claims shall not extend 
to or include any claim against the United States based upon or growing out of the 
destruction of any property or damage done to any property by the nulitary or naval 
forces of the United States during the war for the suppression of the rebellion nor 
to any claim for stores and supplies taken by or furnished to or for the use of the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United States, nor to any claim for the value of any use 
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and occupation of any real estate by the militaiy or na’. al forces of the United States 
during said war; nor shall said Court of Claims have jurisdiction of any claim which 
IS now barred by the profusions of any law of the United States ’ 

By act of March 3, 1891, chapter 538 (26 Stat U , 851, and Supplement to S , 2d 
ed , p. 913), the court is vested with jurisdiction of certain Indian depredation claims. 

The act of June 25, 1910, chapter 423 (36 Stat L , 851-852;, ‘‘An act to provide 
additional protection for owners of patents of the United States, and for other pur- 
poses, confeired a new jurisdiction. 

There aie five judges, who sit together in the hearing of cases, the conciiirence of 
three of \yliom is necessary for the decision of an;^ case. 

All claims are prosecuted in the Oouit of Claims by an action commenced by the 
filing of a petition and prosecuted in accoi dance with the lules of the comt, copies 
of which rules can bo obtained upon application to the clerh of the court 

The court is located at Washington, I> G , in the old Corcoian Art Building, Seven- 
teenth Street and Pennsylvania Avenue The term begins on the first Monday in 
December each year and continues until the Saturday "before the iirst Monday in 
Decembei Cases may be commenced and enteied at any time, whether the court 
be in session or not.

JOSEPH MoKENNA, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
was born in Philadelphia, Pa., August 10, 1843, attended St, Joseph’s College of his 
native city until 1855, when he removed with his parents to Benicia, Calif , where he 
continued his education at the public schools and the Collegiate Institute, at which 
he studied law; was admitted to the bar in 1865; was twice elected district attorney 
for Solano County, beginning in March, 1866: served in the lower house of the legis- 
lature in the sessions of 1875 and 3876; was elected to the Forty-ninth, Fiftieth, 
Fift 3 '-first, and Fifty-second Oongiesses; resigned from the last-named Congress to 
accept the position of United States circuit jiidge, to which he was appointed by 
President Harrison in 1892; resigned that office to accept the place of Attorney 
General of the United States in the Cabinet of President McKinley; was appointed 
December 16, 1897, an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States 
to succeed Justice Field, retired, and took his seat January 26, 1898. 
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OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES, of Boston, Mass , Associate Justice of t!ie 

Supreme Court of the United States, was bom in Boston, Mass , March 8, 1841; grad- 
uated from Harvard College in 1861; July 10, 1861, commissioned first lieutenant 
of the Twentieth Massa<-husetts Yolunteer Infan October 21, shot through the 
breast at Balls Bluff; March 23, 1862, commissioned captain; shot through the neck 
at Antietam September 17 ; shot in the heel at Maryes Heights, Fredericksburg, on 
May 3, 1863; on January 29, 1864, appointed aid-de-camp lo Brig. Gen. II. G Wright 
and served with him until expiration of term of service; brevets as major, lieutenant: 
colonel, and colonel; Harvard Law School, LL. B., 1866; in 1873 published twelfth 
edition of Kent’s Commentaries, and from 1870 to 1873 editor of the American Law 
Heview, in which, then and later, he published a number of articles leading up 
to his hook entitled ‘‘The Common Law’’ (Little, Brown & Co , 1881), first, however, 
delivered in the form of lectures at the Lowell Institute. An article on “ Early Eng- 
lish Equity, ” in the English Law Quarterly Review, April, 1885, also ma>y be men- 
tioned, and later ones in the Harvaid Law Re\dew. From 1873 to 1882 he piac- 
tlced law in the firm of Siiattiick, Holmes & Munroe; in 1882 took a piofessorship at 
the law school of Harvard College, and on December 15 of that year was commissioned 
a memher of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts; on August 2. 1899, he was 
made chief justice of tlie same court. He was appointed a Justice ot the Supreme 
Oouit of the United States liy Piesident Roosevelt, confirmed by the Senate Decem- 
ber 4, 1902, and sworn in and took his scat December 8, 1902. He has published 
a volume of speeches (Little, Brown & Co 1; also Collected Legal Papers, 1920 
(Harcourt, Brace A Howe). LL. D. Yale, Harvard, Williams, Amherst, and Berlin* 
D. C. L. Oxford. Corresponding fellow of the British Academy; 1924, Roosevelt 
Memorial Association ^fedal for the Development of Public Law.* 

WILLIS YAN DEVANTER, of Cheyenne, Wyo , Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, w^as born at Marion, Ind , April 17, 1859; attended the 
public schools of his native town and Indiana Asbury (now De Pauw) University 
(LL. D. 1911); was graduated from the law school of the Cincinnati College in 1881; 
practiced his profession at Marion, Ind., until 1884, and subsequently at Cheyenne, 
Wyo , where he served as cilv attorney, a commissioner to revise the statute law of 
Wyoming, and member of the Teiritoihal legislaiuie; 'vvas appointed chief justice of 
the Territorial supreme coiiit by President Hairisoii in 1889, and by election was 
continued as chief justice on iJio admission of the Teiiitory as a State in 1890, but soon 
resigned to resume active iiraetice; was chairman of the Republican State committee 
in 1894; was a delegate to the Republican national convention and also a member 
of the Republican national committee in 1896; was appointed assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States by President^ McKinley^ in 1897, being assigned to the 
Department of the Interior, and served in that position until 1903; was piofessor of 
equity pleading and practice^ 1898-1903, and of equity jurisprudence 3902-3 in 
Columbian (now George Washington) University; was appointed United States cir- 
cuit judge, eighth circuit, by President Roosevelt in 1903; was appointed Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the Umted States by President Taft December I65 
1910, and entered upon the duties of that office January 3 following, 

JAMES CLARK McREYNOLDS, of Nashville, Tenn., was born in Elkton, Ky.; 
February 3, 1862; son of Dr. John O. and Ellen (Reeves) M.; B, S. Yanderbilt Uni- 
versity 1882; graduate of University of Yirginia law department 1884; unmarried; 
piacticed law at Nashville, Tenn., Assistant Attorney General of the United States 
1903-3907; thereafter removed to New York to engage in private practice; was 
appointed Attorney General of the Umted States March 5, 1913, and Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Coin-t of the ilnited Slates August 29, 1914, and took his seat October 12, 


LOUIS DEMBITZ BRANDEIS, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
Umted States, was born in Louisville, Ky., November 13, 1856; attended private 
and public schools there until 1872; then went to Eiuope, where he remained until 
1875; attended Ann en Real Schule in Diesdcn, Saxony, 3873 to 1875; attended 
Harvard Law School 3875-1878. He began the practice of law in St. Louis, Mo., 
3878; removed to Boston, Mass., in 1879, and piacticed there until June, 1916, as a 
member first of the lirm of Warren & Brandeis, and later of the firm of Brand eis, 
Dunbar A Nutter. He was appointed a Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States by Piesident Wilson on January 28, 1916, was confirmed by the Senate June 1, 
1916, and took his seat June 5, 1916. 
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GEORGE SUTHERLAND, of Salt Lake City, was bom March 25, 1862, in Biick- 
ingliamsMre, England; received a common school and academic education; stixdied 
law at the University of Michigan, being admitted to practice in the supreme court 
of that State in March, 1883, and has followed the piactice of law continuously sbice 
that date; received honorary degree of doctor of laws from Columbia Univeisitv 
of New York, University of Michigan, and from the George Washington University' 
was State senator from the sixth (Utah) senatorial district in the first State loxiisla- 
ture; was elected to the Fifty-seventh Congiess, declined renoniination to the Fifty- 
eighth; was elected to the United States Senate by the L^tah Legislature for the term 
beginning March 4, 1905, and was reelected in 1911, his term of sendee expiring 
March 3, 1917. Author of Constitutional Power and World Affairs, a series of lec- 
tures delivered at Columbia LTniveisity in 1918. On Sopteni1)er 5, 1922, he vas 
nominated by President Harding to be Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, immediately confirmed by the Senate, and entered upon the 
duties of the olTice October 2, 1922 

PIERCE BUTLER, of St. Paul, Minn , was born March 17, 1SC)(>, in the township 
of Waterford, Dakota County, iMinn.; attended public school unlil 1881, then eiitoied 
the preparatory department of Carleton College, Northfeld, ^linn., entered that 
college in 1883 and graduated in 1 887 ; then commenced the stud v of law; was admitted 
to the bar at St. Paul, Minn., in 1888, and continuously practiced law there until 
January, 1923. He was assistant county attorney of Ramsey County, ifinn., in 1891 
and 1892; was elected county attorney in 1892, and reelected in 1894. He was 
appointed a member of the charter commission of St. Paul in 1897, was a member of 
the public library board from 1900 to 1909, and has been a member of the board of 
regents, University of Minnesota, since 1907. November 23, 1922. he was nomi- 
nated by Piesident Harding to be Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, was confirmed by the Senate December 21, 1922, and took Ms seat 
January 2, 1923. 

EDWARD TERRY SANFORD, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, was horn at Knoxville, Tenn., July 23, 1865. Graduated fi'om LTniver- 
sity of Tennessee in 1883, A. B. and Ph. B.*, Harvard College, 1885, A. B.; Harvard 
Law School, 1889, LL. B. and A. M.; Universities of Cincinnati and Harvaid, 
LL. D. Practiced law at Knoxville, 1889-1907. Assistant Attorney General of the 
United States, 1907-1908; United States district judge, eastern and middle districts of 
Tennessee, 1908-1923. Formerly a trustee of the University of Tennessee; go’v ernor of 
the Knoxville General Hospital; trustee of the East Tennessee Institute; president of 
the Tennessee Bar Association and Alumni Association of the University of Tennessee, 
and vice president of the Harvard Law School Association and American Bar Associa- 
tion. Delegate to the Universal Congress of Lawyers and Jurists at St. Louis, in 1904. 
Chairman of the hoard of trustees of the George Peabody College for Teachers; piesi- 
dent of the Harvard Alumni Association; and trustee of the Lawson kXcGhee Library. 
Honorary member of PM Beta Kappa and of the Tennessee and Alabama State Bar 
Associations. Author of ^‘Blount College and the University of Tennessee/' 1894. 
Nominated by President Harding as an Associate Justice of the Supreme C'ourt on 
Jamiaiy 24, 1923; confirmed by the Senate on January 29, 1923; and took his seat on 
Pebruaiy 19, 1923.

ORIGIN AND FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 

The District of Columbia was established under the authority and direction of 
acts of Congress approved tluly 16, 1790, and March 3, 1791, which were passed to 
give effect to a clause-in the eighth section of the first aiiicle of the Constitution of 
the United States, giving Congress the power — 
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**To exei’cise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever over such district (not 
exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession of particular States and the accept- 
ance of Congress, become the seat of the Government of the United States; and to 
exercise like authority over all places purchased, by the consent of the legislatui*e 
of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dockyards, and other needful buildings 

The^ seat of Government of the United States was first definitely named by the 
following clause in the act entitled ‘‘An act providing a peimanent form of govern- 
ment for the District of Columbia,” approved June 11, 1878, as follows: ‘‘That all 
territory which was ceded by the Stale of Maryland to the Congress of the United 
States, for the permanent seat of Government of the United States, shall continue 
to be designated as the District of Columbia” (20 Stat 102), although it had been 
incidentally mentioned as such in several preceding statutes. 

It embiaces an aiea of G9 245 square miles, of which 60 01 square miles are land- 
Tho river boundary is high-water mark along the Virginia shore of the Potomac 
River 


The local government of the District of Columbia is a municipal corporation having 
jurisdiction over the territory which “was ceded by the State of Maryland to the 
Congress of the United States for the permanent seat of the Government of the United 
States ” (20 Stat. 102 ) 

This government is administered by a board of three commissioners ha^dng in 
general equal powers and duties. (20 Stat. 103 ) 

Two of these commissioners, who must have been actual residents of the District 
for three years next before their appointment and have during that period claimed 
residence nowhere else, are appointed fiom civil life by the President of the United 
States and confirmed by the Senate o£ the United States for a term of three years 
each and until their successors are appointed and cpialilied. 

The other commibsioner is detailed from time to time by the President of the United 
States from the Engineer Corps of the United States Army, and shall not he required 
to perform any other duty. (Ib.) This commissioner sfiall be selected fiom among 
the captains or officers of higher grade having served at least 15 years in the Corps of 
Engineers of the Army of the United States, (26 Stat. 1113) 

Three officers of the same corps, junior to said commissioner, may he detailecl to 
assist him by the President of the United States. (28 Stat 246 ) 

The senior officer of the Corps of Engineers of the Army who shall for the time 
being be detailed to act as assistant (and in case of his absence from the District or 
disabOity, the junior officer so detailed) shall, in the event of the absence fiom the 
District or disability of the commissioner who shall for the time being be detailed 
from the Corps of Engineers, perform all the duties imposed by law upon said com- 
missioner.

One of said commissioners shall he chosen president of the board of commissioners 
at their first meeting and annually and whenever a ^ acancy shall occur. (20 Stat- 


The commissioners aie in a general way vested with jurisdiction covering all the 
ordinary features of municipal government and aie also ex officio the Public Utilities 
Commission of the Distiict of Columbia. (37 Stat, 974 ) 

The expenditures of the District of Columbia are based upon estimates annually 
prepared by commissioners and submitted by them to Congress through the 
Bureau of the Budget. To the extent to which it shall approve of said estimates. 
Congress shall appropriate a proportion out of the Treasury of the United Slates. 
Ihe remainder of the amount of such approved estimates shall be levied and assessed 
^Pon the taxable property and pri\uleges in said Distiict other than the property of 
the United States and of the District of Cokimhia (Act approved June 11, 1878; 20 
At present the relative proportions are 40 per" cent out of the^Treasiuy 
of the United States and 60 per cent out of the revenues derived from taxation of 
privileges. “All taxes collected shall be paid into the Treasury 
ot the United States, and the same, as well as appropriations to be made by Oongi'ess 


Dia, certified by said commissioners or a majoiity of them.” (Ib. 105.)

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BOLES GOVERNING PRESS GALLERIES. 

1. Persons desiring admission to the press galleries of C'ongrcss shall make applica- 
tion to the Speaker, as required by Rule XXXT of the flouse of Representatives, and 
to the Committee on Rules of the Senate, as required by Rule VI for the Regulation 
of the Senate Wing of the Capitol; and shall state in writing the names of all news- 
papers or publications or news associations by which they are employed, and what 
other occupation or employment they may have, if any ; and they shall further declare 
that they are not engaged in the prosecution of claims pending before Congress or 
the departments, and iml not become so engaged while allowed admission to the gal- 
leries; that they are nqt employed in any legislative or executive department of the 
Government, or by any foreign Government or any representadve thereof, and that 
they are not employed, directly or indirectly, by any stock exchange, board of trade, 
or other organization, or member thereof, or brokerage house, or broker, engaged in 
the bujing and selling of any security or commodity or by any persou or corporation 
having legislation before Congress, and will pot become 'so engaged while retaining 
membership in the galleries. Holders of ■visitor’s cards 'who may be allowed tempo- 
rary admission to the galleries must conform to the restrictions of' this rule, 

2. The applications required by the above rule shall be authenticated in a manner 
that shall be satisfactory to the standing committee of correspondents, who shall see 
that the occupation of the galleries is confined to bona fide correspomicata of repuUible 
standing in their business, who represent daily newspapers or newspajier associations 
requiring telegraphic sendee; and it shall be the duty of the stiuiding committee, 
at their discretion, to reiwrt \iolation of the privileges of the galleries to the Spaker, 
or to the Senate Committee on Rules, and pending action thereon the ofi'ending 
correspondent may be Buspended, 

3. Persons engaged in other occupations whose chief attention is not given to news- 
paper correspondence or to newspaper associations requiring telegraphic service shall 
not be entitled to admission to the press galleries; and the Press List in the Congres- 
sional Directory shall be a list only of iiersons whose chief attention is given to tele- 
graphic corresiMndence for daily newspapers or newspaper associations requiring 
telegraphic service. 

4. Members of the families of corres|X)ndents are not entitled to the. privileges of 
the galleries. 

5. The press galleries shall be under the control of the standing committee of corre- 
spondents, subject to the approval and supendsion of the Sjreaker of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate Committee on Rules.
